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TALKING YEARLINGS WITH KEN MCPEEK 



T rainer Ken McPeek 
brought his sharp 
eye for yearlings to 
Maryland for the 79th 
annual Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association 
yearhng show. The night 
before, the classic winner, 
bloodstock advisor and 
founder of the racing app 
Horse Races Now talked 
with breeders and exhibi¬ 
tors at a crab feast at Caves 
Farm in Owings Mills. 

The setting was 
perfect, the food was 
plentiful—McPeek (who 
called himself a ‘‘hip guy’’ 
when it comes to yearhng 
body types) tried crabs and 
shared some Kentucky 
blackberry moonshine with 
the audience—and the questions were 
thoughtful. 

When you look at yearlings, 
do you consider a certain sire 
line or pedigrees? 

I really don’t get enamored with one 
particular hne. I look at the hne, I look 
at the female side. The broodmare sire 
is a big deal. Really, the female has more 
to do with the ultimate results of things 
than the sire. I’ll go for a sire that might 
be a httle bit under the radar with a great 
broodmare side. 

Do you see anything in South 
American horses (McPeek 
bought Grade 1 winner 
Einstein-Brz and others from 
that part of the world) that you 
don’t see in North American 
horses? 

They are French and Enghsh female 
families so you’ve got a different type of 
horse there. More of them are being bred 
to American sire lines. That’s an injection 
of speed which I think is a positive. They 
run a lot of grass racing there which 
makes it a little tricky to bring a horse 
from South America to North America, 
but a good horse is a good horse no 
matter where they’re foaled. You can go to 


sales there and I look at horses the same 
way I do at Keeneland or Fasig-Tipton or 
anywhere else. 

When you look at vet reports 
at the sale, are there any issues 
of no consequence to you? 

I started off with a lot of claiming 
horses early in my career. There’s a long 
hst of vet issues that need to be ignored. 
(Horse of the Year) Curhn had a huge 
OCD in his ankle. We gave him time, it 
filled in, he was fine. 

I had one horse that had six OCDs in 
his front legs and I bought him anyway. 
We turned him out for about nine 
months, re X-rayed him and couldn’t 
find one. If he had gone through the 
sale clean-legged he brings two- or three- 
hundred thousand. I bought him for 25. 
He ended up running 117 times, never 
had a problem. 

I bought horses with chips in their 
ankles. There are a lot of things you can 
forgive. It depends on the issue. You have 
to look. That’s how you find value. You’ve 
got a chance to invest a client’s money 
wisely. I teU them going in I’m going to 
look for the little issue that I think we can 
five with. Curfin had the body of a Greek 
god. If he didn’t have a little OCD in his 
ankle, he had just been operated on, and I 
wouldn’t have been able to buy him. 


How do you factor 
in foaling dates? 

I’m still more worried 
about the hip first, the horse 
first. I don’t put that much 
weight into it. Even a June 
foal, rU look through it. 
Sometimes you’ve got to 
give them a little more time. 
It aU depends on how they 
train on. I don’t discriminate. 

How do you handle 
the numbers of 
horses at a sale? 

You sort through the 
ones that are obvious. We 
aU know that a lot of them 
don’t work out. If you can 
cuU the numbers down and 
get it to a number you can 
present to your customers, you’ll be better 
off 

How are things going with 
the app? 

I did this out of frustration. This 
industry does not connect to the masses 
well. Unformnately, racetracks haven’t 
completely embraced what we’re doing. 

All we’re trying to do is deliver racing 
to people’s pockets. I think it’s an 
opportunity. The trickle down of Horse 
Races Now being successful can really 
mean something. It’s not about me, it’s 
not about making money. It’s about 
expanding our sport, making horses and 
the fife of being around horses better, it 
really is. 

Do you have a client in mind 
when you buy a yearling? 

I attend every auction with a clear 
mind. I go in there and do the work. If 
people want to buy. I’ve done the work 
and I’m ready. It doesn’t matter to me. I’m 
going to look at the horses, sort through 
them, figure out which ones I think can 
run. I’m going to create that fist, and then 
if a man shows up that morning I’ve got 
the fist ready. If a guy calls and says ‘here’s 
$100,000’ or ‘here’s $10,000’ I’m ready. I’ll 
find them the best horses I can find for 
that price.

T ightend Touchdown blitzed the Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup field last evening 
at Penn National, blazing 5 furlongs on the turf in a front-running, near-course 
record 54^5 seconds en route to a 5-and-change length victory. 

But he wasn’t the only speed from the Jason Servis barn. 

Assistant trainer Henry Argueta and his equine charge had to hustle just to make it 
to Penn National in time for the race. 

The pair nearly missed the race altogether after running into major traffic on 
1-78 in New Jersey, the result of a deadly car accident. The horse’s easy score was 
preceded by the narrowest of nose victories, this one against time itself 

“We were in plenty of time,” said Argueta. “But then we sat in traffic for like two- 
and-a-half hours. We were just stopped.” 

The clearing of the traffic, however, was not the end of their troubles; they had 
miles to go and not much time. ‘We had hke two hours to get here,” he said. “We 
weren’t sure, but we decided to give it a try.” 

They knew it would be close. The team needed to arrive by 3 p.m. for the horse to 
receive Lasix and avoid scratching. What had been planned as a sure thing-a 12:30 
arrival, with plenty of time to acclimate to new surroundings-became a race against 
time. With traffic cleared, they began to make good time. But the first estimate of 
their arrival at Penn National, Argueta said, was 3:27. 

Then 3:19. 

Then 3:11. 

Then 3:05, at which point, he said, “We knew we were going to make it.” 

Soon, he saw the big entrance sign. ‘We drove to the gate,” he said. “The stable 
was ready. He walked off the van and immediately got Lasix—hke five minutes before 
the deadhne.” 

Argueta has worked for Servis for 13 years, he said. And in all those years, this was 
the first time they’d cut it so close. 

“He’s a fast horse,” Argueta said of the winner, who won the first stakes of 
his career. “And he’s been doing super”-a description that certainly apphed to his 
Governor’s Cup. 

What next? See how the horse comes out of the race, let him regroup a bit, and 
then make the call. 

And for Argueta? A broad smhe. “Celebrate,” he said. 

Fortunately, he has plenty of time for that.

M aryland owner/breeder Caroline 

Stautberg went to the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale at Timonium in 
May, and did something she’d never 
done—bought a 2-year-old. Of course, it 
was a 2-year-old she bred. 

Stautberg spent $120,000 on Big Fun, 
a Giant’s Causeway filly who sold as a 
yearhng at Keeneland September for 
$160,000. The math works, but... 

“In a very roundabout way you can 
rationahze just about anything,” Stautberg 
said with a laugh a few days afterward. 
“I’ve gotten really attached to her dam 
with her getting old and not having 
anybody to carry on her Hne.” 


Big Fun’s mother. Fun Crowd, is the 
dam of six winners including Grade 1 
winner Funny Moon and stakes winner 
Throng. To Stautberg, the 20-year-old 
mare is a treasure. On the business side, 
she’s produced winners and revenue. 
Stautberg called the daughter of Easy 
Goer a “gold mine” on the personal side 
as well, which is why Big Fun remrned to 
Stautberg’s farm in Monkton. 

Stautberg said she went to the sale just 
to see Big Fun again. Buying her was not 
on the agenda, until she stopped by the 
Kings Equine consignment. 

“They were really busy and at the time 
I thought I was just looking at her,” she

said. “I didn’t want to waste their time. It 
wasn’t until that morning that I decided 
‘well... I’m just going to go for it.’” 

Stautberg did her homework. She 
talked to advisor John Stuart, looked 
at heart scans and a gait analysis, and 
handled the bidding herself She was 
going to $100,000. Farm manager Darin 
Martin talked her into going to $110,000. 
Somebody else went to $115,000 and 
Stautberg “had to go one more.” 

Big Fun came home to the farm, its 
rolling hiUs, its open space and an old 
friend-a yellow Labrador Retriever 
named Biscuit. Though Stautberg’s six 
mares (Fun Crowd had a Ti 2 now filly this 
year) foal in Kentucky, they return home 
and the foals grow up in Maryland. 

Stautberg is in no hurry to get her 
homebred purchase to the races, though 
tentative plans called for sending her to 
trainer A1 Stall in New Orleans later this 
year. 

“I’m kind of thinking of leaving her 
out all summer,” she said. “We pulled her 
shoes off and mrned her out and she’s 
one happy fiUy. I think she recognized the 
place, and as soon as she saw Biscuit they 
bonded again.” /Joe Clancy

K arin De Francis couldn’t stop 
repeating herself. Couldn’t stop the 
hugs, the squeezes, the carrots, the 
kisses on the dark bay’s nose. And she 
wasn’t ashamed of the fact that she 
couldn’t help it. “I love you Clyde. . . I 
love you!” 

Karin’s Clyde, the object of her affec¬ 
tions, never won a stakes race, never set 
a track record, didn’t earn a great deal of 
money. He didn’t have to. Now 30, the 
son of Cudass and Talatha (by Poker) 
was one of the last horses campaigned by 
Karin’s father, the late Frank De Francis. 
The Washington, DC., attorney and 
international trade consultant was largely 
credited with revitalizing the Maryland 
racing industry during his tenure as prin¬ 
ciple owner of Pimlico and Laurel Park. 
Through his accessibility and hands-on 
management style, De Francis became 
known and respected as a man fiercely 
devoted to his product and his patrons. 
And Thoroughbred racing was a passion 
that Karin shared with her father. 

Upon the retirement and syndica¬ 
tion of his best runner. Hail Emperor 
(Graustark—Queen Empress, by Bold 
Ruler), Frank De Francis headed to 
Kentucky to shop for broodmares. 

‘‘He had just gotten our farm in 
Howard County,” Karin said. “The idea 
















was to stand Hail Emperor at Glade Valley 
Farm and then he would buy a bunch of 
mares and they would stay on our farm 
there. He picked up Clyde as a weanling; I 
don’t know why he got him when he was 
going down there to get broodmares, but 
he brought him up.” 

She smiles at the memory of her first 
encounter with the youngster. He was 
standing with his feet planted wide apart, 
with a big shock of black forelock. He 
looked at Karin, and pricked his ears. She 
looked back, and considered the young 
horse. After getting to know him, she 


decided that he looked very British and 
seemed like the kind of person who’d be 
having a mug of ale at a pub in London. 

“He looks like a Clyde,” she said. So 
they named him Karin’s Clyde. 

He was the first weanling to hve on De 
Francis’ farm. And with the help of then 
farm manager Jack Gill, Karin was the 
colt’s first rider. Bred in Florida by Dan 
Lasater, Karin’s Clyde began his racing 
career as a 3-year-old at Pimlico in May 
1986 under the tutelage of John Lenzini 
Jr. After breaking his maiden in his sec¬ 
ond start, he pHed his trade in the aUow- 
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ance and claiming ranks for four seasons, 
never once venturing from Laurel Park 
or Pimlico. He broke a bone in his ankle 
shortly after Frank De Francis passed away 
from heart failure at 62 in August 1989. 

“I retired him then because he had too 
many happy memories associated with my 
father and I didn’t want anything to hap¬ 
pen to him,” Karin said. 

By the time Karin’s Clyde headed home 
to the farm, he had compiled a record of 
30-8-4-3 and earned $57,760. There was 
never a second career planned; the ankle 
wouldn’t withstand much, so Karin turned 
him out and kept him as a pet. A ridgling, 
he had always been on the ornery side, try¬ 
ing to take the occasional chunk out of a 
groom or handler. Karin would routinely 
jog around the farm’s property, and she 
picked up the habit of going into the 
horse’s paddock. 

‘d’d go in and he’d just right run beside 
me. But then the next minute, he’d try to 
bite my nose off,” she said. ‘‘He’s mercu¬ 
rial. Clyde has always been capable of great 
affection or great terror.” 

When a move to Baltimore became 
necessary for Karin, her husband and their 
two children, she fretted over leaving the 


horse at the farm with just a caretaker and 
no equine companions. Her friend and 
co-worker Georganne Hale, racing secre¬ 
tary for the Maryland Jockey Club, knew 
exactly where he should go. 

“I remember Karin’s Clyde running 
when I was paddock judge,” Hale said. 
“So when Karin first came to me I said 
‘Wow-he’s still alive?’ Karin adores her 
animals. Her dogs, cats, horses-they are 
all very important to her and she takes 
such good care of them. And no one takes 
better care of older horses than Poppet 
Pitts. They all look like a million dollars, 
so I thought that was the perfect place 
for Karin to take him. It’s such a beautiful 
farm. Little did I know that he’d live this 
long.” 

As Pitts teUs it, the day that Karin’s 
Clyde arrived at her 56-acre Monkton, Md., 
farm eight years ago was extremely emo¬ 
tional for De Francis. “He had always been 
with her family and represented a special 
time for her and her father, so it was bitter¬ 
sweet,” she said. “But even today he’s still 
ornery. All 30 years of him.” 

Pitts is famous for her touch with old 
timers. “They aU come to Poppet’s to die, 
but then they never seem to,” she half-

joked. “Clyde’s at least 10 years older than 
everything else here, and sounder than 
most of them.” Among his pasture mates is 
20-year-old Stone HiU Road (Devil’s Bag— 
Composing, by Mr. Prospector). Bred in 
Kentucky by Mary Lou Whitney, Stone 
Hill Road raced on the flat and over jumps 
for WiUmott Stables before trainer Janet 
Elliot sent him to the farm for a break 
several years ago. He never left. 

Although she misses having him at 
home, De Francis admits that she never 
has a worry about Karin’s Clyde. “He looks 
amazing, acts hke a 2-year-old and is happy 
as a clam on this gorgeous farm,” she said. 
“I’d like to retire out here myself” ^

Connections 
make region 
strong in 
nationai ciimate 


D ig deeply enough and youll find 
them. Mid-Atlantic connections to 
major horses around the country 
show up with regularity and that fact 
shows great strength and depth for the 
region. 

Kentucky Derby winner Orb? Owned 
and bred by a Marylander, with some of 
the state's most historic names on the 
horse's female side including the great 
Maryland-bred producer Shenanigans as 
his fifth dam. What's more, Orb spent 
much of June and July at Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland. 

Preakness winner Oxbow? Bred by a 
New Jersey resident. The colt's fourth dam. 
Sleep Lonely, was bred in Maryland. 

Belmont Stakes winner Palace Mahce? 
Owned by Dogwood Stable, the South 
Carolina-based parmership. The colt spent 
several weeks in Aiken as a 2-year-old. 

In this edition, we caught up with rep¬ 
resentatives of all three-for a conversa¬ 
tion with Orb's co-owner/breeder Smart 
Janney III; a feamre on Oxbow's breeder 
Richard SantulH; a misty rememberance 
with Dogwood's Cot Campbell. 

AU three men pay homage to the 
region's part in the industry. 

Few people have a Thoroughbred pedi¬ 
gree as deep as Janney's. His parents owned 
the great filly Ruffian and bred standout 
Thoroughbreds for generations from their 
home in Glyndon, Md. Today, Janney 
operates a stable with as much depth; he 
just does it from afar. The breeding stock 
is based in Kenmcky but he still lives 
in Maryland, still appreciates Maryland's 
place in the industry, loves the direction 
the state shows. He also sent Orb to Fair 
HiU, first for some recuperation after an 
arduous spring campaign and later for 
some training toward a start at Saratoga 
later this month. Could the Janney horses 
be based in Maryland again someday? You 
never know. 

SantuUi built Netjets into a trend-set- 
ting, model-breaking business in private 
airline travel. He sold it for $725 million 
and now heads up Milestone Aviation, a 
company that speciali 2 es in helicopter and 
jet leasing. He also owns Jayeff B Stable, a 
big broodmare band and bases his racing 
business at a private training center in New 
Jersey. He campaigned HaU of Famer Safely 


Kept. Like Janney, he has served on any 
number of boards in the racing industry- 
from the Breeders' Cup to the New York 
Racing Association. He breeds commer¬ 
cially, but was talking about keeping some 
colts and campaigning his own Triple 
Crown-cahber horses. From New Jersey. 

Campbell often gets called the dean of 
racing partnerships because he basically 
pioneered the concept now widely seen 
throughout the industry, but that's acm- 
ally selling him a httie short. Try university 
president. Campbell's vision now stands 
as one of the sport's most important 
pieces. Partnerships, syndicates, whatever 
you want to call them operate at all tracks 
and at all levels. They buy. They sell. 
They claim. They advertise and promote. 
They employ trainers, who employ stable 
staffers. They're important vehicles which 
attract new owners, participants, leaders. 
Dogwood started in Georgia and moved 
to South Carohna. There's no 859 area 
code on Campbell's business card. It's 
803 thank you very much. Dogwood buys 
good horses wherever they are. They get 
their early education in Aiken, a credit to 
the area and the horsemen there. 

So what does it aU mean? For its size 
and its position, the region packs plenty 
of punch. Sure, aU three Triple Crown race 
winners mentioned above were foaled in 
Kentucky but they got to those races in 
large part due to people, horses and facul¬ 
ties from this region. 

That needs to be touted. It also needs 
to be protected. 

Janney, SantulU and CampbeU hve in this 
region. They keep some Thoroughbreds 
here. But they and others Uke them could 
be cultivated, encouraged, tempted to be 
more involved with a bigger, better, more 
cohesive regional Thoroughbred industry. 
Everywhere I've been this summer, people 
talked about the future. How do the states 
work with each other without taking a step 
backward? Could there be more ‘Toaled in¬ 
state OR sired by in-state staUions" races? 
Could there be races restricted to horses 
bred in more than one state? Could there 
be a better regional racing schedule, one 
that preserves opportunities for horsemen, 
racetracks and bettors? 

My answers to aU three are sure, why 
not? We've got the connections. ^

C ot Campbell walked into the track 
kitchen at Aiken Training Center, 
Went behind the counter, poured 
himself a cup of coffee and found a seat. 
More disappointed than an abandoned bas¬ 
set hound, the master of Dogwood Stable 
had just watched Palace Mahce run in the 
Kentucky Derby and needed some advice. 

But where would he turn? If only the 
Aiken legends were stiU around. Campbell 
would ask them what to do, how to turn 
such a dismal performance into something 
positive. Campbell had parmers to answer 
to, a reputation of excellence to uphold. 
What he wouldn’t do to talk to some of 
the guys from the old days - men hke Angel 


Penna Sr., John Gaver, Woody Stephens, 
Mack Miller, Buddy Raines, Mike Freeman, 
Frank Wright. They spent their winters and 
more in the South Carohna town and built 
training careers with confidence, patience, 
worry, work, luck, strong opinions and 
steadfast convictions. 

Campbell swirled his coffee, drank half 
in one puU and thought about them, his 
horse, a life as a founder of the whole con¬ 
cept of racing partnerships. Founded in 
1969, Dogwood campaigned do 2 ens of 
stars over the years, won the 1990 Preakness 
with Summer Squall, captured Echpse 
Awards on the flat and over jumps and has 
been honored on any number of levels. 


But, boy. Palace MaHce sure ran a stinker in 
the Derby for trainer Todd Pletcher- 
sprinting Hke Usain Bolt to an early lead, 
setting fast fractions and fading to 12th 
while wearing bHnkers for the first time. 
How do you confidently step forward after 
that? 

‘‘The bHnkers were a terrible mistake, 
and I was enthusiastic about them before¬ 
hand,” Campbell said aloud to no one, 
himself. “What do I do now? I can’t run 
him back in the Preakness, not off that 
performance. Do you think we can make 
the Belmont?” 

CampbeU swore the place was empty 
when he walked in, but a chair creaked and 
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a distinguished gentieman softiy cleared 
his throat, 

^‘They don’t run ’em as often as we used 
to, but if he’s got good energy and if you 
stay away from those damn blinkers and he 
trains kindly, put him in the entries. But. . . 
every time I’ve been unsure as to whether 
or not to run I’ve done better when I did 
not.” 

And then he was quiet. The calm, ratio¬ 
nal, sage advice (with an out) came from 
MiUer. He’d trained for decades, team¬ 
ing up with Rokeby Stable and others to 
produce the tikes of Sea Hero, Java Gold, 
Assagai, Winter’s Tale, *Hawaii and *Snow 
Knight. Campbell listened, let it soak, took 


another sip from his mug. When he mrned 
to respond. Miller was gone. 

In his place sat Penna, the Argentine 
master and another Hall of Famer whose 
career included victories in his native land, 
Vene 2 uela, France, England and the United 
States by such standouts as AIle 2 France, 
Bold Reason, Waya (Fr) and Relaxing. 

With an anguished look that aU but 
shouted “I understand,” Penna threw his 
arms in the air and cut loose with a torrent 
of unintelligible advice, though Campbell 
thought he heard something about Alle 2 
France and blinkers. Then Penna stormed 
out the screen door, off to think about his 
horses. 


Before the door closed, in walked 
Gaver. The HaU of Famer and Princeton 
graduate worked for the famed Greentree 
Stable and conditioned such stars as Tom 
Fool, Shut Out, Capot and Stage Door 
Johnny. Gaver took a similar approach to 
Penna, only with fewer words (and more 
English). 

‘‘I’m busy with my own stock,” he said, 
after collecting a cup of coffee, and headed 
to the barn. 

In both cases, Campbell got the mes¬ 
sage. While standing up to get another 
cup of coffee, he was surprised to see 
Stephens. The Kenmckian grabbed the 
pot and a mug, told Campbell to sit, and 
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poured. He also spun yarns about Bald 
Eagle, Blue Man, Devil’s Bag and all the 
rest. In the 1980s, Stephens won consecu¬ 
tive Beknonts with Conquistador Cielo, 
Caveat, Swale, Creme Fraiche and Dan 2 ig 
Connection. 

He had simple advice. 

won five Belmonts, one of them five 
days after winning the Metropolitan Mile. 
Run him. Hell, teU Fletcher to work him a 
sharp five-eighths six days out. That’ll get 
his mind back on the game.” 

Though he could have predicted the 
response, Campbell laughed and filed it 
away. Stephens went outside, chmbed 
aboard Rex the lead pony and trotted off 
toward the track. 

Just then longtime Aikenite Raines 
puUed up in a classic, restored Pierce 
Arrow. As a boy, Raines was given away by 
his parents to a horse trainer. As a young 
man, Raines galloped Cavalcade. Later, he 
won a Preakness with Greek Money and 
trained champion Open Fire. 

^WeU, you sure as hell don’t want the 
Preakness in two weeks,” Raines said. 
‘‘Give yourself time to regroup. He’s bred 
for the Belmont. If you love the way he’s 
training, run him; if not, wait for Saratoga.” 

Raines brushed some racetrack dirt off 
his shoes, told a story about a runaway 
horse in an indoor track, and left for a 
lunch date with Betty. 

Hungry now, Campbell thought about 
ordering eggs but setded for more coffee. 
The advice had helped. He was more con¬ 
fident. Legends will do that to you. 

He was about to call Fletcher when 
in walked Freeman. Another with a deep 
connection to the South Carolina town 
and a deeper resume, he trained the great 
Shuvee and thought back to his days with 
a big stable. 

“If I were training him for Alfred 
Vanderbilt, he’d damn sure run in the 
Belmont,” Freeman said. “. . . If he was 
bright and bouncing, that is.” 

Wright followed Freeman and brought 
with him a long career on both sides 
of racing. He was a trainer and a CBS 
television commentator who covered 
Secretariat’s Belmont win, and Seattle 
Slew’s, and Affirmed’s. He’d also worked 
the match race when Ruffian broke down. 
Predictably, he didn’t waste words. 

“Fhp a coin,” he said. “Hell, I don’t 
know what to tell ya. The Belmont is a big 
dance.” 

Yes it is. Campbell knew it before his 
dreamy breakfast stop, knew it even more 
afterward. ^ 


Palace Malice pulls 
Belmont Stakes upset 
for Dogwood, Aiken 


C ot Campbell belongs to the Rotary 
Club in Aiken, S.C., and went to a 
meeting shortly after Palace Malice 
led the Kentucky Derby-Gl through 6 
furlongs in a rapid 1:09.80 before fading 
to finish 12th. 

Campbell, head of the Aiken-based 
Dogwood Stable, was greeted by a stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

“If you’re in tiie horse business this 
is a good place to Hve,” Campbell said. 
“People are excited for you when you do 
well and they got a remarkable jolt out of 
the Derby even tiiough he got beat. The 
exhilaration that came from that horse 
being on the lead was something, and had 
everybody excited.” 

Five weeks later, after Palace Malice 
upset the Belmont Stakes-Gl at Belmont 
Park June 8, Campbell mentioned Aiken 
in a post-race interview and the town 
danced in the streets-literally in some 
cases. The enthusiasm shows Httie sign 
of waning. Campbell mentioned a count 
of 800 congratulatory letters and e-mails. 

Palace Malice earned all this attention 
by confirming the lofty opinion of trainer 
Todd Fletcher and the Dogwood team. 
Campbell spent $200,000 to buy the son 
of Curhn and the Royal Anthem mare 
Palace Rumor as a 2-year-old at Keeneland 
last April. The bay colt spent several 
weeks in Aiken, then went to Fletcher 
in New York. Palace Malice broke his 
maiden at Saratoga last summer, and yo- 
yoed through a 3-year-old campaign with 
a second in allowance company, a third in 
the Risen Star Stakes-G2, a troubled sev¬ 
enth in the Louisiana Derby-G2, a second 
in the Blue Grass-Gl, that dreadful Derby 
and then the Belmont. 

The race drew a big field of 14, headed 
by Derby winner Orb and Preakness win¬ 
ner Oxbow plus Derby starters Golden 
Soul, Revolutionary, Overanaly 2 e, Vyjack, 
Giant Finish, WiU Take Charge and Frac 
Daddy. Peter Pan Stakes-G2 winner 
Freedom Child led the newcomers. 


Without blinkers. Palace Malice waited 
his cue just behind early leaders Frac 
Daddy, Oxbow and Freedom Child 
through a half-mile in :46.66 and 6 fur¬ 
longs in 1:10.95. Fast for the distance, 
the fractions told on the leaders and the 
closers. 

Palace Malice advanced to engage 
Oxbow on the final turn, and took the 
lead with energy at the top of the stretch. 
He built a 2-length lead, then braced for 
a challenge that never came as Oxbow 
setded for second, SH lengths behind the 
winner. Orb made up ground from well 
back, but flattened out late to finish third. 
Final time was 2:30.70 for the VA miles. 
Tired in the stretch. Palace Malice saw out 
the distance to collect die second win of 
his career at nearly 14-1. It was the second 
Belmont win for Fletcher, the second for 
Smith and the first for Dogwood. 

Campbell said he could see the rebound 
coming, if he squinted. Complimentary 
of Palace Mahce since the start, Fletcher 
raved about the horse’s training leading up 
to the Belmont. The blinkers were gone, 
the horse was fresh but sharp. 

“He’s a tough horse and he’s been 
learning all spring,” he said. “Todd is not 
one to tip his mitt too much but he was 
exceedingly enthused about the way the 
horse was training. He said one day he’d 
never seen a horse train any better than 
tliis one did. Everything he did was per¬ 
fect. He was touting himself big time.” 

He still had to dehver, however, and 
Palace Mahce did. Campbell is by no 
means getting out of the business, but 
recently announced Dogwood’s merger 
witii Echpse Thoroughbred Farmers and 
knows the classic win comes late in the 
game. 

“God almighty, we’re going to win 
this thing,” he said about his thoughts as 
Palace Mahce came down the stretch. “I 
certainly thought he could, but it would 
be stupid to say I thought he was going to. 
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Fm a traditionalist so I adore the Belmont 
and go to it every year. It was a great 
moment.” 

Dogwood vice-president Jack Sadler, 
a part of the team since 1981, called the 
^vin a ‘‘cherry on top of the hot fudge 
sundae.” 

Sadler saw Summer Squall win the 
Preakness and was at the Derby to see 


Palace Mahce this year. The Belmont was 
another chance. 

“The feeling going into the Derby was 
that this was the best horse we'd had in 
one of these races since Summer Squall,” 
Sadler said. “Then it went badly and you 
think ‘How many more chances are we 
going to have?' Todd kept saying he felt 
like the horse had a really good race in 


him and I just had a feehng he was on top 
of a big effort for the Belmont. My first 
thought in the stretch was he was getting a 
little tired and I try not to get too excited, 
but at the vtire I was jumping up and 
down tike a 5-year-old kid.” 

The people in Aiken were doing the 
same.

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R ichard Sanmlli didn't rise to the 
upper tiers of the business world 
by sitting back, savoring his suc¬ 
cess and not looking ahead to the next 
challenge. And he’s not about to do the 
same when it comes to his involvement in 
Thoroughbred racing. 

Shortly after watching Oxbow, a colt 
he bred in the name of Colts Neck Stable 
and sold as a yearhng, win the May 18 
Preakness Stakes-Gl from his home in 


Middletown, N.J., SantulH hatched a plan 
that might change the course of his com¬ 
mercial breeding operation. 

‘T bred, with partners, Johannesburg, 
and that was pretty thrilling,” Sanmlli said 
a few days before Oxbow finished a game 
second in the Belmont Stakes-Gl. ‘‘But 
there’s nothing like a classic race. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, shortly after the race I told A1 
[trainer Alan Goldberg], we’ll have to keep 
some colts and have some of them run in 


the Derby ourselves. That will be our next - \ 

goal.” 

No pressure or anything. Of course ^ ^ 

Sanmlli, widely credited with shaping the 
modern aviation leasing business through 
the founding of Netjets, was only par¬ 
tially joking. He and Goldberg share a 
unique owner-trainer relationship and 
they’ve been close friends for decades. 

The former serves as chairman of the 
helicopter and business jet leasing com- 
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pany Milestone Aviation Group. His office 
is on the grounds^ of the 77-acre Colts 
Neck Stable training center, the former 
Middletown Stable mat was owned by 
brothers Joseph and William Stavola in the 
1980s and ’90s, and the same revamped 
facility where Goldberg trains about 50 
horses for Santulli. 

Colts Neck Stable is SantulFs com¬ 
mercial breeding operation and he keeps 
47 of the 52 mares he owns solely at farms 


in Kentucky, including Burieson^ Ashview, 
Lane’s End, Three Chimneys,‘Mill Ridge 
and Tarleton. Five others are in New York 
and he also owns three others in parmer- 
ship. 

The fillies go to Goldberg, along with 
the colts Santulli tried to sell as year- 
hngs but kept because they didn’t meet 
what he felt were reasonable reserves. 
Oxbow met his reserve, selling to Brad 


Kelley for $250,000 at the 2011 Keeneland 
September sale. 

Classic breeding 

Santulli bred Oxbow out of Ti 2 ama 2 ing, 
a full-sister to two-time Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Tiznow among other 
top-class runners. 

Oxbow was the third foal out of TE- 
ama 2 ing, a daughter of Cee’s Ti 22 y who 
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brought $1 million as a yearling at the 2003 
Keeneland September sale, and the second 
sired by 1998 Breeders' Cup Classic winner 
Awesome Again. Like anyone would be 
for any seven-figure yearling, SantulH was 
hopeful Tizamazing could show some of 
the talent Tiznow, Budroyale, Tizbud or 
Ti2dubai showed. 

She was injured in training and never 
raced. SantulH, stiU optimistic because she 
showed talent and carried a strong pedi¬ 
gree, inserted her into his breeding pro¬ 
gram. He bred her to Distorted Humor for 
her first mating and she produced What 
Now, a colt he and Goldberg campaigned 
initially until losing him in the claiming 
ranks in July 2011. What Now won four 
of 25 through last season, earning $96,210. 

SantulH and his longtime bloodstock 
advisor, Reynolds BeU Jr., decided to breed 
Tizamazing to Awesome Again for her 
next mating, hoping to even out some of 
the physical stamps left in the offspring of 
sire and dam. 

^‘She's a big fiUy, obviously being a full- 
sister to Tiznow, with a great pedigree,” 
said SantulH, who keeps Tizamazing at 
Lyn Burleson's Burleson Farms in Midway. 
‘‘Ghostzapper is Awesome Again out 
of a Relaunch mare, and Cee's Tizzy is 
Relaunch. I don't do everything by nicks, 
but Ghostzapper, it would be pretty hard 
to name a horse in the last 20 years that's 
better than him. Awesome Again with a 
Relaunch mare, we felt that would work. 
Awesome Again is not a big stalHon and 
doesn't produce big horses. We felt he 
would refine the foals a Httle bit.” 

The first Awesome Again foal was 
the evenmal stakes-winning colt Awesome 
Patriot, sold by SanmlH for $350,000 
through Burleson at Keeneland September 
2009, the year Oxbow was born. SantulH 
and BeU both agree that Hke Awesome 
Patriot, Oxbow wasn't big, but very ath¬ 
letic. Tizamazing went back to Awesome 
Again a fourth time-she didn't produce 
a foal on the second mating-and that is 
the 2-year-old full-brother smartly named 
Expect a Lot currently in training with 
Goldberg. 

^Hhe mating appealed to us ... we Hked 
what we were getting, so we went back,” 
Bell said. ‘‘Oxbow, he's probably not a 
bhlHant horse but he's a sound horse, a 
tough horse, and a horse who shows up 
every time.” 

Early Introductions 

SantulH started showing up at the races 
as a teenager growing up in Brooklyn in 
the early 1960s. Like many growing up in 


the big city, he rarely venmred out of the 
metropoHtan area, so his exposure to rac¬ 
ing was at Aqueduct and Belmont. 

“Pm sure I wasn't even aUowed to bet 
yet, being 17 years old and a junior in high 
school, but I did,” said SantulH, who later 
studied mathematics and earned bachelor's 
and master's degrees in the field from 
Brooklyn's Polytechnic University of New 
York. 

The interest in math explains the fas¬ 
cination with handicapping and SantulH 
eventuaUy kept company as a young pro¬ 
fessional with legendary New York horse- 
player Jules Fink. He later estabhshed 
Jayeff B Stables with Fink, attorney David 
OrHnsky and George Prussin. 

Jayeff B enjoyed an extended run of 
success, breeding the aforementioned 
unbeaten champion juvenile Johannesburg 
in parmership with Wayne Lyster III, cam¬ 


paigning champions Banshee Breeze and 
Safely Kept in parmership, breeding a 
$11.7 milHon Kingmambo sales yearHng 
out of Crown of Crimson, and breeding 
and/or racing such top horses as AwfuUy 
Smart, Cat Chat, Ciro, Great Notion, Jules, 
Navesink, Social Queen, Strike a Deal 
and Warrior's Reward. SantulH evenmaUy 
bought out his remaining parmers in Jayeff 
B and started Colts Neck about 10 years 
ago. 

At the same time he was ramping up 
in racing, SantulH was thriving in busi¬ 
ness, first as an investment banker with 
Goldman Sachs & Co. and then as the lead¬ 
er of Netjets, which was sold to Warren 
Buffett's Berkshire Hathaway for $750 mil¬ 
Hon in 1998. SantulH, once mentioned as a 
possible successor to Buffett, stayed on as 
CEO of Netjets through August 2009 and 
as a consultant for a year after that.

The name Netjets was everywhere in 
racing during that period, as a sponsor 
of everything from jockeys' breeches for 
the Kentucky Derby, the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association's annual 
dinner, stakes races in the U.S., England 
and France, and the Breeders' Cup Mile 
from 2002 to 2007. 

^dt's a great sport, a spectacular sport," 
Santulli said, ‘‘If you own horses, it's hke 
owning a sports franchise. It's fun and it's 
exciting for me. I love to watch my horses 
run, whether I own them or bred and sold 
them. I probably enjoyed the Preakness as 
much as [Brad] Kelley did." 

Vested interest 

SantulH's support of racing goes beyond 
financial through corporate sponsorships 
and even more importantly as an owner. 


breeder, and owner of his training center. 
He is also active in the industry's board- 
rooms. 

Santulli serves as a steward of The 
Jockey Club, one of nine individuals in that 
post along with James Brady, Will Parish, 
Craig Fravel, Ian Higher, Stuart Janney 
III, Ogden Mills “Dinny" Phipps, Stella 
Thayer and Peter WiUmott. He also serves 
as a trustee with Breeders' Cup Ltd. and is 
a former board member of the New York 
Racing Association. 

Santulli supports recent efforts by The 
Jockey Club to promote racing through its 
America's Best Racing program along with 
initiatives by the group to help improve 
safety of racing's equine and human ath¬ 
letes. He also feels the industry is going in 
the right direction, despite some obvious 
and ever-present hurdles. 


“The fact stiU remains that the race¬ 
tracks compete against each other," Santulli 
said. “And you can't blame them for want¬ 
ing the best for their track, but a lot can 
be said if you could sit down and come 
up with a reasonable way to work together 
to have the big horses in the races. That's 
going to take a lot. 

“Churchill Downs, the way they do 
things, you can't blame them. In fact I'm a 
shareholder. Overall I'm optimistic about 
the sport. The fact that NYRA is in good 
shape is a huge advantage for the sport. I 
can't imagine how exciting Saratoga will be 
this year. Look at what the purses will be in 
August. Racing is a great sport but we've 
got to get more young people involved. 
That's what The Jockey Club and the 
Breeders' Cup hope to do." ^

Moment 

MarylanderJanney follows family path 
to Kentucly Derby victory, racing success

I n the aftermath of Orb’s victory 
in the Kentucky Derby co-owner/ 
breeder Stuart Janney III told an old 
story to Sports Illustrated about his uncle 
Ogden Phipps. They were at Pimlico in a 
clubhouse bar, and the racing scion had 
ordered two shots of whiskey Phipps 
drank one down, and expected his 14-year- 
old nephew to do the same. 

“It happened,” said Janney. “He was a 
character. Uncle Ogden loved to have fun. 
He struck people as being a shy person, 
and he probably was, but he wasn’t shy 
with people he knew well or family or 
people he was reaUy comfortable with. For 
whatever reason he was very comfortable 
with me. I loved him.” 

And Thoroughbred racing has that rela¬ 
tionship to thank for the 2013 Derby win¬ 
ner, who came to be because Janney, on 
the death of his mother in 1987 and father 
in 1988, sought the advice of Phipps. 
Hands-on racing wasn’t something Janney 
did. He watched his parents (his mother 
Barbara was Ogden Phipps’ sister), recog- 
ni 2 ed their enjoyment, but at 40 really was 
not in a place to manage a racing/breeding 
operation. Phipps suggested they breed 
and race some horses in parmership, as a 
way to keep the stable going and let Janney 
learn about racing. Janney sold Phipps half 
of several mares, who joined the Phipps 
band at Kentucky’s Claiborne Farm. Shug 


McGaughey became Janney’s trainer, and 
the excellence that began when Gladys 
Phipps gave her daughter and son-in-law 
some mares in the 1950s continued. 

Years later, Janney owns 20 mares, some 
30 horses of racing age and another 20 or 
so yearlings and foals. Some are owned in 
parmership with the Phipps Stable, man¬ 
aged by Janney’s cousin Ogden “Dinny” 
Phipps. Others belong to Janney solely. 
Now 64, he became far more than an 
owner and a breeder. He’s a former presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Million, current vice 
chairman of The Jockey Club, board mem¬ 
ber of the New York Racing Association 
and Keeneland and on a short hst of the 
most influential people in racing. 

Janney, who lives on a farm adjacent 
to his childhood home of Locust HiU in 
Glyndon, Md., with his wife Lynn, sat 
down for an interview a few days after 
Orb’s loss in the Preakness at Pimhco Race 
Course in Baltimore. The conversation 
covered all sorts of topics. 

What does it feel like to 
win the Kentucky Derby as 
an owner and breeder? 

Pretty extraordinary. You’re in this busi¬ 
ness for a long time and somebody comes 
up to you at a cocktail party that doesn’t 
know anything and the only thing they 


want to know is if you’ve ever had any¬ 
thing run in the Derby or if you’ve ever 
won the Derby. Heretofore the answer’s 
been ‘No.’ That’s pretty much the only 
thing they want to know. You can tell them 
about aU the other good horses you’ve 
had or races you’ve won, everything, but 
they’ve already kind of moved on to talk 
to the next person. After a long time of 
having that treatment I guess it’s very nice 
to now at least be able to say something 
that will interest somebody that isn’t in the 
horse business. There’s more to it than that 
and I knew it was a big deal, obviously, but 
it has struck me as being a bigger deal now 
that I’ve seen it. 

Your father won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup four times as 
a rider and lived in the 
heart of Maryland horse 
country. Did you ever want 
to follow in his footsteps 
and actually compete? 

He never pushed me to go any direc¬ 
tion, which I think is good. It wasn’t par¬ 
ticularly what I wanted to do. I grew up 
with so many people asking me whether 
I was going to do that. The short answer 
even then was probably no. 
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Stuart Janney Jr., shown above at the Locust 
Hill stables In front of a plaque honoring 
the great broodmare Shenanigans, was 
an active horseman up until his death.

Our car pool had a balance of boys and 
girls and the boys started to lose interest in 
riding when they were 12 or 13. We were 
all concentrating on baseball, football, ten¬ 
nis, golf, whatever it was, and not so much 
the horses. (Five-time Hunt Cup winner) 
Charhe Fenwick and I went to school every 
day together and even he was starting to 
lose interest in it. I went away to boarding 
school and I was kind of half surprised 
Charhe was all into it again. 

We aU did it when we were younger— 
pony clubs, riding, horse shows, all of it. At 
a certain stage we gravitated away from it. 
I can remember Dad saying Veil if you’re 
not going to ride that horse we should get 
rid of it.’ I said ‘yeah fine, that’s good. Do 
it.’ That didn’t mean I didn’t really love 
horses. I just wasn’t, for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, riding. 

Your parents always kept 
some mares at Locust Hill. 
What was it like there? 

I loved growing up with horses, seeing 
them. After dinner, as soon as the weather 
was good we’d all go out and whisde for 
the horses. Eight o’clock, we’d spend time 
until it was dark with the horses all around 
us, feeding them sugar, talking to them. To 
me that was a special time of year for me, 
for my family. 

What was your father like as 
a Thoroughbred owner? 

At 7:30 or whenever Frank Whiteley 
would call, my father would fire out of 
that chair. He wasn’t going to let anybody 
else pick up the phone. I don’t know how 
he ever got Frank to call at 7:30 at night 
but he did and I can remember Dad had a 
sixth sense when Frank was on the line and 
he was not going to allow anybody else to 
touch that phone. 

You went to college, got a law 
degree and put some distance 
between yourself and racing. 
How did you get back to it? 

The last year of my father’s life, his 
stable had a pretty good year with Private 
Terms, Finder’s Choice, a couple of oth¬ 
ers and I was helping him with that in the 
sense of the logistics and details of what 
was going on-not the big decisions but 
the little decisions. I got more involved 
when he died and I was the executor of 
his will. As the executor I was running 
the racing stable, which included Private 
Terms and the others we had then. It was 
my responsibihty to get Private Terms situ¬ 
ated at Northview (Stallion Station) so I 


began to pay a lot more attention to what 
was going on. 

Stuart Janng Jr., 81, died in a car accident 
in September 1988, less than five months after 
Private Termsfinished ninth as the Derby favorite 
for Maryland trainer Charlie Hadry. Barbara 
Phipps Janney had died the previous year. 

Did you ever consider 
selling the horses? 

I certainly would have had a tough time 
having a dispersal. I don’t know if I ever 
got to that point. I wanted to see what my 
sisters wanted to do. Sheila’s interests were 
more with the steeplechase side. She did 
take a couple of horses out of the estate. 
Barbara wasn’t interested and Sally was 
very, very sick. It kind of got to the point 
where it was either me, or it was a disper¬ 
sal and I could clearly see how much my 
parents hked it and how much enjoyment 
they’d gotten out of it. I could see I would 


love it, but I was 40 years old, doing other 
things, not aU those things were completely 
compatible with running a racing stable. 

fanny’s sister Sheila Williams lives on their 
parents’ side of Locust Hill, now the base of 
her son-in-law, steeplechase trainer Jack Fisher, 
and is active as a steeplechase owner; Barbara 
Trimble lives in Maryland and saw Orb run in the 
Preakness, but is not involved in racing their sister 
Sally died of leukemia in 1989. 

Did you think about 
running the stable the 
way your father did? 

There were aspects of it that I con¬ 
tinued for a while that were not going to 
work for me. I had the farm operation 
down there at my parents’ place and it was 
fine for my father because he would drive 
through there every day. He was retired 
and he’d spend time in the barn. He was 
riding horses late in his hfe, he was there. 
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I was going to work, not even driving 
through there Monday through Friday Fd 
go down on Saturday and say What has 
everybody done and what do we need to 
do next week?’ My father was in charge, 
there every single day That wasn’t me and 
it couldn’t be me. 

Jannej actively takes part in the decisionsfor his 
stable, but has always had a career beyond racing- 
first as an attorney, then with Alex. Brown and 
now with Bessemer Trust. 

So you created a 
version of the stable 
that worked for you? 

Uncle Ogden’s offer to be involved in 
some horses was a very good development 
because I loved doing things with him and 
I respected how he managed his stable. 
It was very conducive to getting me to a 
point where I could figure out if I wanted 
to do this. 


What did you learn 
from your father? 

I don’t think my father dehvered lec¬ 
tures at the dinner table on the five steps 
for a successful racing stable. I copied. 

When I first got into it, I had the trainer 
that Uncle Ogden had and the trainer 
that Dad had. Frank Whiteley took care 
of the horses when they left Claiborne 
Farm and Shug McGaughey trained them 
at the track. I didn’t really have at that 
point a relationship with Seth Hancock (at 
Claiborne) but I went down there and got 
to know him. I always respected his ability 
and his integrity but he’s become one of 
my closest friends. 

Sol would say lesson one is don’t break 
whafs fixed. That allowed me to learn a 
lot while having complete confidence that 
the same group of people who were good 
enough for my father were taking care of 
things. Number two, you reaUy have to 


have a plan and I don’t know what the plan 
needs to be but you ought to have a plan 
because I see so many people getting into 
racing, or breeding or the sales and they’re 
doing a Httie bit of everything. To me that’s 
tough. It doesn’t mean you can’t change; 
just because you have a plan doesn’t mean 
it has to be the plan for aU times. Just have 
a plan and be aware of it. 

What have you learned 
from Seth Hancock? 

Seth’s strong advice to me was: the low¬ 
est part of the game has been aU but wiped 
out economically by things that have gone 
on in racing, the next group that’s going 
to be hurt is the middle part of the game, 
and I’m not guaranteeing you where the 
future is with the top but I don’t think you 
want to be near the bottom or the middle. 
I looked around and felt like that if I was 
going to do this I needed to be producing 
horses that had a chance of running in big 
races and being good, superior horses. 

Any advice for others? 

Do what you can afford on the premise 
that you’re going to have difficult times. 
Why don’t I have 80 mares? The reason is 
I’m assuming there will be a period of time 
where nobody is winning or doing what 
they’re supposed to be doing and I’d hke to 
be able to write the checks comfortably for 
that two or three years while I figure out 
what went wrong. You really don’t want to 
be in a position where you’re selling your 
best stuff 

Whatever the plan is and however you 
scaled it, you ought to always think about 
improving yourself on one end and also 
cutting off on the bottom where you’re 
not seeing the remrn. I can fall in love 
with horses, but if you end up with six or 
seven daughters of a mare who didn’t pro¬ 
duce much and they’re not producing very 
much, are you really going to go to the next 
stage where you have 20 of them? I think 
that applies no matter what level you’re 
playing. Deal off the bottom and draw to 
the top, something hke that. 

What about your home 
state? Why don’t you have 
a Maryland division? 

It’s my home and I love to see the prog¬ 
ress. I love Maryland racing. I wish it were 
something that made sense for me (after 
my father passed away). It just didn’t. It was 
pretty obvious that if you were trying to 
focus yourself on the high end of the busi¬ 
ness, Maryland was not going to be writing 
the kinds of races you needed. You could 
do better in New York. I hated to go, but 
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it made all the sense in the world to leave. 
Hopefully, it’s better now and we need it 
to get better. 

After his death, Stuart Jannej Jrds horses 
stayed with Hadrj, who then trained some horses 
for the youngerfanney. Among those runners in the 
early 1990s were Maryland Million Day winners 
Military hook and Warning Glance. 

How did it feel to come home 
and run Orb in the Preakness? 

I was more nervous before the Preak¬ 
ness than I was before the Derby. One, 
I was around for the two or three days 
before the race so it just sort of built. 
Secondly, I became aware of a lot of peo¬ 
ple, a lot of friends, a lot of Marylanders 
who had invested themselves in Orb and 
I wanted that to turn out well for them. 
Obviously I wanted to win the race and all 
the rest but you know, it’s your home. 

You’ve long been involved 
in the industry beyond that 
of an owner and breeder. 

Why take on the added work 
with The Jockey Club and 
the other associations? 

I’ve enjoyed it. I like the people I’m 
involved with. I’d love it if we’d make more 
progress. It’s frustrating sometimes, but 
the issues are interesting and I am opti¬ 
mistic enough to think that we do make 
progress. If you care and you’re in racing, 
you do it. We are making progress but it’s 
incremental and it’s in fits and starts. The 
uniform medication smff is a good piece 
of progress. We’ve got to get together on 
an appropriate penalty system. We’ve got 
to really focus on a points system so it’s 
cumulative and it’s fair and aU the rest. I’m 
a httle worried they’re going to spend huge 
amounts of time fine mning the points 
system and to me that’s ridiculous. Just get 
it roughly right and then come on. Are we 
really worried the trainer with his fourth 
violation is going to get 120 days or whether 
he’s going to get 90 days? Work on what’s 
possible not what’s perfect, particularly 
when you don’t have a clue what’s perfect. 

You inherited mares with deep 
pedigrees and continued the 
families. What factors do you 
consider with stallion choices? 

The stallion market had been so hot 
and so expensive and so geared to the sales 
that my parents had been rightly moving 
away from the top stallions. They could get 
away with it because they had really good 
bloodlines in their mares. My theory is 


you can get away with that for a while, but 
you can’t get away with it through several 
generations. The stallion market got better 
and I could think of breeding to the better 
stallions. You stiU had issues about pricing 
for the sales and breeding to race, but on 
the other hand there were then and always 
will be stallions that are not fashionable 
for the sales but are fashionable for people 
who want to breed to race. Smart Strike is 
a pretty good example of a superior stal- 
hon who doesn’t quite get the reviews at 
the sales. I’ve tried to find ones hke that. I 
notice (Orb’s sire) Malibu Moon has got¬ 
ten a bit more fashionable at the sales now. 
Somehow I’m going to be a victim of my 
success. 

How do you make 
stallion decisions? 

I sit down at some point about mid-fall 
for all the mares and go through and bring 
myself up to date on the sires that I’m 
interested in to get a sense of what crosses 
have worked. I get that hst and usually it’s 
got three or four stallions for each mare. 
Then I sit down with Shug and ask him 
‘Are there things here that bother you?” 

He does not really want to get into 
crosses and this and that but he is some¬ 
times interested in things that he likes or 
doesn’t hke. He very much wants to get 
some stalhons out of there that we’ve been 
using that he’s just not that keen on based 
on the things he sees on the racetrack. 

Then I call Niall Brennan (who starts 
the Phipps/Janney young horses) and send 
him the hst, too. He’s very good on giving 
me a great reading on the horses I’ve had 
coming through, particularly the ones that 
are with him. Sometimes you get a good 
or bad reading at Claiborne with a young 
horse and decide to go in one direction 
based on that, then NiaU will have another 
opinion because the horse has gone north 
or south with him. Then I send it down to 
Seth and he’U come back in three or four 
days. He spends a lot of time on it. 

I want Seth to understand what I’m 
thinking but it also gives him a sense of 
what I’m thinking about spending on dif¬ 
ferent mares. Then the two of us get going 
on that hst, have two or three conversa¬ 
tions. Bernie Sams (Claiborne’s stallion 
manager) comes in about some stallions, 
particularly if we’ve got a mare that’s dif¬ 
ficult to get in foal or something. Then 
I’ve got my hst. If the mare’s co-owned 
with the Phippses, then I caU Dinny and 
say ‘here’s what I want to do.’ He’s always 
said ‘go ahead.’ 

Having said that, remember I’ve already 
gotten his hst because he does his earher. 


I know every one he’s thinking of breed¬ 
ing to by Labor Day because he does it 
in August. We aU know what we’re doing. 
There are no surprises. 

Well... other than Orb’s 
dam Lady Liberty, right? 

One of the mares I sold Uncle Ogden 
a half interest in was Steel Maiden. She 
produced a filly caUed Mesabi Maiden who 
was terrific, won the Black-Eyed Susan and 
was a really attractive mare by Cox’s Ridge. 
I would have said that Mesabi Maiden 
could have been the best broodmare ever 
and Seth thought the same thing. And she 
didn’t really do anything particularly spe¬ 
cial. Lady Liberty was her best. She won 
in New York going long and (in Florida) 
sprinting but she really was a stayer, more 
of a grinder. She was very attractive, she 
was by Unbridled, and off she goes to 
Claiborne. 

She really wasn’t that great. She had 
a nice Alphabet Soup but there’s a limit 
to what you’re going to get and then had 
an Arch that was pretty much a disaster. 
Dinny was in a bit of a culling mood and 
he was after me for two or three years, 
‘Why don’t we sell Lady Liberty?’ 

Seth and I were thinking that Unbridled 
mares were really a good thing. Seth 
beheves that very strongly. Unbridled 
mares, if you don’t have one you need to 
get one so why would you be selling one 
that was in a good family? We hadn’t given 
her a real chance. Alphabet Soup was not a 
test. Arch maybe wasn’t the right thing. We 
thought it might work out, it was worth 
going at it, sticking to it. 

As part of the process, I kind of put 
Malibu Moon down a couple of times at 
least the year before and Seth had said 
‘Well, maybe not yet, not yet. Let’s see 
a little bit more.’ So when I put Malibu 
Moon down next to Lady Liberty (for her 
2009 cover), he said ‘I think that’s a good 
thing, we ought to try that.’ You can do all 
the research you want, but nobody knows 
for sure. 

Beyond the mares you 
inherited, you’ve gone the 
sales route and added 
to the band. Why? 

There was a lot to build on within my 
parents group of broodmares, but we 
thought it wouldn’t be all bad to go judi¬ 
ciously to the sales and buy fillies with 
enough pedigree so we really hit the sweep- 
stakes if they can run well but they’re not 
worthless if they can’t. That’s worked out. 
About the time of (1998 Haskell and 
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Travers winner) Coronado's Quest, we did 
buy a couple of broodmares. Hit It Rich's 
dam (Cuando Puede) was one. Meghan's Joy 
was another and she gave us (stakes horses) 
Hunting, Minister's Joy, Quiet Harbor, Seal 
Cove, just good horses. She's been wonder¬ 
ful. Somebody told me you could breed her 
to a bucket and get a runner. 

Your parents lived through 
Ruffian. How often do 
you think of her? 

I can't remember three teachers, but I 
can remember a lot of other things pretty 
clearly and Ruffian is one of them-min¬ 
ute by minute. I may have it wrong but 
I remember it. I was 24. I think I can 
remember it minute by minute, aU her races 
prior to that and everything that occurred. 
It's a big part of your Hfe, it is what it is. I 
hear it all the time, that's the way she was. 
She was physically beautiful and freak¬ 
ishly good. Just a naturally good horse. 
The response is stiU there to her. I hear it. 
Maybe Orb has quieted it down a htde. I 
would hear d remember Ruffian,' so do I 
but Ruffian was my parents' horse. I don't 
feel comfortable parading around as Mr. 
Ruffian. That's all about what they did. Mr. 
Orb is fine. 

What do you get out of 
Thoroughbred racing? 

I love it. The way I've got it set up it 
works very well for me. I love the breed¬ 
ing smff I like going down and seeing the 
foals. I love the racing. I love being out 
there in the mornings. Shug once said ^ou 
know, this would be a really good job if we 
didn't have to take them over and run them 
in the afternoon.' That's a Htde bit extreme 
but there's something to it. (Morning train¬ 
ing) is the best part of the day. 

Much was made about 
how you, Dinny and Shug 
singled out the people 
behind the scenes with Orb. 
How important are they? 

You do need to think it through, I kind 
of think Hke they do own them. They're 
spending aU the time with them. Doesn't 
Jenn Patterson own a Htde bit of Orb? I 
think she does. And Robbie Medina, does 
he not own a Htde bit of Orb? It's the same 
thing at Claiborne. To see all those people 
who are invested in your horses. They're 
the same people year after year and they 
get excited. What's there not to Hke? I'm 
not saying they actually do own them, but 
in terms of talking about it and thinking

about it, it's not dissimilar. In the finance 
business, it's caUed sweat equity. And you 
want them to care that much, to feel Hke 
they own them. 

What’s the future-for 
you, for racing? 

I have the same view my father did 
and my children (Emily and Matt) have 
the same level of interest I did back then. 
They're doing other things. They love this, 
it's great for our family, but they don't need 
to be in the business now. They need to 
do other things. At such time as I'm either 
too feeble or dead, they can figure it out. 
rU just try to deHver something that they 
can either seU for a lot of money or carry 



on in some way or another. I never had 
any pressure put on me and I Hked it that 
way. That's the way we'U do it. I can paint 
an optimistic picture about where racing is 
going to go and I can paint a pessimistic 
picture. I tend to be the optimist, and I 
think I can marshal enough facts to say 
there's a great opportunity out there if 
people wiH do the right thing. ^ 
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an Silver practically skipped along the trackside 
apron at Penn National, shaking hands, talking on his 
phone, thanking other staffers and hustling to visit 
Metro Meteor the painting racehorse. 


“Did you see our handle numbers!” 
the track’s director of racing opera¬ 
tions practically shouted- and the night 
wasn’t even over. Hired last September, 
Silver worked hard to create a signature 
night for the Grantville, Pa., track and 


puUed it off as the June 1 racing pro¬ 
gram-headed by the $500,000 Penn 
Mile-smashed handle records and 
attracted some of racing’s biggest 
names. Beforehand, Silver mentioned 
plenty of reasons for packing just shy 


* 

of $1.2 million in purses into the 10-race 
card. The move was modeled after the 
big Charles Town Classic card at 
Charles Town, another Penn National 
Gaming track. 

“For tracks like Penn National and 
Charles To\\ti, the way to build brand 
awareness and year-round customer 
interest is to do something that really 
creates a splash and shows people your 
track can put on big race nights,” Silver 
said. “It brings a level of credibility 
to our track. The effect trickles down 
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to year-round racing at the track in terms 
of attention to the product as a wagering 
choice at other tracks or simulcast centers. 
Anything you can do to try to get a leg up 
in this very competitive market is a help.’’ 

Penn National reah 2 ed all that and 
more, as Silver’s giddy mood toward the 
end of the busy evening attested. 

Things were pretty good on the track, 
too, as Rydilluc stamped himself the 
best 3-year-old turf horse of 2013 with a 
powerhouse win. The horse stayed unde¬ 
feated on mrf, and rebounded from a 
fourth in the Blue Grass Stakes-Gl at 
Keeneland in April. The trainer won the 
richest race of his career, and felt some 
vindication for the high praise he’d heaped 
on Rydilluc for months. 

‘d screwed things up taking him to the 
Blue Grass,” Gary Contessa said. ‘Well. . . 
probably not because he ran well in the 
Blue Grass, but if we had just kept him a 
mrf horse who knows what he would be 
today? He might have been going for his 
fifth win a row tonight.” 

Owned by New Jersey residents 
Leonard and Lois Green and several part¬ 
ners, Rydilluc earned his try at the Blue 
Grass and Contessa’s thoughts of the 
Kenmcky Derby-Gl, but wiU probably 
stick to the mrf after handling seven oth¬ 
ers at Penn. The son of MedagHa d’Oro 
drafted just behind Yougotthatgoinforu 
through a first quarter mile in 23.55 sec¬ 
onds and a half in :47.84. Jockey Edgar 
Prado said go on the favorite after 6 fur¬ 
longs in 1:11.15 and Rydilluc flew home to 
stop the clock in a swift 1:33.99. Charming 
Kitten rallied for second with Jack Milton 
a nose back in third. 

Contessa, saddhng his first starter 
at Penn, loved Prado’s decision to drop 
behind the longshot leader early. 

“It was perfect,” said the trainer. “At 
the break I was thinking he was going to 
go to the lead and then that other horse 
jacked up in there. Edgar looked over and 
said ‘OK, go.’” 

For the Greens, the win was another 
on a long list, but stood out for its impact. 

“We’ve won thirteen-hundred races but 
you don’t win these kind of races very, very 
often,” said Len. “It was interesting from a 
business point of view because everybody 
said run him here, run him there. He ran 
well enough to make us think about big 
races hke the Derby, but in a lot of ways it’s 
a blessing we didn’t do that because he had 
plenty of time to rest. He was really good 
tonight, great to watch.” 

The Greens got into racing with one 
horse in 1980, and now head a big rac¬ 
ing operation that includes major sales 
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Penn Mile night: winning trainer Gary Contessa talked to the media; owners Len and Lois 
Green enjoyed the victory by Rydilluc; the trophy presentation in the winner’s circle brought 
together (left to right) Green, Ray Hamm, Alan Paul Novak, Edgar Prado, Dr Corinne Sweeney, 
Contessa, Dan Silver and Todd Mostoiier; on the undercard, Easter Gift powered away with 
the $250,000 Mountainview Handicap for owner Bob LaPenta and trainer Chad Brown.

purchases (they spent $280,000 on an 
Unbridled’s Song colt at Fasig-Tipton 
Mdlantic in May) and 21 broodmares. 
They don’t own a farm, by design. 

‘‘Like I told my husband years ago, if 
we have a farm and the horses are outside 
my kitchen window every day there is no 
way I’m ever going to sell them,” said Lois. 
“We keep them at arm’s length so we can 
do this as a business. We love it. We buy 
some, we seU some, we do it all. It’s a many¬ 
tiered business.” 

Purchased for $150,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May sale in 2012, RydiUuc 
won for the fourth time in six career 
starts and pushed his career bankroll to 
$471,990-the only defeats coming in his 
debut on the dirt last fall at Belmont Park 
and the Blue Grass. Contessa marvels at 
his horse’s ability to reach and puU. 

“Look at the way he moves,” he said. 
“Analyze his stride on the grass, he’s just a 
phenomenal mover. His stride is that good 
on the dirt too, but he seems to use it better 
on the grass.” 

EASTER GIFT DELIVERS PRESENT 

After winning back-to-back classy 
allowance races in March and April, 
the second at Parx Racing, Easter Gift 
deserved a stakes try and proved more than 
worthy with an easy score in the $250,000 
Mountainview Handicap for Bob LaPenta 
and trainer Chad Brown. 

The 4-year-old kicked away on the far 
turn to get clear and win by 2 V 4 lengths 
for jockey Kendrick Carmouche. Norman 
Asbjornson finished second at better than 
13-1, with Pants On Fire third. Favorite 
Macho Macho finished fourth with second 
choice Rattlesnake Bridge fifth. 

A son of Hard Spun and the Allen’s 
Prospect mare Angel Gift, Easter Gift 
won for the third time in four starts since 
moving to Brown’s barn from Nick Zito’s 
late last year. Brown and LaPenta’s racing 
manager John Panagot talked about the 
Mountainview before the colt ran at Parx 
in April. 

“We thought if he could win and win 
impressively, this would be a good spot for 
him,” Panagot said. “It came up the way it 
should have come up, for $250,000. There 
were some good horses in there. We think 
the horse is improving stiU so we thought 
he was better than his form.” 

Purchased for $90,000 at Keeneland 
September as a yearling, Easter Gift won 
the Smarty Jones Stakes-G3 last year at 
Parx and passed the $500,000 mark in 
career earnings with the Mountainview 
win. Panagot, who took the LaPenta job 
last year after working in a similar posi- 
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tion with trainer Graham Motion, said 
even bigger races could be next for the 
Kentucky-bred. 

^With the summer coming up, we felt 
like it might be time to put your toe in the 
deep end,” he said. “Mr. LaPenta doesn’t 
get ahead of himself and knows when to 
take a shot. To see this horse win a race hke 
that means something.” 

TIGHTEND TOUCHDOWN SCORES 

With appearances by stars Ben’s Cat, 
Bridgetown and Chamberlain Bridge, the 
$150,000 Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup did 
its job as a fixmre in the turf-sphnting divi¬ 
sion, despite a move from its usual position 
in late July. The 5-furlong race, run for the 
41st time, also proved yet again why such 
races produce more thrills than a roller 


coaster. Several horses came together on 
the turn-stopping the progress of Ben’s 
Cat and Chamberlain Bridge and result¬ 
ing in the disqualification of Kyma from 
fourth to last. 

Meanwhile, Tightend Touchdown 
made a rocket-hke break from the inside 
post stand up with a 5y2-length score for 
Mr. Am ore Stable and trainer Jason Servis. 
Ridden by Javier Castellano, the winner 
sped through a first quarter in 21.59 sec¬ 
onds and a half in :43.15. The son of Pure 
Precision reached 5 furlongs in :54.62 to 
miss the track record by a hundredth of 
a second. Bridgetown settled for second 
with Ben’s Cat an improbable, late-running 
third despite the trouble. 

Castellano made it sound easy after¬ 
ward. 


“Five furlongs, inside post, fast horse, 
the best way to go is let him break and 
put him on the lead,” he said. Wou do 
not want to stalk on the rail in a big field. I 
knew it was pretty fast, because I can feel 
the wind, but he was real comfortable, not 
rank. When I asked him turning for home 
he went again.” 

Bred in Florida, Tightend Touchdown 
won for the ninth time in 18 starts and 
rewarded his trainer’s faith for two claims- 
one in August 2012 for $35,000 and again 
in January 2013 for $35,000 after losing the 
now 4-year-old to Linda Rice in December. 

NOTES: Silver paid credit to the track’s 
racing department, including racing secre¬ 
tary Dave Bailey, stakes coordinator Craig 
Lytel, and assistant racing secretary Jenny 
Bowman, for their work on the rich card 
... In addition to Castellano and Prado, 
New York-based jockeys John Velazquez, 
Joel Rosario and Luis Saez shipped in to 
ride stakes on the card. . . Atmosphere 
at the track was fitting for the impor¬ 
tant night with crowds everywhere, the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
awards dinner on the top floor, displays by 
several Thoroughbred retirement charities 
and a visit from former racehorse Metro 
Meteor, whose paintings have raised more 
than $25,000 for charity. ^

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Marjland-bred London Lane charges past field 
to capture Grade 2 turf stakes for Murray, Bender

L arry Murray dialed Howard Bender’s phone at 7:47 Saturday 
night, June 22, just as London Lane walked into the starting gate 
for the Colonial Turf Cup-G2. Bender pushed away from the din¬ 
ner table and Murray braced himself in the grandstand at Colonial Downs. 


‘‘Boss, Vm in Virginia with London 
Lane, they’re about to open the doors. Ill 
give you the play by play . 

Going down the backside, Murray said, 
“Ah, weVe got one horse beat, he saved 
ground around the first turn, he’s not too 
far out of it, he’s 5 or 6 lengths out. . .” 

By the time they got to the head of the 
stretch in the $300,000 stakes going IVu 
miles on the turf, fellow closer Hyper had 
gone past London Lane while the leaders 
were trying to sneak away. 

“Oh boss, we’re last now, he’s not going 
anywhere,” Murray said. 

“I don’t think we’re getting anything 
tonight,” Bender replied. 

As they finished their sentences, 
London Lane starts rolling-responding to 
jockey Horacio Karamanos and charging 
into contention at better than 50-1. Murray 
watched for a second, then got back to the 
details. 

“He’s moving, he’s working up a head 
of steam. He’s flying. He’s really rolling. ..” 

The farther down the stretch London 
Lane rolled, the louder Murray got. 

“He’s flying, he’s flying. He’s going to 
win the Turf Cup. I’ll call you back.” 

Murray couldn’t get back in touch with 
Bender that night and started wondering 
how the impression of track announcer 
Dave Rodman went. Did Bender even real- 
Le his horse had won? 

“I’m screaming, my wife’s there, she’s 
screaming, my brother in law’s there, we’re 
all screaming,” Murray recalled. “I’m think¬ 
ing to myself, ‘I wonder if he knows we 
won it, I was screaming so loud, he prob¬ 
ably couldn’t understand what I was say¬ 
ing.’ I called him the next morning and the 
first thing he said was, ‘How did the horse 
come back?’” 

Went into it great, came out it of great. 


Bred in Maryland by Howard Bender 
and his wife Sondra (who died in February 
2012), London Lane entered the stakes 
with a decent reputation but was far from 
a graded stakes horse. The 6-year-old son 
of Langfuhr broke his maiden in 2009, fin¬ 
ished third in the Federico Tesio in 2010, 
missed nearly a year before winning twice 
in 2011. Last year, he won one race from 
six starts, and failed to hit the board in 
four consecutive stakes to end his season. 
Murray gelded him and freshened him 
in South Carolina before coming back to 
finish sixth in an allowance race at Pimhco 
in April. 

Murray quoted the greatest upset maker 
in the game and took a shot in the Turf 
Cup, taking on the Hkes of eight-time win¬ 
ner Hyper, $475,000-earner Atigun, Grade 
3 winner Swift Warrior and 2011 Virginia 
Derby-G2 winner and $935,959-earner Air 
Support. 

“You know (AUen) Jerkens used to say, 
‘Go after the big boys when your horse is 
doing great,’” Murray said. “He couldn’t 
have been doing better going into it.” 

Murray hked the distance, Hked that 
the big mrf horses had made other plans 
and he also Hked getting Karamanos. 
The king of Colonial settled London 
Lane near the back of the eight-horse 
field as Swift Warrior and Two Notch 
Road led. Maryland MiHion Turf winner 
Roadhog, Atigun and Air Support pressed. 
Karamanos let Hyper go past on the turn, 
then switched seven wide to run down 
Hyper in the final strides and win by three- 
quarters of a length. London Lane finished 
in 1:55.94 over the firm turf Swift Warrior 
settled for third, a head behind Hyper as 
favorite Atigun wound up seventh. 

“I pointed him for it and we were able 
to get Karamanos, which is a big plus 


down there. I had no illusions of winning 
it, there’s very few places to run a horse tike 
this, especiaUy at that distance,” Murray 
said. “I can find a mile and a mHe and a 
sixteenth, he’s much better the further he 
goes, I figured if he finished third down 
there he makes $30,000, that’s Hke winning 
a $50,000, and he’s graded stakes placed, 
we have so much of the family, that moves 
all of those mares up.” 

London Lane traces to one of the 
Benders’ foundation mares, Foufa. One 
sibHng, El Viaje, won a couple of races 
and wound up a jumper. Another, Soup 
d’Coupe, won a claimer at Delaware Park 
five days after the Turf Cup. London Lane 
tried hard, won some races, but was always 
a notch below stakes performers, manag¬ 
ing to finish fourth in the Jennings, Sussex 
and Japan Racing Association Stakes. He 
was eighth, beaten just 2 lengths, in the 
Laurel Turf Cup last fall. 

Murray remembers shipping London 
Lane north to Belmont Park for a starter 
allowance back in 2011 where he finished 
second to Big Blue Kitten, who was in the 
midst of a five-race win streak, including 
the Grade 2 National Museum of Racing 
Hall of Fame Stakes at Saratoga. London 
Lane fell a nose short of upsetting him. 

“Right then and there, I said, ‘This 
horse has a real good race in him. When 
everything goes right, he’s going to win 
a big one.’ I didn’t think it would be the 
Turf Cup, I thought it would be the Find 
Handicap. To me, he’s always been a horse 
that tried hard,” Murray said. “I know they 
were nice horses but they just didn’t look 
Hke they were at the top of their game. My 
horse walked in the paddock, nothing was 
bothering him, he walked in Hke he was 
going to be turned out.” 

Murray enjoyed sharing the win with 
Howard Bender, while thinking about 
Sondra Bender. 

“It’s just not as much fun without her,” 
Murray said. “When she was here, I talked 
to the both of them every day for 20 years. 
We’d talk about everything, not just horses, 
everything. You reaUy miss her on a day Hke 
this.” *

City Success 

Uptown Boy thrills McClay, Houghton 
with stakes triumph on Penn Mile night

L ongtime Pennsylvania owner/breeder 
Thomas McClay and trainer Bernie 
Houghton have had a successful rela¬ 
tionship since teaming up several years 
ago. One of their recent stakes triumphs 
occurred when McClay’s homebred 
Uptown Boy prevailed in the $60,000 E 
Dubai HBPA Stakes, one of two added- 
money events for Pennsylvania-bred or 
sired runners on the Penn Mile undercard 
June 1. 

A 3-year-old gelded son of Johannes¬ 
burg and the Two Punch mare Two Klassy, 
Uptown Boy blew away a talented field of 
eight rivals in the E Dubai, including stakes 
winners Phil Dancer, Officer Alex, Sloane 
Ranger, Relay BiU and Tujoes. 

With Matt RispoH in the irons. Uptown 
Boy chased early pacesetter Relay Bill 
through the first half mile, then poked 
his head in front and steadily increased his 


advantage through the stretch and coasted 
under the wire 7 lengths better than Phil 
Dancer and Officer Alex in 1:08.83, just 
.20 off the track record set by Quantum 
Miss in 2011. 

The E Dubai was the second stakes 
victory for Uptown Boy. As a 2-year-old, 
he capmred the Bellamy Road Stakes at 
Delaware Park and also placed in two 
stakes at Presque Isle Downs. He won for 
the fourth time in 10 starts, and pushed his 
earnings to $185,490. 

‘T was very confident going into this 
race,” said Houghton, ‘‘because I finally 
got a chance to run him on his home track. 
This is one fast horse, and I always thought 
he was better than he showed, even though 
he won a stakes as a 2-year-old.” 

Houghton said that Uptown Boy was 
the kind of horse that everyone dreams of 
having one day. 


“He’s been trouble-free, and a tough 
horse,” said Houghton. “He’s very athletic 
and a beautiful mover—he has a beautiful 
stride, he just floats.” 

Uptown Boy is the first foal produced 
by Two Klassy, who was bred in Maryland 
by Elk Manor Farm. Two Klassy is out of 
the stellar sprinter Klassy Briefcase, a win¬ 
ner of eight added-money events who set a 
world record of :54.97 for five furlongs on 
the turf at Monmouth in 1991 and is the 
dam of stakes winners Mr. Miesque and 
Stu’s Choice. 

In the other restricted stakes on the 
Penn Mile undercard, fikies and mares 
took center stage in the $60,000 Silver 
Train HBPA, and when the dust cleared 
it was Jal Dasmr’s Lisa Stannard who pre¬ 
vailed by a neck over Power of Snunner, 
with I’m Wanted another neck back in 
third. The winner was timed in 1:11.07 for 
6 furlongs on the fast track. 

Ridden by Javier Santiago, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Lite the Fuse raced five 
wide while never far off the lead, then 
reached the front in mid-stretch and 
fought to the wire with Power of Snunner, 
as I’m Wanted rallied and finished fast on 
the outside. 

The Silver Train HBPA was the first 
stakes victory in 15 starts for Lisa Stannard, 
bred by Walnut Green and trained by 
Michael Pino. She broke her maiden last 
March for a $16,000 claiming tag at Penn 
National, but since then has never run in a 
claiming race. After the Silver Train HBPA 
win, her career mark stood at six wins, 
three seconds and four thirds, and earnings 
of $223,020. 

Dsa Stannard is the first stakes win¬ 
ner for the Cryptoclearance mare Bijou 
Belle, an eight-time winner and earner of 
$165,290. Bijou Belle has a yearling fiUy 
by Majesticperfection and produced a filly 
by Divine Park this spring, both foaled in 
Pennsylvania.

■ Evening Show put on quite a show June 
5 for owner/breeder Whisper HiU Farm 
(Amanda Pope) and trainer Kate DeMasi 
as she stepped 6 furlongs in a swift 1:09.89 
to win a $35,000 allowance under John 
Bisono. 

Allowed to settle through the first half 
mile, the 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Master Command quickly 
spurted to the front thereafter and poured 
it on, winning by 1834 lengths as the heavy 
favorite over My Crazy Dayse, who was a 
neck better than Fanny Fox. 
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The impressive performance was the 
second in a row for Evening Show, who 
broke her maiden by 10 lengths in May 
^ We’re very excited about this filly,” said 
DeMasi. ‘‘She’s very intense, very profes¬ 
sional, and loves to train.” 

DeMasi said that Evening Show arrived 
in her barn last fall and immediately showed 
talent. The trainer has had horses for 
Pope-best known for her purchases last 
faU of Horse of the Year Havre de Grace 
and Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner Plum 
Pretty-on and off for the last five years. 

Evening Show is out of the Dixieland 
Heat mare Good Evening, who was win¬ 
less in four starts but is a half-sister to 
graded stakes winners Fiscally Speaking 
and Madame Pandit and stakes winner 
Surdit Silence, dam of graded stakes win¬ 
ner Greek Sun, now a sire.

■ EUendale Racing, the stable name of 
longtime Pennsylvania breeders Ellen and 
Dale Schilling of Ambler, is the owner/ 
breeder of Sixth and Arch, who earned 
a hard-fought victory in a mrf allowance 
June 8. 

The 5-year-old daughter of Arch and 
the Carnivalay mare All Dolled Up was 
ignored by Penn punters at 10-1 in the 
field of seven, but ran as if she were even- 
money, rating two-wide by jockey Josean 
Ramirez through the first 6 furlongs of 
the lVi6 miles on yielding grass. Trained by 
Lizzie Merryman, Sixth and Arch closed 
fast between rivals inside the eighth pole 
and smck her head in front of Tippie Tap 
at the wire, with favored Daylight Ride a 
half length back in third. 

The $23,040 earned by Sixth and Arch 
boosted her earnings to $111,320, and 
the win was her third from 11 starts. Dale 
Schilling is a veterinarian and the trea¬ 
surer of the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association. 

■ Trainer John Locke and jockey Andrew 
Wolfsont teamed up for a pair of winners 
the night of June 13, capmring a $31,000 
allowance with Tbd Owners LLC’s Rocky 
Romano, and then a Pennsylvania-bred 
maiden race with Ministro for the same 
ownership group. 

Through the end of June, Wolfs ont 
was among the top five jockeys at Penn 
with 52 winners and more than $1 million 
earned in purses, while Locke was giving 
Tim Kreiser a run for the top spot in the 
trainers standings, only three wins back at 
month’s end. Neither Wolfs ont nor Locke 
has won a Penn National crown. 


■ Two stakes for Pennsylvania sired horses 
topped the June 22 card. In the first, the 
Wiseman’s Ferry HBPA for fillies and 
mares at l/ie miles on mrf, Lenape Rim 
annexed the third added-money win of her 
career when she survived a fight to the wire 
with Nasty Noozie to prevail by a nose in 
1:42.11. 

The 5-year-old daughter of Rimrod— 
Mai Debeau, by Nepal, is trained by Mike 
Salvaggio Jr. and owned by Norris Gelman, 
Daniel McConnell and Salvaggio. She was 
bred by Margaret Hoover Brigham, the 
late granddaughter of President Herbert 
Hoover. 

The second stakes, the Smarty Jones 
HBPA for 3-year-olds and up at the same 
distance and surface, went to Lightning 
Electric, who shipped from Maryland for 
trainer King Leatherbury. The winner 
stormed down the lane to defeat Danny 
Newman by a length in 1:42.24. 

It was the first stakes win of the lightly 
raced 6-year-old gelding’s career, and he 


became the first stakes winner for his sire. 
Grade 1 winner and millionaire Cetewayo, 
as well. Lightning Electric was co-bred by 
Norman Lewis and Laurence Lewis and 
owned by Norman. 

■ In early June, Penn National Gaming 
Inc. announced that its Chambersburg off¬ 
track wagering site, one of four it owns and 
operates, would be closing due to dechning 
business. 

According to Dan Silver, director of 
racing for Penn National, the decision to 
close the Chambersburg facihty was made 
on “the basis of business volume,” and 
that it would likely shutter in August. 

The 12,500-square-foot center opened 
in 1994, has a restaurant and bar and 
employs 30 people. Silver said Penn 
National would help those employees laid 
off to find work at other locations owned 
by Penn National, including its York, 
Reading and Lancaster OTWs. ^

Saving Horse 

Turf standout Boisterous delivers some 
good news for Phipps Stable, McGaughey

A day after Orb finished third in the Belmont Stakes and Point of Entry was injured in a win, Boisterous 
blasted away with the Monmouth Stakes-G2 for the Phipps Stable and trainer Shug McGaughey. 


T he day was designed to be big for the 
connections, even those as prominent 
in the sport as the Phipps family and 
as accomplished as HaU of Fame trainer 
Shug McGaughey Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Orb was running in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, while top grass specialist Point 
of Entry could enhance his lofty stams 
with another Grade 1 win in the Woodford 
Reserve Manhattan Handicap. 

littie did they expect that the effort 
of Boisterous fewer than 24 hours later at 
Monmouth Park would turn out to be the 
high point of their weekend. 

‘Wes, he absolutely was the pick-me- 
up for us all that weekend,’’ Daisy Phipps 
Puli to said of the timely triumph in the 
$200,000 Monmouth Stakes-G2 June 9, 
a day after favored Orb struggled home 


third in the Belmont and Point of Entry 
emerged from his win with a slight con¬ 
dylar fracture that had to be surgically 
repaired. “We didn’t know Point of Entry 
was hurt until Shug got to the barn on 
Sunday morning.” 

Boisterous did his part to raise spirits a 
few hours later. 

The 6-year-old son of Distorted Humor 
and the Cox’s Ridge mare Emanating 
stands in a long line of graded stakes win¬ 
ners to carry the black silks with the cherry 
cap since Ogden Phipps, Pulito’s grandfa¬ 
ther, registered them with The Jockey Club 
in 1932. The dynasty began six years ear¬ 
lier when his mother, Gladys Mills Phipps, 
founded the famed Wheadey Stable and 
later bred and campaigned the exalted Bold 
Ruler. 


Even though Boisterous may not be a 
champion, HaU of Earner or Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Uke so many of his predecessors, he 
stiU holds a special place. 

“My aunt, who passed away, bred him 
and my father (Ogden MiUs “Dinny” 
Phipps) bought him out of her estate,” 
PuHto said whUe remembering owner and 
breeder Cynthia Phipps, the much admired 
philanthropist, sociaUte and animal lover 
who died from injuries suffered in an early 
morning fire in her New York City apart¬ 
ment in 2007. 

Cynthia Phipps’ homebreds included 
1982 champion 3-year-old fiUy Christmas 
Past and multiple Grade 1 winners Gold 
Fever and VersaiUes Treaty plus Grade 2 
winner Saarland. Her horses were dis¬ 
persed in 2008, and stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed homebred Emanating 
was purchased for $130,000 by Windhaven 
Farms of Canada. 

Boisterous is the only stakes winner 
among her four foals to race. 

“He’s a part of our aunt, who we don’t 
have any more, so it’s very nice to have him 
in the barn,” PuUto said. “He is a bright 
spot in the barn. He doesn’t get as much 
credit as he deserves just because Orb and 
Point of Entry are also in the barn. But 
he’s a reaUy nice horse and he’s a multiple 
graded stakes winner, too.” 

In the Monmouth Stakes, Boisterous 
rewarded the faith of his connections, and 
the backers who dispatched him as the 
even-money favorite in the field of eight. 
Under a confident ride by John Velazquez, 
the winner closed through the lane to draw 
off to win by 1% lengths in 1:48.84 for 
IVs miles over mrf rated good. Big Blue 
Kitten rallied for second and longshot Two 
Notch Road hung on for third after setting 
the pace. 

The winning effort was the second start 
of the year for Boisterous, an impressive 
runner-up to Successful Dan in the Grade 
3 Ben Ak Stakes on Keeneland’s Poly track 
in April. Among the 6-year-old’s 10 victo¬ 
ries in 24 starts are seven stakes, including 
back-to-back scores the last two years 
in the Grade 2 Red Smith and Grade 3 
Knickerbocker. The Monmouth win raised 
his career earnings to $937,910. 

“He’s a hard-working horse, especially 
for his age. With some of the top horses 
we have in the barn, people forget about a 
horse like Boisterous,” Puhto said. “I don’t 
think he should be forgotten because he 
wiU try every time he runs.” 

Cynthia Phipps would be proud. 
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aunt was sick for a long time with 
cancer and then she died in the fire/’ Puhto 
said. ‘‘Boisterous would have been one of 
those horses she would have really enjoyed 
seeing run.” 

VERRAZANO FLIES HOME IN 
THE GRADE 3 PEGASUS 

With three horses sharing the Triple 
Crown races this year, the 50,000 Pegasus 
Stakes-G3 took on added significance June 
16. Verrazano proved he stiU deserves to 
be included in any conversation regarding 
superior sophomores after he mrned the 
first major stakes after the Triple Crown 
into something of a walkover. 

The IVie-mile prep for July’s William 
HiU Haskell Invitational-Gl was contested 
over a fast track, offering ideal condi¬ 
tions to top contenders Verrazano and 
Itsmyluckyday (14th and 15th, respectively 
in the slop of the Kentucky Derby). 

The expected showdown at the Jersey 
Shore never came to pass, however. 

After 2-5 favorite Verrazano set 
honest fractions of :24.82 and :48.75 
under Velazquez and had a comfort¬ 
able 2y2-length lead, 6-5 second choice 
Itsmyluckyday started his best running but 
was puUed up when jockey Mike Smith 
sensed something amiss. Verrazano then 
extended his lead while covering 6 furlongs 
in 1:12.67 and romped home under wraps 
in 1:41.72 while defeating Reporting Star 
by 9% lengths. Bethel finished third. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher for Let’s Go 
Stable and the Cooknore connections of 
Michael Tabor, Mrs. John Magnier and 
Derek Smith, Verrazano won his third 
graded stakes and fifth race from six starts 
while increasing his earnings to $951,300. 
The Grade 1 Wood Memorial winner was 
unraced as a 2-year-old. 

Bred in Kentucky by Emory Hamilton, 
the son of More than Ready and the Giant’s 
Causeway mare Enchanted Rock was a 
$250,000 purchase at the 2011 Keeneland 
September Yearhng sale. 

The day after the race, Laurie Plesa and 
Trilogy Stable’s Itsmyluckyday went to the 
Mid-Atlantic Equine Medical Center in 
Ringoes, N.J., where it was determined he 
suffered a slight fracture of the iHum, part 
of the pelvis. Although the Monmouth- 
based colt was expected to be sidehned 
until mid-October, trainer Eddie Plesa 
Jr. was optimistic the son of Lawyer Ron 
would make a complete recovery and be 
able to return to form.

Her first time out, she ran against 
the boys and was second to eventual 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl winner and 
champion Shanghai Bobby. In her next 
race, the Maryland-bred handily defeated 
Itsmyluckyday, who would develop into the 
2013 Preakness Stakes runner-up. But by 
the end of her freshman campaign, Ju Ju 
Eyeballs had dropped down to the lower- 
level claiming ranks. 


That’s when Ron Lombardi of Mr. 
Amore Stables conferred with Jason Servis. 

“He called me and told me to take a 
look at her,” said Servis, who haltered 
the filly for the bargain price of $15,000 
at Gulfstream Park in December. “It’s 
normal for Ron to do that. He said, ‘If 
you hke her, take her. If you don’t like her, 
don’t take her.’ I Hked her so we dropped 
on her.” 

The 3-year-old daughter of Gators N 
Bears and the Smarten mare Savvy Lady, 
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bred by Don and Taffy Litz, was third the 
next time out for her new barn. Then she 
rattled off four victories, including the 
$60,000 Crank It Up Stakes June 15, The 
win kept her undefeated in three tries at 
the track. 

‘When I got her from (previous owner 
and trainer) Wesley Ward, she was in great 
shape, just terrific,” said Servis. “The whole 
thing thafs made this fiUy is taking her off 
the pace. The first time I ran her, I thought 
she’d win and she went out there like a bat 
out of hell and got third. The next time I 
ran her I told (jockey) Joe Rocco (Jr.) that 
I didn’t care where he finished in the race, 
I wanted him finishing up in the last part. 
I said, ‘I don’t care if you beat one horse, 
I want her closing.’ And she ran big. That’s 
been a real big thing for her. Since then, 
she’s been a different filly.” 

Servis also turned the filly into a grass 
horse. The tinkering turned into the filly’s 
first black type. In the Crank It Up, she 
raced wide early and at the back of the 
pack while 2-1 favorite Funfair set the early 
fractions. Ju Ju Eyeballs made her run on 
the far mrn, took the lead before the eighth 
pole and pulled away. She crossed under 
the wire in 1:04.24 on a course rated good, 
1 y4 lengths in front of Fearless Jacq (Ire) 
while Jewel of a Cat took third. 

Is the filly one of Servis’ better claims? 

“I don’t know about that,” he said. 
“We’ve claimed some good ones. I claimed 
American Border (for $30,000) for Ron 
and she was a Grade 3 winner. She won 


the (2008) Violet Stakes and the (2009) 
Miss Liberty at Monmouth and about 
six other races after we took her. Then 
there was Tempest Fugit (winner of the 
2002 Oceanport Handicap at Monmouth). 
How about Tightend Touchdown (hal¬ 
tered for $35,000 in August)? He won the 
(Pennsylvania) Governor’s Cup (June 1), 
He was a pretty good claim. I lost him and 
claimed him back. So I would say she’s got 
some running to do. She’s not done yet,” 

THOUGH AT HOME 

My Place Anytime is her name. It’s 
also the gauntlet she threw down when 
Silverette, winner of the $60,000 Red 
Cross Stakes in May, returned to bid for 
a second consecutive stakes score in the 
$60,000 Blue Sparkler June 22. 

But 9-1 shot My Place Anytime, step¬ 
ping up from a second-level allowance test, 
proved once again that she loves her home 
track. She took 3-5 favorite Silverette to 
task when they hooked up on the front end 
out of the gate and set fleet fractions of 
:22.06, :44.52 and :56.81 before she shook 
off her rival, sprinting home in 1:09.96 for 
6 furlongs to win by 5% lengths. Silverette 
held second a neck in front of Promise Me 
a Cat in third. 

The win was the eighth in 14 starts at 
the Jersey Shore for My Place Anytime and 
the sixth in nine tries since Yvon Belsoeur 
claimed her for $5,000 last June for Bruno 
Schickedanz. In the summer of 2012, she 
won five consecutive races at Monmouth 


and tied with Winnikcious for most wins 
of the meet. 

“She’s a good one. Mr. Schickedanz 
likes her and I Like her and we have to 
keep her,” said Belsoeur. “She is so well 
conformed, runs so well, and is such a nice 
mare. And she has heart. That’s what a 
good mare is, right?” 

StiU, the 5-year-old mare’s first stakes 
win was stunning. 

“She surprised me,” said Belsoeur, a 
native of LaGaciUy, France who worked 
for Roger Attfield and other trainers before 
going out on his own, “The thing is, we got 
the advantage to be outside and I thought 
the favorite, she was the one to beat. I told 
(Abel) Mariano if you want to win this 
race, the only way you can do it is to go 
with her (Silverette) and put pressure on 
her all along. She drew off and that was it.” 

It’s no secret that My Place Anytime, a 
striking chesmut Florida-bred daughter of 
Don Six and Your Place Anytime, is the 
barn favorite. 

“She’s not a $5,000 horse, quality wise. 
Look at her past performances before 
we claimed her and then all she has done 
since,” Belsoeur said. “I love her.” 

LAUGHING (IRE) UPSETS 
GRADE 3 EATONTOWN 

It was supposed to be a day at the beach 
for Dayatthespa when trainer Chad Brown 
sent the Grade 1 winner from New York 
for the $100,000 Eatontown Stakes-G3, 
and the backers who dispatched her as the 
2-5 favorite June 29 assuredly agreed. 

Yet it was Richard SantuUi’s Laughing 
(Ire) who surfed off with the upset, and 
a course record of 1:39.26 in the 1 Ms- 
mile mrf stakes. Trained at SantulH’s Colts 
Neck Stable not far from Monmouth Park, 
Laughing stalked Dayatthespa and long- 
shot Peggy Joyce through early fractions of 
:23.11, :46.47 and 1:09.31 and when they 
reached the top of the lane, she pushed 
past a game Dayatthespa under strong urg¬ 
ing from Angel Serpa to prevail by three- 
quarters of a length. Ruthenia ralHed to be 
third in the five-horse field. 

“Everything was perfect. We had a great 
ride. It was a tough field, but she did great 
coming off the layoff,” said trainer Alan 
Goldberg. 

Laughing, making her first start since 
winding up second to Silver Screamer in 
the $100,000 Lady Baltimore Stakes at 
Laurel Park October 27, remained perfect 
at Monmouth in two races. She also won 
the Taylor Made Matchmaker Stakes-G3 
on the grass last summer. ^

Northwest-born jockey Carson finds 
first taiiy with 2-year-oid score for White

W hen Willy's Pride dug down and 
ground out a neck victory June 11, 
it represented a trifecta of sorts. 
It was the first riding win for apprentice 
Laura Carson; the first win for owner Carl 
Hess Jr., and the first win for 2-year-old 
Willy's Pride, coming in his career debut 
(and in the first race on the card, to boot) 
for trainer Don White. 

‘‘It was so close—it looked like it was 
going to be a dead heat," said Carson of 
her first victory. “But then in the last stride 
I just got up. I screamed, I was so excited, 
but I also felt like crying." 

The native of Point Roberts, Wash., 
near the Canadian border, had been rid¬ 
ing at Parx for six weeks before the grand 
maiden-breaker, having arrived from 
Belmont Park. 

Carson said she escaped the usual ini¬ 
tiation bath of eggs, ice water and shaving 
cream that is dumped on rookie jock¬ 
eys who get their first wins (apparendy 
because of a complaint voiced by the last 
female apprentice to get the treatment) but 
she was roundly congratulated by her fel¬ 


low riders upon remrning to the jockeys' 
room. 

Carson didn't set out to be a jockey— 
she enrolled in her local community col¬ 
lege intending to study zoology. But 
because of the tuition expense, she ended 
up walking hots and grooming at Hastings 
Park in Vancouver, B.C., about an hour 
drive from Point Roberts. She did that 
for three years, until jockey Ryan Pacheco 
arrived in her barn, and told her about 
Chris McCarron's North American Racing 
Academy in Lexington, Ky. The suggestion 
prompted her to apply. 

“I was accepted, but I didn't have the 
money to go," said Carson. “Then a trainer 
at Hastings, Glenn Todd, noticed I was 
dedicated and donated the $10,000 I need¬ 
ed for tuition. He saw it as a way to get a 
young person into the game, and it was the 
nicest thing that anyone ever did for me." 

Against the wishes of her parents, 
Carson moved to Lexington and began 
attending the school. She also took a job at 
a nearby broodmare farm. She worked the 
9 p.m. to 6 a.m. shift, and then would go 


right to school, which started at 6:45 a.m. 
and often lasted until after 4 p.m. She was 
getting by on very httie sleep. 

She eventually left Lexington and 
moved to Saratoga, where she worked as 
an exercise rider for trainer Gary Contessa, 
and eventually secured her apprentice 
license. Her first race came at Belmont 
Park last October, and while she didn't win, 
she got some pointers from the track's stel¬ 
lar riding colony. 

Carson chose to come to Parx because 
she felt she would get ample mounts, 
which she has. 

“I feel blessed with the opportunities 
that I've received here," she said. 

JOCKEY BISONO EYES TITLE RUN 

In 2012, jockey John Bisono had one 
of the best years of his career, racking 
up 107 victories (97 at Parx Racing) and 
earning more than $3.6 million in purses. 
Yet, the Puerto Rico native didn't win the 
Parx riding title; that honor went to Angel 
Arroyo, who bagged 160 races and earned 
over $5 million. 

Since he began riding in 1989, Bisono 
has never won a riding crown, either in 
the United States or in Puerto Rico. But 
as 2013 hit the halRvay mark, he is poised 
to at long last finish on top, or at least 
make a serious run. Through June 23, he 
won 74 races, two better than Kendrick 
Carmouche, at the Bensalem, Pa., track. 

Bisono started his career in New York, 
winning with his first mount. He came to 
Parx (then Philadelphia Park) in 1990, but 
left to ride in Puerto Rico before remrning 
in 2000. 

Prior to his outstanding season last 
year, his best came in 2006, when he won 
119 races. But several times he has been 
derailed by injuries, most recently in 2011. 

“I had a couple of accidents and was 
off for a while, but I've been riding non¬ 
stop this year," he said. “I enjoy riding, and 
I go out there like it's my first day in the 
saddle. When you work so hard doing 
something you love, it makes it even better." 

Bisono rides for most of the high- 
profile outfits at Parx, including Butch 
Reid, for whom he won a starter handicap 
aboard the resihent gelding Hello Lover on 
the Preakness Day card at Pimhco, Kate 
DeMasi, John Servis, Guadalupe Preciado 
and Alfredo Velazquez, for whom he is the 
regular rider of stakes winner Traffic Light. 

Another jockey having a breakout year 
is Maria Remedio, who through June 23 
had booted home 39 winners and earned 
more than $1 million in purses. 
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John Bisono was off to a strong start 
through the first half of 2013. 


In a competitive Parx jockey colony, 
she has more than held her own, maintain¬ 
ing her position in the top five during the 
month of June, 

‘d have to credit my new agent, Joe 
Orseno (son of the trainer),” she said, “We 
click very well together and everything is 
awesome right now,”

■ Two added-money races spiced the 
action at Parx in June-the $75,000 Jostle 
Stakes June 8, and $100,000 Donald 
LeVine Memorial Handicap June 22, 

Shipping from New York, Richlyn 
Farm’s homebred Lighthouse Bay cap¬ 


tured the 6-furlong Jostle by 2% lengths 
over Dreamingofcarmella for trainer 
George Weaver, while John Trippi and 
William Thayer’s Pennsylvania-bred Traffic 
Light, based at Parx for trainer Alfredo 
Velazquez, put in an ultra-game perfor¬ 
mance in winning the LeVine over a rug¬ 
ged group of open foes, 

A 4-year-old son of Peace Rules bred 
by Dixiana Farms, Traffic Light refused to 
yield when challenged down the stretch, 
earning a neck decision over Brujo de 
OUeros (Brz) in 1:22,03 for 7 furlongs 
after being in front through 6 furlongs in 
1:08,93, He was ridden by Bisono, 

Traffic Light collected his seventh win 
from 15 career starts, and has earned 
$406,430, 

■ While the early part of June was an 
extremely rainy one in the Philadelphia 
area, with the majority of turf races washed 
off the grass, there were a few days when 
turf racing took place on the rare occa¬ 
sions that the course was considered firm. 
One occurred on June 1, when trainer 
Christophe Clement shipped Merrylegs 
Farm’s Flower Mart from his New York 
base to win a $52,568 allowance at IVi fur¬ 
longs under Kendrick Carmouche, 

Sent off as the favorite in the full field 
of 12 fiUies and mares. Flower Mart was 
forwardly placed by Carmouche through 
the first half mile, then was tipped out 
around the far mrn and challenged pace¬ 
setter Miss Phmsoll at the head of the lane 
while racing three-wide. She took the lead 
nearing the eighth pole and withstood the 
late rush of War Rehc to prevail by a neck 
in 1:30,88, 


The 4-year-old daughter of Street Sense 
and the Coronado’s Quest mare Coronado 
Rose broke her maiden in March at 
Gulfstream Park, and has earned nearly 
$ 100 , 000 , 

■ Trainer Mario Serey Jr, hails from a 
family of horsemen. His father, trainer 
Mario Serey Sr,, is the brother of Juan 
Serey, who made his mark in the 1990s 
on the Jersey circuit, earning the leading 
trainer title a record five years in a row 
at Monmouth Park, as well as a training 
crown at Meadowlands Racetrack and one 
at Aqueduct in New York, 

Young Mario Serey Jr, has been train¬ 
ing since 2008, and recorded his seventh 
victory of 2013 when he saddled Stolen 
Dance, whom he also owns, to a blowout 
win at 23-1 in a $31,410 starter allowance 
June 10, 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Phyllis Wyeth, 
Stolen Dance rehshed the sloppy going, 
coming from just off the pace to open a 
4-length lead in mid-stretch and increasing 
her advantage to the wire under Hector 
Caballero in 1:23,31, 

The victory was the fifth in 22 starts for 
Stolen Dance, a daughter of Broken Vow, 
and her earnings increased to $151,614, ^

Week to Remember 

Robertson sends Bryan’s Jewel out to win 
two stakes in seven days, including Grade 3

B arry and Joni Butzow’s Bryan’s Jewel 
is a winning machine-a stakes win¬ 
ning machine. Just one week after 
posting an impressive victory in the 
%7 5,000 John W. Rooney Memorial Stakes 
June 8, the daughter of Rockport Harbor 
wheeled right back in the $100,000 Obeah 
Stakes-G3 and came away with a neck vic¬ 
tory 

In that short span, Bryan’s Jewel earned 
a grand total of $120,750, not bad for a 
week’s work for the 5-year-old gray mare 
from the barn of McLean Robertson. 

‘‘If you think you’re running the best 
horse, you can overcome the short rest,” 
said the trainer. “Everything was aligned 
for her, and she was able to overcome it. 
She’s also Delaware certified, so she earns 


extra money in addition to the regular 
purse. She’s a big, strong horse, a htde 
high-strung, but very fast and extremely 
good-looking. She has always done really 
well at Delaware Park.” 

Added Robertson: “I didn’t think it was 
the most ideal situation to come right back 
so quickly in the Obeah, but it looked like 
a good oppormnity for her to become a 
graded stakes winner.” 

Prior to the Rooney and the Obeah, 
Bryan’s Jewel finished second in the 
$50,000 Winter Melody Stakes at Delaware 
May 22. On April 12, she was fifth after 
suffering a troubled trip in the Apple 
Blossom-Gl at Oaklawn Park. 

In the Obeah, Bryan’s Jewel went off 
as the heavy favorite at 30 cents on the 


dollar, and gave her backers a few anxious 
moments as she was boxed in for much of 
the race, only securing room in the upper 
stretch when she and jockey Alex Cintron 
split horses, and then survived a fierce duel 
to the finish with the Michael Matz-trained 
And Why Not. It was another 414 lengths 
back to Fire Assay in third; the time for the 
IVs miles was 1:51.21. 

The Rooney and Obeah were the sec¬ 
ond and third career stakes wins for Bryan’s 
Jewel, who last year annexed the George 
Rosenberger Memorial Stakes at Delaware. 

She is the only stakes winner for her 
dam, Saphiria, from five foals to race. 

The Butzows purchased Bryan’s 
Jewel for $67,000 at the 2009 Keeneland 
September yearling sale from the consign¬ 
ment of James M. Herbener Jr., and she 
has now earned $421,178. 

Another talented runner conditioned by 
Robertson, the durable and popular Win 
Willy, became a millionaire when he cap¬ 
tured the $50,000 Joseph French Memorial 
Stakes June 1. 

Also ridden by Cintron, the 7-year-old 
son of Monarchos rallied from sixth to 
come into the stretch of the IVie-mile race 
with momentum and rolled past leader 
Rush Now to win going away, tripping the 
teletimer in 1:44.64. 

It was the seventh stakes victory of 
Win WiUy’s 32-race career; he’s raced for 
six consecutive seasons, beginning when 
he was a 2-year-old in 2008. His fuU record 
stands at 11 wins, five seconds and six 
thirds and $1,015,437. 

“He always comes back for more,” said 
Robertson. “Most horses seem to tail off 
as they get older, but he has always wanted 
to keep racing, and racing hard. I suppose 
he’s different in that way.” 

Robertson said as long as Win Willy is 
sound and happy, he’ll keep racing. 

“He trains hard, just the way he runs, 
and he shows up every time,” he said. “I’ve 
run him against some very good horses 
and he holds his own. He’s held his value 
for the last five years, that’s for sure.” 

In talking about his two stable stars, 
Robertson said, “I’ve always Hked gray 
horses, and both Bryan’s Jewel and Win 
WiUy are grays; they’re probably better than 
I deserve.” 

Robertson operates a split operation 
between Delaware and Canterbury Park in 
Minnesota, which makes for a fuU schedule 
as he often travels back and forth between 
the two venues. 
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“The horses do quite well, but it’s tough 
on the humans,” he said. “I like stabling 
at Delaware-the backs tretch is very nice 
and quiet, and I like shipping from here. 
Horses seem to do well after racing or 
training on the Delaware surface and then 
going to other tracks.” 

Robertson, who winters at Oaklawn 
Park, is off to a fast start at the young 
Delaware Park meet. Through June 22, he 
has eight wins from 35 starts (23 percent) 
and his horses have finished in the money 
54 percent of the time. Those numbers 
placed him third in the overall trainer 
standings, behind only leader Jamie Ness 
and Kenny Smith.

■ BiU Backer’s Pohte Smile rebounded 
from a lackluster debut on the mrf at 
Gulfstream Park March 28 to sparkle in 
her second start, a $38,000 maiden special 
weight on dirt June 6 for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

With Daniel Coa aboard, the 3-year- 
old daughter of Distorted Humor settled, 
made a middle move, waited for running 
room at the head of the lane and then 
came outside horses to rally past Pixie 
Devil and favored Moon Map to win by 7?/\ 
lengths in 1 :H .69 for six furlongs. 

Pohte Smile’s dam. Indy’s Windy (by 
A.P Indy), is a half-sister to Echpse Award 
winner and $2 miUion earner Banshee 
Breeze. Pohte Smile was bred in Kentucky 
by WinStar Farm LLC. 

■ Sagamore Farm’s silks were proudly 
flying in the Delaware winner’s circle June 
15 as homebred Teh a Great Story pre¬ 
vailed over lie St. MoUy in the $75,000 Go 
for Wand Stakes, the traditional prep for 
the Grade 2 Delaware Oaks. With Forest 
Boyce in the saddle, TeU a Great Story was 
able to stick her nose in front at the wire, 
with Ahi Leigh 1114 lengths behind the 
top pair. 

The 3-year-old Maryland-bred daughter 
of Bluegrass Cat was timed in 1:40.80 for 
1 Me miles. Trained by Ignacio Correas IV, 
the fiUy was making her stakes debut and 
increased her earnings to $103,820 from 
five starts. 

She is the first stakes winner for her 
dam, the unraced Not For Love mare 
Roadtohanna, a half-sister to added-money 
winners Pohsh Rifle and Steak Scam. 

■ The track record for 514 furlongs on the 
main oval was lowered June 20 by Kryskaly 
Horse Racing’s New Yawker, who zipped

the distance in 1:02.59 in a $17,000 starter 
allowance. 

The previous record of 1:02.68 was set 
by Trickle of Gold in 2006. 

With apprentice Jevian Toledo in the 
saddle for trainer JuHo Cartegena, New 
Yawker came from just off the pace to 
poke a head in front of pacesetter Gang- 
sterontherun, and then extended his mar¬ 
gin to three-quarters of a length. It was 
also the 7-year-old son of Proud Citizen’s 


fourth consecutive victory, a streak that 
began March 21 at Laurel Park in a $5,000 
claiming event. The gelding then annexed 
a starter allowance at Pimlico May 3 and 
an allowance at Pimhco June 2 before his 
record-shattering performance. 

New Yawker has a career record of 
eight wins from 39 starts with earnings of 
$249,467. *

Blowing Through 

Son of obscure stallion Dark Kestrel, 
Stormofthecentury leaves wake in sprint

A good horse can come from anywhere, 
the old saying goes. Take Beechwood 
Racing Stable’s Stormofthecentury, 
for instance. The Florida-bred son of 
littie-known stallion Dark Kestrel capmred 
a $38,000 allowance June 10, boosting his 
career earnings to $109,499. 

Trained by Lou Ruberto, Stormofthe¬ 
century led all the way in the 5 -furlong 
test under Deshawn Parker, sprinting to 
the lead out of the gate, setting quick sphts 
of :22 and :44.83, and extending his lead 
through the lane, finishing 3^2 lengths in 
front of favored Schilling in 1:03.54. It was 
the 5-year-old gelding’s fourth win from 
14 starts. 

Stormofthecentury, out of the Blue 
Buckaroo mare As of Now, was purchased 
privately by Dr. Steven DeMaiolo, who has 
a group medical practice in Youngstown, 


Ohio, and races under the Beechwood 
name, after he was withdrawn due to 
bucked shins from the 2010 OBS Sale of 
2-year-olds in training. 

DeMaiolo and Ruberto-who had a 
doctor/patient relationship before they 
became owner/trainer-had success previ¬ 
ously with another son of Dark Kestrel, 
Midnight Medic, and flew down to Ocala 
specifically to purchase Stormofthecenmry. 

‘‘Midnight Medic was pretty talented, 
and Lou (Ruberto) and I were curious about 
Dark Kestrel, since he had been donated to 
the University of Florida Foundation and 
wasn’t bred to very good mares, yet was 
siring runners,” said DeMaiolo. “So when 
we got to Ocala, we went to the consigner 
and asked to see Stormofthecenmry. They 
said he’d been withdrawn, and I asked, 
‘Where’s he at?’ They told us he was at a 


training center nearby, so we went to see 
him, bought him for $5,750, and brought 
him to Presque Isle Downs. Matter of fact, 
I almost named him ‘Fifty-seven Fifty.’” 

A 10-year-old son of Stormy Atlantic, 
Dark Kestrel only had a brief, two-race 
career, winning one time before heading 
to smd. In his first two crops, he sired 
16 foals, six to race, and six winners, 
including two winners of over $100,000 — 
Stormofthecenmry and Midnight Medic 
($109,723), plus Big Carlos Pass ($70,623). 
He has average earnings per starter of over 
$65,000. 

“I was so impressed with Dark Kestrel 
that I bought him and now stand him at 
my farm in Dsbon, Ohio,” said Ruberto. 
“I don’t advertise him, because I’m not set 
up as a commercial place.” 

Ruberto, a Pittsfield, Mass., native who 
was based for 19 years at Philadelphia Park, 
said that S torm ofthecenmryis representative 
of the type of horse Dark Kestrel throws - 
medium-sized, big shoulders and hind end, 
shorter back and beautiful head. 

“Stormofthecenmry works great on the 
dirt, but seems to perform his best on mrf 
and (synthetic surfaces),” said Ruberto. 

As for DeMaiolo, he has started a small 
breeding operation to take advantage of 
increased purses and breeding incentives 
in the expanding Ohio market. He boards 
several mares in Ohio, including Siberian 
Fur, purchased at the 2011 Keeneland 
January sale, and the dam of Grade 1 
winner Spoken Fur and Grade 3 winner 
Unbridled’s Note; and Lilah, a Grade 3 
winner of $510,248 and dam of Grade 
1 stakes-placed juvenile Big Blue Nation. 
Both mares have yearling fillies by Dark 
Kestrel; Siberian Fur was bred this year to 
Shackleford, while Dlah went to the court 
of Uncle Mo. 

“Both of their Dark Kestrel yearlings 
are outstanding, and I can’t wait to see 
them run,” said DeMaiolo. 

SAVVY CLAIM PURELY HOT 
ROLLS ON FOR CARUSO 

Tuo 22 o Racing’s Purely Hot, a 5-year- 
old Maryland-bred daughter of Pure Prize, 
attended the early pace and then launched 
a big rally into the stretch to win the 
$100,000 Satin and Lace Stakes June 9. 

With Harry Vega in the irons. Purely 
Hot defeated Dr. Diamonds Prize, another 
daughter of Pure Prize, by 5 lengths. 
Trained by Nick Caruso, Purely Hot took 
command at the three-eighths pole and 
drew off with each additional furlong, fin- 
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ishing up in 1:03.22 for furlongs on the 
Tapeta surface. 

Dr. Diamonds Prize overcame bump¬ 
ing in the lane to finish a neck in front 
of the late-closing SaUy Sally. Among the 
beaten was popular stakes winner Lisa’s 
Booby Trap, who was last of eight. 

With the Satin and Lace victory, Purely 
Hot became the 50th stakes winner for 
her sire, who stands at WinStar Farm 
in Kentucky. Bred by Dr. and Mrs. A. 
Leonard Pineau, she was foaled at their 
Three Pines Farm in Glyndon, Md. 

In January, Caruso claimed Purely Hot 
for $4,000 at Penn National in Grantville, 
Pa., lost her next out for $8,000 in February, 
then took her back for $10,000 in March. 
Her move up in class continued, as she 
annexed a starter allowance at Presque 
Isle next out in her start prior to the Satin 
and Lace. She backed that up with another 
starter allowance score June 30. 

Purely Hot finished June with $206,710 
in career earnings, including the $60,000 
payday in the Satin and Lace, and has a 
career mark of 10 wins from 21 starts. 
She is the first stakes winner for her dam. 
Wood Not, who has a 2-year-old full- 
brother to Purely Hot named T Sizzle. 
Wood Not is a daughter of multiple graded 
stakes winner Wood So. 

VIRGINIA-BRED GETS STAKES WIN 

Jockey Paco Lopez, based at Monmouth 
Park, made the trip to Erie to ride Jim and 
Susan Hill’s Go Blue Or Go Home in the 
$100,000 Karl Boyes Memorial Stakes for 
3-year-olds and up June 10, and it turned 
out to be a wise decision. The 4-year-old 
gelded son of Bluegrass Cat kicked away 
from seven rivals in the 5 72-furlong event 
to win by 2 lengths and earn a first-place 
check of $60,000. 

Go Blue Or Go Home, bred in Virginia 
by Morgan’s Ford Farm and WinStar Farm 
and trained by Reade Baker, stalked the 
early pace set by the dueling Dazzled Saint 
and Sum of the Parts (:21.96 and :44.77) 
down the backstretch and around the mrn. 
Lopez then angled outside in upper stretch 
and the winner took over late while draw¬ 
ing way in hand in a swift 1:03.42. Super 
Chunky raUied for second, while Kyma was 
third. Favored Sum of the Parts faded to 
fifth, and Dazzled Saint was last. 

The Boyes was the stakes debut for 
Go Blue Or Go Home, and his fourth 
win from six starts. The HiUs purchased 
the gelding as a weanling for $90,000 at 
the 2009 Keeneland November sale, and 
he has earned $159,624. His dam, the

stakes-placed Lion Cavern mare Go Baby 
Go (Ire), has also produced stakes win¬ 
ner Hugo ($187,761) and stakes-placed 
Fhbberjibit ($223,608). Go Baby Go (Ire) 
is out of Grade 1 winner Bequest. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Attracting plenty of national attention 
June 12 was the debut of Enchanting Lisa, 
a half-sister to 2012 Horse of the Year 
Wise Dan and to multiple graded stakes 
winner Successful Dan. The 3-year-old 
daughter of War Chant and Broodmare 
of the Year Lisa Danielle was a dominant 
winner under Pablo Morales. Dispatched 
as the second betting choice, she stalked 
the leaders in fourth early, swung out four 
wide at the quarter pole, then took com¬ 
mand to draw clear to win by 7 lengths. 


The bay completed 1 mile and 70 yards 
in 1:42.86. Like her half-brothers, she is 
owned and bred by Morton Fink and 
trained by Charlie LoPresti. 

■ Busy trainers Timothy Hamm (20 wins) 
and Joseph Martin (14) occupied the top 
two spots in the standings, but the real 
story was brewing in third and fourth as 
Jonathan Sheppard and Graham Motion 
set torrid paces with a dozen wins each. 
Motion from just 24 starters and Sheppard 
from 27. Paced by Sheppard and Motion, 
Augustin Stable (seven wins) was tied 
atop the standings with Blazing Meadows 
Farm. Unbeaten 4-year-old fiUy Nashindy 
was 2-for-2 at the track for Augustin and 
Sheppard.

Speed Breeding 

Streaking Jax and Jill continues 
to produce as rare homebred for Cole

R obert Cole has no plans to delve 
into the complex world of breeding 
Thoroughbreds, mixing and match¬ 
ing bloodlines to find that elusive winning 
combination for the track. 

No, Cole is perfectly content to stay 
within his role as an owner-a role he’s 
excelled at—and leave the breeding indus¬ 
try to others, at least most of the time. 

Cole made an exception to that rule 
when he was looking to sell his talented 
mare Rain Song, a multiple stakes winner 
by Intensity offered as a broodmare pros¬ 
pect after her racing days came to a close. 
The best offer he got, $12,000, was “simply 
ridiculous.” 

Instead of selling off Rain Song for . . . 
well, a song. . . Cole took the plunge and 
bred his pri 2 ed mare to Yes It’s True, a 


consistently solid stallion standing at Ken¬ 
tucky’s Three Chimneys Farm. The result 
continues to prove how right Cole was to 
turn down that paltry $12,000. 

On June 22, Cole’s 3-year-old bay filly 
Jax and JiU, the result of that mating, won 
a yawner in the $50,000 Its Binn Too 
Long Stakes. The precocious daughter of 
Rain Song shot to the front under Gerald 
Almodovar and continued to widen that 
lead under a drive to score an easy 9-length 
victory in 50.85 seconds for 472 furlongs. 

Charles Town’s bettors made Jax and 
Jill the 1-10 favorite by post time. That’s 
really not surprising, though, considering 
the success Cole’s fleet filly has attained in 
her brief racing career. With her latest vic¬ 
tory, she made it six wins in eight lifetime 
starts. Included among those victories is 


last year’s Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders 
Classic Stakes on West Virginia Breeders 
Classics night, when Jax and Jill walloped 
a strong field by SYi lengths in another 
sprint test. Her only blemishes came last 
year in the Smart Halo at Laurel Park and 
runner-up effort to Charles Town’s top 
mare, 6-year-old Down Town AUen, in the 
Fancy Buckles Stakes in May. 

In the Its Binn Too Long, Jax and Jill 
flashed that awesome speed once more. 
Although his homebred fiUy appears 
unbeatable among state-breds in sprints. 
Cole is looking to expand her options. 
Simply put, she’s running out of spots 
due to her success. Cole said another West 
Virginia Breeders Classic appearance is 
definitely in the works, but he wasn’t ready 
to say just which race Jax and JiU wiU be 
targeting in October. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Yes It’s True had another offspring 
make him proud at Charles Town. Aaron’s 
Way, his 5-year-old West Virginia-bred son 
out of MaUbu Sue (by Malibu Moon), 
scored an allowance victory under Mathew 
McGowan on May 30. The three-time 
stakes winner mrned in a soUd :51.69 for 
472 furlongs for trainer Christopher Keller 
and owner A & B Racing Stable. The 
victory snapped a five-race losing streak, 
marking his first win since reefing off five 
straight to start his career. Part of that was 
due to inactivity—Aaron’s Way didn’t race 
at 4. The allowance victory marked Aaron’s 
Way’s third start in 2013, as he improved a 
spot each time until reaching the winner’s 
circle. 

■ One Move’s days of longshot stams 
should be over now. The state-bred 3-year- 
old colt entered a 10-horse allowance field 
rated last on the tote board at 53-1 despite 
picking up his inaugural victory just a 
month earlier in maiden special weight 
company. If the betting public was unim¬ 
pressed by that, it might think twice after 
One Move outdueled runner-up Peakaboo 
Love-another longshot-down the stretch 
to win by a head under Jalon Samuel. Bred, 
owned and trained by Lenworth Kirlew, 
One Move is thus far the most success¬ 
ful offspring of the Olbin Farm staUion 
Zurvan. His winning time of :52.65 might 
not have da 22 led onlookers on the rainy 
night, but a clean start proved aU the colt 
needed to score the victory. 

■ Jeff Runco has been the leading trainer 
at the track for seven straight years, and aU 
indications are he’U make it eight by the

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time 2013 wraps up. Runco's combination 
of quantity and quality has proven tough 
for opposing conditioners to conquer, and 
summer continued to show why Runco 
invariably sits atop the Hst. Runco can win 
for his owners, or for himself 

On May 30, 3-year-old colt Big Branch, 
with Ricardo Mejias up, broke through for 
his first allowance win in three tries for 
breeder/owner Silverton Hill. Mejias came 
through again a day later for Runco, this 
time aboard David Raim’s Princess Aly, 
a 5-year-old state-bred who notched her 
third career allowance victory. 

That same night, Runco’s homebred 
Severn Shore won her season debut under 
Jose Montano. Severn Shore, a bay daugh¬ 


ter of Pure Prize, won five of seven starts 
in 2012. Montano, who won an Eclipse 
Award as the nation’s top apprentice jockey 
last year by predominantly riding for Runco, 
tallied another victory on June 8 aboard 
the Runco-trained gelding Great Vintage, 
owned by Linda Zang and running for a 
$40,000 tag. Montano was also in the irons 
the next night for Runco to score an allow¬ 
ance victory aboard Don’tmesswithallen, a 
4-year-old state-bred by Mesopotamia who 
earned his first win in three tries this year 
for G L M Stables. 

Those famihar connections - Raim, 
Runco and Montano - combined for 
another allowance win June 14 with 4-year- 
old state-bred fiUy Penguin Heart. 


Runco also got another encouraging 
start from his homebred 3-year-old colt 
In the Fairway, who secured a 9%-length 
allowance victory in 1:17.97 over 6 V 2 fur¬ 
longs under-who else?-Montano. In the 
Fairway (Posse—Royal Sweep, by End 
Sweep) won four of five starts as a 2-year- 
old, including the Henry Mercer Memorial, 
West Virginia Vincent MoscareUi Memorial 
Breeders Classic and Tri-State Futurity. 

A fourth in his sophomore debut, the 
Jimmy Winkfield Stakes at Aqueduct, fol¬ 
lowed by two fourths in allowances over 
the next two months—may have tempted 
Runco to give the colt a layoff, but his 
decision to stick with the bay netted two 
straight allowance wins. ^

Home Again 

Mettee returns to Maryland roots to take 
Team Valor post, wins stakes at Pimlico

Cerro (Ire) prevailed in the Canonero II Stakes for Team Valor and new trainer Rick Mettee, 
a Marylander who grew up going to Timonium and Pimlico with his grandmother. 


W hen he was 18, Rick Mettee was 
rubbing horses and living in a tack 
room at Timonium. “I didn’t think 
it could get any better than that,” he remi¬ 
nisced. 

Now 54, he knows just how good life in 
the game, and in Maryland, can be. Mettee 
took over May 1 as the private trainer for 
Team Valor International’s 28 horses and 
is based at the verdant Fair HiU Training 
Center. 

Said Mettee, whose most recent post 
was running Godolphin’s American divi¬ 
sion for the royal family of Dubai as 
trainer Saeed bin Suroor’s assistant, ‘T had 
never been at Fair HiU, but it’s beautiful. 
It’s the way Baltimore County used to be. 


CecU County is very rural and it’s a nice 
throwback. I guess I’ve come full circle.” 

The journey started in his chUdhood 
when his maternal grandmother, %2 bettor 
Evelyn Baker, would take him to the track 
by public transportation. 

‘‘My grandmother lived in a rowhouse 
in the Hampden section of Baltimore, not 
far from Pimlico, and I spent weekends 
with her,” he recalled. “We took the bus 
to the track. That’s what we did together. 
When I was 6 or 7, she’d stay with us in the 
summers and we’d always go to Timonium 
back when they had a 42-day meet.” 

Mettee caught the fever early. He would 
get up every morning and study the fuU 
second page of the Baltimore Sun sports 


section when it was devoted to racing cov¬ 
erage, digesting the charts, entries, selec¬ 
tions and stories. To this kid, it was better 
than pouring over the box scores for the 
Baltimore Orioles. 

By the time he was a teenager, he was 
riding his bike to Timonium. One day he 
saw an advertisement in the local paper 
for a groom at the track and applied, even 
though the qualifications called for a girl at 
least age 18 and who had experience. 

“My first job at the track was at Timon¬ 
ium when I was 17. Although I was quite 
familiar with the jockeys, trainers, owners 
and horses from studying the paper, I had 
never touched a horse before,” he said. “I 
was totally unqualified for the job.” 

He had to learn fast, first walking hots 
for Bernie Klein and then grooming for 
Bill Wolfendale and Dick Dutrow from 
1976 to ’81. Through his connection to 
Dutrow, he hooked on with English train¬ 
er John Gosden in Southern California 
and then rose rapidly through the ranks 
from groom to stable foreman to assistant 
trainer in just three years. In 1990, he went 
out on his own and over the years was 
credited with 93 wins, the biggest coming 
with Annoconnor, winner of the Grade 
1 Santa Ana Handicap in 1990; Smooth 
Runner, who scored in the 1996 Poker 
Handicap-G3; and multiple stakes winner 
FHck (GB). 

Mettee attracted the attention of Team 
Valor owner and driving force Barry Irwin 
before he joined Godolphin in 2005, and 
even trained for Irwin. 

“I tried to hire Rick for this job in the 
later 1990s. I wanted to have a barn at Fair 
Hill even back then and I asked him if he 
would do that, but he didn’t want to at 
that time. He had just gotten to California 
and felt it would be kind of a step down. 
He wanted a higher profile, but now he’s 
at a different point in his Ufe,” said Irwin. 
“When I called him this time to ask if 
working at a place like Fair Hill would be 
a plus or a minus, he said definitely a plus. 
He said ‘I don’t want to work at a racetrack 
anymore.’ He doesn’t like the environment. 
He likes to take his time so it’s a good fit 
from that point of view.” 

Mettee, an assistant trainer in name 
only, ran Godolphin’s American division 
and was hands-on with the stable’s graded 
stakes winners and Breeders’ Cup runners 
Stellar Jayne, Discreet Cat, Regal Ransom, 
Gayego, Flashing, Music Note, Seventh 
Street and Midshipman, among others. 

The move to Team Valor and Fair 
Hill was the right opportunity at the right 
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time. He’s currently overseeing a stable of 
graded stakes winners to unraced 2-year- 
olds and la 3 nips. 

“I am very blessed to have this job and 
it did open up at the right time, although 
it’s a little difficult to come in at mid¬ 
season,” said Mettee. ‘dt’s different from 
being at the track, but I really don’t miss 
the track. I can really concentrate on the 
horses here. There’s not the hustle and 
bustle you get at the track and the barns 
are far apart. The only tough part is that 
when we run we have to ship and it can 
take three and a half hours one way to get 
to Long Island.” 

Team Valor (which parted ways with 
the Fair HiU-based Graham Motion in 
May) and Mettee started off on the fast 
track by winning the $75,000 Canonero 
II Stakes with Cerro (Ire) at Pimlico June 
1, and missing by a neck in the $100,000 
Donald LeVine Memorial Handicap at 
Parx with Brujo de Olleros (Brz) June 22. 

‘dt’s going really well. Rick has done 
well and we’re winning races. The horses 
are running well,” Irwin said. ‘We’ve only 
run a few horses, but we won the stake at 
Pimhco. Brujo de Olleros didn’t run very 
well last year. He got hurt and has come 
back so even though he got beat by only a 
neck, it felt like a win for us.” 

In the Canonero II, pacesetter Cerro 
and runner-up Dynamic Strike made it a 
two-horse race when they engaged on the 
far mrn and battled down the lane before 
the Team Valor colorbearer edged clear 
just before the wire to win by a head and 
cover 1 Vs miles on the main track in 1:51.81 
under Alan Garcia. It was another 1214 
lengths back to Dreaming of Jazz. 

The victory was the third in eight starts 
for the 3-year-old son of Mr. Greeley and 
the Giant’s Causeway mare BaUette (Ire), 
and it increased his bankroll to $109,125. 

Moreover, the stakes win got the 
arrangement off to the kind of start Irwin 
and Mattee anticipated. 

“He’s extremely patient and we’ve got 
a lot of patience on our part so that 
works out really well,” said Irwin. “I hke 
him because he can train every kind of 
horse-dirt, mrf, synthetic, sprinter, route, 
colt or fiUy-he’s done the whole gamut, 
which is good for us,” said Irwin. “He’s not 
one of these guys who types your horses 
and gets carried away with aU degrees of 
champions and aU that kind of stuff. He’s 
got a good sense of humor. I’ve always 
Hked him and I feel comfortable with him.” 


Having done most every job in the 
barn, Mettee understands the value of a 
team. 

“It’s a big job but a good job and Barry 
has allowed me to hire a very good staff. 
That’s very important,” he said. “We have 
five exercise riders, two assistants, one 
foreman, a groom for every four horses, 
a swing groom, and four or five hotwalk- 
ers. It is difficult to find good help here 
because unlike the racetrack, there aren’t a 
lot of people coming and going and there 
is no housing provided here for them.” 

Now that he’s based at Fair Hill, Mettee 
win get to spend more time with his father 
and sister who five in Lutherville. That’s 
a big plus, and so is working for an old 
friend. 

PIMLICO LEADERS 

He didn’t win any of the graded stakes 
on the Preakness weekend cards or even 
a minor stakes during the meet, but Juan 
Vazquez couldn’t be any happier with the 
way the Pimlico spring stand went for him 
and his pubhc stable of 62 horses. 

“I was really excited to win my first 
title in Maryland and I was so happy,” said 
the native of Buenos Aires, Argentina, on 
topping the trainers’ standings with 22 
victories and recording four multiple-win 
afternoons, including a three-bagger on 
April 11. 

Vazquez had been knocking on the 
door. After winning back-to-back titles at 
Delaware Park in 2010 and 2011 and wind¬ 
ing up second there in 2012, he went into 
the 2013 Pimhco meet with momentum 
after tying for second in the Laurel Park 
standings. 

“It’s very simple really, I just had an 
excellent meet where everything came 
together after being second for the tide 
at Laurel this year,” said the trainer, who 
emigrated to America 13 years ago and 
started in 2006 in Florida with five horses 
and one owner. “The condition book was 
our friend this year. That’s the thing, when 
you put the horses in the right conditions, 
you will stay one-two-three. I won the title 
by winning with different horses every day. 
They are aU claiming horses and allowance 
horses. The horses were put in the right 
spot and they ran great.” 

While Vazquez picked up his first 
Pimlico title, Sheldon Russell was right 
back in his customary and comfortable 
spot atop the jockeys’ leaderboard. His 
riding title at the track was the second in 
three years thanks to 28 wins, two more 


than Xavier Perez and apprentice Victor 
Carrasco. 

The 25-year-old had six multiple-win 
days, including a hat trick on May 5, 
and capmred the $100,000 Miss Preakness 
Stakes on I’m Mom’s Favorite for trainer 
Tony Dutrow on the Black-Eyed Susan 
Day undercard. 

Based at Colonial Downs during 
Maryland’s annual summer break where he 
won the title the last two years, Russell took 
four consecutive titles in Maryland in 2011 - 
2012-the Laurel winter, Pimhco spring 
and Laurel fall meets in 2011 followed by 
the 2012 Laurel winter stand. 

‘We had a great meet at Pimhco, which 
is always exciting and always good,” said 
Russell, who keeps his business very steady 
by getting a leg up from a variety of train¬ 
ers. “Everyone gives me a chance and I 
rode winners for different trainers. You 
don’t really get tied down that way and 
sometimes I get to pick the best horses.” 

Russell is hardly taking a summer 
vacation or languishing by the pool. On 
Mondays and Tuesdays when Colonial is 
dark, he travels to Delaware Park, and when 
the phone rings, he’ll head to Monmouth 
Park, Presque Isle Downs and Parx for the 
right oppormnity. 

TWO TRIPLE THREATS 

Three-for-three. That’s what M and 
D Stable’s Do It for Don, a Florida- 
bred 3-year-old gelding, and Home Team 
Stables’ Narbona Pass, a Kenmcky-bred 
6-year-old gelding, accomphshed during 
the 36-day Pimhco stand as each finished 
every effort on the track with a trip to the 
winner’s circle. 

The well-bred Narbona Pass, a gray 
son of 2001 Kentucky Derby winner 
Monarchos and a maternal grandson of 
1996 Derby champion Grindstone, may 
have dropped to the $5,000 claiming ranks, 
but he certainly perked up at Pimhco. 

Plis victories on April 5, May 2 and May 
25 earned checks totahng $25,080, good 
for about one-quarter of his hfetime bank¬ 
roll from 40 starts. Until he got to Pimhco, 
he couldn’t have found the winner’s circle 
with a GPS on his bridle, having been there 
only once when entered for a $40,000 tag 
at Parx in the last race of his 3-year-old 
season in 2010. 

“We put the bhnkers on him and he real¬ 
ly took to that surface and turned around,” 
said Scott Lake, who claimed Narbona 
Pass for $10,000 at Parx in October 2012, 
the horse’s 30th start. “I had seen him run 
a couple of times and when I looked at 
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the Form^ he was running every two weeks, 
they were bree 2 ing him in between races, 
and I just thought that he was a horse who, 
if you backed off of him a little bit, he 
would come around and show a Httle bit 
more speed than he was. He really didn’t 
come around and show as much speed as 
I thought he would, but he turned the cor¬ 
ner once we got the blinkers on him and 
changed a couple of other things on him.” 

Narbona Pass is pretty nifty to have in 
the stable. 

‘^eah, he is cool,” Lake agreed. ‘‘He’s 
laid back and just goes out and does his 
thing. He’s a straightforward horse. He 
Hkes what he’s doing and he’s happy. He’s 
a pretty gray and a beautiful looking horse. 
He just goes out and does his job and is a 
real pleasure to be around.” 

Do It for Don also has some big names 
in his pedigree, as the son of West Acre is 
the maternal grandson of 1990 Preakness 
winner Summer Squall. Bred by Gilbert 
Campbell, he began his career with two 
races at Calder for Campbell and trainer 
Kathleen O’Connell but made his third 
start at Laurel Feb. 18 for Nassau CC 
Stables and trainer Rudy Rodrigeuz. He 
was claimed by trainer William Komlo and 


M and D Stable for $25,000 while breaking 
his maiden. 

Fifth for his new connections at Laurel 
March 30, Do It for Don put together 
three consecutive Pimlico wins in starter 
allowance and optional claiming company. 

“My father-in-law is the one who 
deserves all of the credit for this horse,” 
said Michael Horning, who is married to 
Komlo’s daughter Debbie, the other half 
of M and D. “This man is the one who put 
this horse where he is. I gave him the raw 
materials and he developed them.” 

Paula Haughey’s PTK LLC Stable was 
the meet’s leading owner with 14 victories, 
three more than King Leathurbury’s The 
Jim Stable. 

MIXED BUSINESS NUMBERS 

The handle figures for the spring meet¬ 
ing at Pimlico provided mixed results, with 
total wagering seeing a bump of 11.7 per¬ 
cent but the average daily handle declining 
by 12.3 percent from a year ago. 

The average daily handle of $4.58 mil¬ 
lion dropped from $5.23 million because 
of an increase of seven live racing days. 
The total handle, which includes simulcast 
revenue, increased from $168.2 million 


in 2012 to $187.9 this year, according to 
figures released by the MJC. 

“There were a lot of positives about 
the meet,” Maryland Jockey Club President 
Tom Chuckas said. “We decided to race 
through the Belmont Stakes for the first 
time since 2008, which is significant for 
two reasons. The first, we are a Triple 
Crown track and it is important to be open 
during the entire series. Secondly, we want 
to sustain the momentum built during 
Preakness, but like the policy change made 
to the infield, it is going to take time for 
this to materialize.” 

Preakness weekend accounts for a 
major portion of the handle, with $82 mil¬ 
lion wagered on the 13-race Preakness catd 
alone. This year, 156,000 fans attended on 
Black-Eyed Susan (38,957) and Preakness 
days (117,203) . 

The numbers from the MJC showed 
that even though the average daily purse 
distribution went up 14 percent to $379,810 
due to an influx of designated revenue 
from the state’s casinos, the average field 
size declined 5 percent from eight horses 
to 7.6 per race. Moreover, the average daily 
on-track handle dropped 16.9 percent to 
$375,000 per day from $451,000 in 2012. ^

Trainer perfect with Channel Lady, 
Hudson Steele on Turf Cup undercard

L ondon Lane saved the day for the 
locals when he upset the Colonial 
Turf Cup-G2. Before the triple-digit 
tilt, Colonial had hosted another take of 
the Todd Pletcher show as the perennial 
national leader unleashed two horses to the 
Virginia oval. 

Two horses, two wins. 

Pletcher plucked the Edward P. Evans 
All Along Stakes-G3 with Channel Lady 


and the Da Hoss Stakes with Hudson 
Steele. 

Channel Lady, with Javier Castellano 
riding, stopped a two-race losing streak 
(her career longest) by handling six 
rivals with a professional 1-length win. 
Longshot Idle Talk, with (who-else?) 
Horacio Karamanos, finished second for 
Marylander Mary Eppler. Pennsylvanian 
Clare Skies Ahead finished third. Favorite 


Appealing Cat wound up fifth. Channel 
Lady finished E/s miles in 1:50.34. 

Owned by Pletcher’s father, Jake, and 
James Scatuorchio, the 4-year-old daughter 
of English Channel improved her career 
docket to five wins from 10 starts and 
$338,910. 

Pletcher wasn’t concerned about her 
two most recent losses, fourths in the 
Grade 2 Honey Fox and ChurchiU Distaff 
Turf Mile against the likes of divisional 
stalwarts Stephanie’s Kitten, Hungry 
Island, Centre Court and Sami tar (GB). 

‘‘They were good efforts against some 
really tough fillies,” Pletcher said. “She’s 
a real solid fiUy, when she gets the proper 
setup she can beat some good ones. In 
order for her to compete at the highest 
level, she needs everything to go just right. 
We were conscious of giving her plenty of 
time between races and felt like this might 
come up as a good opportunity for her.” 

Pletcher freshened Channel Lady from 
her effort in the Distaff May 4 to the All

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Along, bree 2 ing her three times and aiming 
at the $100,000 stakes at Colonial Downs. 

“Just looking through the stake calen¬ 
dar, timing-wise this was good,” Fletcher 
said. “We felt like it was a race that slipped 
through the cracks a little bit, thought it 
was a good spot for her. It really was more 


about the timing and she does well at the 
mile-and-an-eighth distance.” 

Asked about having his father as an 
owner, Fletcher gave credit to the patriarch. 

“This fiUy is a tribute to him. For her to 
be an English Channel, a horse he bought 
as a yearling for $50,000 and ran out over 


$5 million, he gave $25,000 for her as a 
weanling because she reminded him a lot 
of English Channel, she’s physically that 
type. I think it’s pretty cool, on a pretty 
small budget, that he could find those two 
horses.” 

Channel Lady had company on the van. 
Fletcher shipped six-time winner Hudson 
Steele south from his Belmont base for 
the Da Hoss. Owned by Roger Weiss, 
the 6-year-old gelding shook off a year 
absence to garner his fourth career stakes 
victory. Javier Castellano was again at the 
trigger. 

Hudson Steele scourged Fimlico last 
spring, taking the Henry S. Clark and 
Grade 2 Dixie Stakes in a span of three 
weeks before finishing off the board in 
two Grade 1 tries in New York. The son of 
Johannesburg exited Belmont Fark’s Man 
o’ War last July with another knock on his 
right hind ankle. 

Fletcher gave him plenty of time, and 
entered him in an overnight stakes at 
Belmont a week before the Da Hoss. 
When that race came off the turf, Fletcher 
played the audible, sending Hudson Steele 
for the ungraded Da Hoss. Sent off the 
7-10 favorite, Hudson Steele worked hard 
to hold off Fair HiU-based Hoofit (NZ), 
who battled gamely from the rail before 
finishing a neck short. Another Fair HiU 
shipper. Change of Command, finished 
third after a mile in 1:37.68.

Racing and trainer Tim Saizman, pushing her career bankroll to $401,030. 
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actually entered him the week 
before in a mile-and-an-eighth race at 
Belmont. I was a little bit concerned that 
a mile-and-an-eighth off the long layoff 
might be too much, the horse was train¬ 
ing really well, when that race came off 
the turf, we were looking for a good spot 
to come back and this seemed to make 
sense,” Fletcher said. ^‘We kicked around 
the idea of the Colonial Turf Cup but at 
a mile-and-three-sixteenths, we just didn’t 
feel hke that was the right move. We were 
fairly confident that he was training as well 
as he was last year when he won the Dixie 
and those races, and he possibly had a class 
edge. When he’s on his game, he’s a pretty 
solid horse.” 

Fletcher believes if it wasn’t for the 
recurring issues in his hind ankle, Hudson 
Steele could be a threat at the top of the 
turf division. 

‘‘He’s got a right hind ankle that he’s 
stopped on a few times for, he’s had a 
surgery or two on, we had to stop and let 
that heel up,” Fletcher said. “He’s got that 
type of ability, unfortunately that thing 
has held him up from getting into a steady 
campaign. He’s always had to stop and go.” 

He stopped and got the money at 
Colonial.

Northview PA gets jump 
on next year with El Padrino 



N orthview Stallion Station’s late spring 
announcement that graded stakes 
winner El Padrino would stand the 
2014 breeding season in Pennsylvania was 
somewhat unusual for the region, given 
the current breeding season was still in 
full swing. But Northview’s president and 
CEO Richard Golden and bloodstock 
manager Carl McEntee struck quickly to 
secure a hot new prospect they had been 
interested in for some time. 

A Grade 2 winner and Kenmcky 
Derby-Gl contender, El Padrino, by 
Pulpit, is the first foal out of the Giant’s 
Causeway mare Enchanted Rock and a 
half-brother to one of the top 3-year-olds 
of 2013, Grade 1-winning Verrazano. The 
4-year-old arrived at the Peach Bottom 
farm in June. Elis stud fee has yet to be 
announced. 

^When his owners decided to retire 
El Padrino (the announcement came in 
April), we were very interested in him 
and they gave us an opportunity to bid on 
him,” said Golden. ‘After we acquired him, 
Northview formed a 40-share El Padrino 
syndicate.” 

Thinking ahead was not an issue for 
breeders, and without much promotion 
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all the shares sold quickly. “It acmaUy has 
been much easier for us because he has 
been retired completely sound and early,” 
said Golden. “Northview only desired to 
sell 20 shares in El Padrino and those 20 
were sold within one week.” 

The flashy chesmut retires with a 
record of three wins, two seconds and 
a third from eight starts for earnings of 
$326,770. Trained by Todd Pletcher, El 
Padrino broke his maiden in New York in 
his second start at 2 and was stakes-placed 
that fall when third in the IVa-mile Remsen 
Stakes-G2. McEntee’s interest was piqued: 
“Obviously winning his maiden at Belmont 
by nearly 13 lengths puts any horse on your 
radar. Stepping up in class and finishing 
third beaten a length in the Remsen. . . 
and following that up with winning the 
Grade 2 Risen Star (at 3) beating Mark 
Valeski were some highlights of his career. 
With his pedigree, and physical I think he 
was on several farms’ wish list. Then to 
have the second foal from a young mare be 
Verra 2 ano, that reaffirmed our decision.” 

El Padrino’s second dam. Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Chic Shirine (by Mr. Prospector), pro¬ 
duced graded winners Waldoboro and Tara 
Roma, the latter the dam of Grade 1 win¬ 


ner Serra Lake and multiple graded winner 
Cappuchino and granddam of Coal Play. 
Other graded stakes winners found under 
his second dam are A1 Khah, Hungry 
Island, Somali Lemonade, Soaring Empire 
and Baraan. 

His third dam. Grade 1 winner Too 
Chic, produced Chic Shirine as her first 
foal, and champion handicap mare and 
three-time Grade 1 winner Queena (by 
Mr. Prospector) as her second. Queena is 
the dam of three stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Hollywood Derby-Gl winner and sire 
Brahms and graded stakes-winning juve¬ 
nile La Reina. 

“Physically he is a very impressive 
horse,” said McEntee. “He has a beautiful 
shoulder, as does his sire, and with great 
balance throughout. He is a very muscu¬ 
lar horse with an imposing presence. He 
stands a good 16 hands 2 and covers the 
ground very well with a big walk. His tem¬ 
perament is fantastic, he has settled into 
farm life easily. He’s the type of horse that 
takes everything in stride.” 

The decision to stand El Padrino 
in Pennsylvania was easy, according to 
Golden. “At the time that we purchased 
him, we had already added two stal- 
Hons to the Maryland roster. Orientate 
and Redeemed. The other factor was the 
uncertain fumre of Maryland’s racing and 
bonus strucmre. 

“Since then, with the (Maryland) Racing 
Commission’s and the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s new bonus struc¬ 
ture in place, Northview has started to look 
for another stallion or two for Maryland.” 

Operating the two largest farms in 
the region. Golden is beginning to see an 
upswing. “The 2013 breeding season was 
the biggest we have had in 25 years. We 
bred well over 700 mares and boarded 
more of our clients’ horses than ever. 

“I do see an upturn in the industry 
because of a few factors. With interest 
rates slowly rising, the bond market is not 
a safe haven anymore and people may just 
want to take more of a risk in something 
that they can hopefully enjoy. Additionally, 
both the Maryland and Pennsylvania 
breeding and racing programs going for¬ 
ward, provide the breeder and the owner 
a realistic oppormnity to make a profit.”

A month of stakes winners 
for New Jersey sire Don Six 


W ithin a span of three weeks in June, Patricia 
Genera 2 io's New Jersey-based sire Don Six 
was represented by his first two stakes winners. 
The duo of Don’s Peach and My Place Anytime - 5-year- 
old mares bred by Generazio from Don Six’s second 
crop-made their marks at Monmouth Park. 

Don’s Peach scored first in the Open Mind 
Handicap for New Jersey-bred fiUies and mares on 
June 2. On the lead within the first quarter mile, the 
dark bay mare zipped a half in :44.52, opened up by 2 
lengths at the top of the stretch and stayed on to win 
by three-quarters of a length while getting 6 furlongs 
in 1:09.68. 

Trainer Kathy Mongeon claimed Don’s Peach 
for Rising Sun Stable four starts back for $6,250 at 
Gulfstream Parkin February. After a second in a start¬ 
er allowance at Gulfstream in April, Don’s Peach won 
a Monmouth Park allowance in May, and followed up 
in the Open Mind. An earner of $138,998 from 22 
starts, she is the first stakes performer out of the win¬ 
ning Gold Legend mare Legendary Peach. 

My Place Anytime, claimed by Bruno Schickedanz 
for $5,000 at Monmouth Park last summer, became 
a stakes winner a little over a year later with her 
dominating performance in the Blue Sparkler June 
22. Dueling with odds-on favorite Silverette early. My 
Place Anytime shook clear as she hit the top of the 
stretch and drew off to win by 5^ lengths. Her final 
time for 6 furlongs was 1:09.96. 


Produced by Your Place 
Anytime (by Out of Place), My 
Place Anytime is a half-sister 
to the Grade 3-placed Cape 
Cod Canal and hfted her career 
earnings to $173,711 from 21 
starts. 

Generazio, a part-time resi¬ 
dent of Florida who also had 


a home in New Jersey for years, bred Don 
Six in the Sunshine State, and upon his 
retirement stood him there for two seasons 
before moving him to Greenfields Farm 
in Colts Neck, N.J., in 2008. The talented 
sprinter ran three seasons for his breeder, 
making 29 starts. Six of his 10 wins came 
in stakes, topped by Aqueduct’s Gravesend 
Handicap-G3, which he won gate-to-wire 
by while completing 6 furlongs in 1:08.97. 
He also captured Aqueduct’s Paumonok 
Handicap, Monmouth’s Longfellow Stakes, 
and the Vincent A. MoscareUi Memorial 
Handicap, Mo Bay and Floor Show stakes 
at Delaware Park. He placed in seven 
stakes, six graded, included the Grade 1 
Carter and Grade 2 General George handi¬ 
caps, the latter when second by a nose 
to Saratoga County. Don Six retired with 
earnings of $612,123. 

‘‘He was an athlete and a nice horse to 
be around,” said Generazio of the deci¬ 
sion to stand Don Six at stud. The son of 
Wild Escapade, described by Generazio as 
one of the most beautiful horses she has 
ever seen, is out of Concorde’s Beauty, a 
daughter of Concorde Bound. His half- 
sister Stacey Tracey is a stakes winner of 
$284,935. 

Bred primarily to Generazio’s mares, 
when standing in Florida and New Jersey, 
Don Six has sired 31 winners from 49 
starters in five crops (68 foals). Eight of his 
runners have earned in excess of $100,000, 
led by $207,320-earner Don’s Honour. He 
is also the sire of the stakes-placed Raging 
Six and Don Six’s Number. His average 
earnings per runner is nearly $46,000. Don 
Six stands as private treaty.

Cetewayo’s first stakes 
winner deiivers a charge 


M illionaire Cetewayo, a multiple 
Grade 1 winner who raced until 10, 
got his first stakes winner at Penn 
National June 22. 

Lightning Electric, a 6-year-old from 
Cetewayo’s second crop, rallied to victory 
under Julian Pimentel in the Smarty Jones 
HBPA Stakes at IVie miles on the turf. 
Facing nine rivals in the restricted test for 
horses sired in Pennsylvania, the chestnut 
gelding owned by Norman Lewis and 
trained by King T. Leatherbury overcame 
a slow start and an adventurous stretch run 
to win by a length. 

Lightning Electric was making his 
stakes debut after overcoming injuries 
which nearly ended his career. ‘We nursed 
him back to get him up to better and bet¬ 
ter levels this year,” said Lewis, who bred 
the gelding from his Blushing John mare 
Flamme Rouge. “Thafs why he’s gone from 
a $7,000 claimer to being a stakes winner. 

“There were no mrf races to enter 
him in when we were getting him fit and 
we gave him a 6-furlong race (a claimer at 
Pimlico in April) to help him along,” added 
Lewis. “Then he won the next one long (at 
F/i 6 miles), then he powered away going 


IVis miles on the turf at PimHco (June 8). 
King Leatherbury is a guy who runs horses 
where they belong at that point in time.” 

With only a third from five starts while 
racing at 3 and 4, Lightning Electric was 
not seen in a race from mid-February 2011 
to this past April. In five starts this year, he 
has three wins, a second and a fourth and 
has earned $69,240 of his hfetime $74,980. 

Cetewayo, trained primarily by Michael 
Dickinson, was prudently placed during his 
career of 37 starts spanning nine seasons. 
Bred and raced by Dr. John Chandler, 
Cetewayo was a winner in his only start at 
2, became a stakes winner at 4, and ran in 
many of the nation’s top turf races until 
his retirement. 

He won eight stakes, each at a different 
track, including Saratoga’s Grade 1 Sword 
Dancer Invitational Handicap at 4 and 
the Grade 1 Gulfstream Park Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap at 8, the latter the same 
year he set a course record in Arlington 
Park’s Stars and Stripes Breeders’ Cup 
Turf Handicap-G3. The record of 2:27.50 
for IVi miles still stands. 

Cetewayo finished second or third in 
eight stakes, seven graded, including two 


runnings of the Turf Classic Invitational 
Stakes-Gl at Belmont Park. He retired 
with 11 wins, five seconds and four thirds 
for earnings of $1,170,258. 

The son of leading sire His Majesty is 
one of nine stakes horses for his dam Aletta 
Maria. A daughter of champion Diesis 
(GB), Aletta Maria produced additional 
stakes winners Dynaforce ($1,086,649, 
Beverly D. S-Gl, Flower Bowl Invitational 
S-Gl, etc.). Bowman Mill ($457,142, 
Sky Classic H-G2, 2nd Hollywood Turf 
Cup-Gl, etc.) and Ntombi. Her s takes- 
placed daughter De Aar is the dam of 
$850,443-earner and multiple graded 
stakes winner Willcox Inn. 

Sire of the earners of nearly $1 million, 
Cetewayo had his first runners in 2008. 
His 17 winners also include sprint allow¬ 
ance winner Oh So Ghttery, an earner of 
$164,918. 

Standing his entire career at Judith 
Barrett’s Godstone Farm, now in Littles- 
town. Pa., Cetewayo, 19, remains at stud 
while hving with a cancerous growth on 
his jaw. “He remains in really good health, 
he is still feehng great and eating great, so 
Dr. Chandler elected to let him go along,” 
said Barrett. “We’U keep going with him as 
long as we can. He covers a few mares a 
year, and he’s acting so good he could go 
on for years.”

Code West wins war, extends 
Evans legacy with Grade 3 score 

C hurchill Downs’ Grade 3 Matt Winn for 3-year-olds on June 
15 came down to a stretch batde between favorite Code West 
and Uncaptured. Rosie Napravnik got every ounce out of 
Code West as he prevailed by a head, marking the first stakes win 
for the Virginia-bred trained by Bob Baffert. 

And the victory notched the latest success for the breeding 
program of the late Edward P. Evans’ Spring Hill Farm. 

“I stiU take a great sense of pride and sense of accomplishment 
in what we did there and what these horses go on to do,” said 
former Spring HiU manager Chris Baker, ‘d think everybody who 
was associated with the farm feels the same way.” 


A son of Lemon Drop Kid, Code West sold at the Keeneland 
September sale in the first phase of the famed breeder’s dispersal 
in 2011. Historically, Evans would keep half his yearling crop and 
offer the rest. The sales ring may not have been Code West’s des¬ 
tiny had circumstances been different. ‘‘He was a nice enough colt, 
well bred enough and a full to Charitable Man,” said Baker. “He 
was just as likely one we would have kept to race than sold.” 

Ben Glass spent $340,000 on behalf of owners Gary and Mary 
West for the bay ridghng, who came to the races at Del Mar in 
August 2012. He finished third in his debut to He’s Had Enough, 
then took three more tries to get to the winner’s circle, getting the 
job done in a 1 Lie-mile maiden special weight on the main track at 
Santa Anita in October. 

Code West left the West Coast early this year and in his stakes 
debut finished second in the Grade 2 Risen Star at Fair Grounds 
in February. He got his second career victory in the final race on 
Pimhco’s May 18 Preakness Day card, a 1 Lie-mile allowance as the 
3-10 favorite in the field of 12, scoring by QA lengths. Next came 
the trip to Churchill and his win in the 1 Lie-mile Matt Winn. From 
10 starts. Code West has three wins, four seconds, two thirds and 
earnings of $260,476. 

He is the third stakes performer for his dam Charitabledonation, 
and is a much different type than Charitable Man, who won the 
Fumrity Stakes-G2 at Belmont at 2 and the Peter Pan Stakes-G2 
at 3. “Charitable Man was more short-coupled, compact and mus¬ 
cular. Code West was always lanky, long-barreled, scopy—both are 
correct and attractive, but different types,” said Baker, who can 
instantly recall details from multiple generations at the farm in 
Virginia. “I remember Charitabledonation’s mother. In the Will, 
and I remember (Charitabledonation) racing, and when she came 
back from winning her stakes (Gulfstream Park’s 2002 Christmas 
Past) and every foal she had. A homebred operation that had been 
around so many years. . . you get so famiHar with those families.”

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

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Sagamore filly shines 
for McPeek at yearling show

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The champion, a daughter of Macho Uno and the Milwaukee Brew mare Dicey D J, gave owner/breeder 
Sagamore Farm its first MHBA yearling show crown since 1967. 


Ok . .. Good bal.. . Bone ... Yes ... Al- 
most flipped . . . Dark Mirage . . . Swisher . . . 
Loose ... Too heavy . .. Nice filly ... See Again 
... Great hip ... Energy... Will be fast... Beau¬ 
ty Queen ... Sexy . .. 

So went the comments, scrawled in black ink 
with an orange pen, on trainer Ken McPeek's 
yellow legal pad at the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's 79th annual yearling show at 
the Timonium Fairgrounds June 30. McPeek, 
another in a long line of distinguished judges 


at the show, saw 65 yearlings over the course 
of the day, took copious notes (there were other 
circles and stars and scribbles) and enjoyed ev¬ 
ery minute of it. 

"I had no clue what to expect, but I love 
looking at yearlings and there were a lot of nice 
yearlings here," said McPeek, buyer of such 
standouts as two-time Horse of the Year Curlin 
at auction. 

Once the judging began, McPeek followed 
a plan. The yearlings circled the ring at a walk. 












and came forward one at a 
time to the center. With no de¬ 
tails other than foaling date, 
McPeek looked at each horse 
from the side, watched each 
walk away and back, then 
from the side again. 

''Some horses are automat¬ 
ically yes and some of them 
are automatically no," he said. 
"I don't leave a horse standing 
there long. To me it's pretty 
clear. It's a matter of narrow¬ 
ing horses down. I prefer to 
look at the pedigrees because 
it lets me get an idea what I'm 
looking at but that's OK. It's 
still about bodies. You don't 
need a page to look." 

McPeek found his champi¬ 
on in the day's final class, for 
fillies conceived in states oth¬ 
er than Maryland. The gray/ 
roan daughter of Macho Uno 
represented owner/breeder 
Sagamore Farm and caught 
the judge's eye from the start. 

"She's a beauty," he said. 
"She had presence, she had 
size, she had substance, she 
had reach. That's a good filly, 
but there were a half-dozen or 
more other ones in there that I 
would love have in my barn." 

The champion is a daugh¬ 
ter of Maryland-bred Dicey 
D J, a Milwaukee Brew mare 
who won three races including 
the 2008 Hookedonthefeelin 
Stakes at Pimlico. The Febru¬ 
ary foal owned the ring for 
Class IV and the champion¬ 
ship call-back. 

"She's a really nice big fil¬ 
ly," said Sagamore's Debbie 
Moorefield, who brought two 
fillies to the show. "She's go¬ 
ing to just get better as she gets 
older. She handled the whole 
day, which they don't always 
do. We brought two nice fillies 
and thought maybe they'd get 
ribbons, but to win the whole 
thing, no we didn't think like 
that. I've done this tons of 
times, but I've never won the 
grand championship. I had 
chills the whole time she was 
out there." 

The winner was Saga¬ 
more's eighth champion, and 
first since Kevin Plank took 
over ownership of the storied 
Maryland farm. For Alfred 
Vanderbilt, Sagamore won 
seven grand championships 
(the last in 1967).

''He's just a well-balanced, 
correct, good-boned colt," Sil¬ 
verman said. "He's got a beau¬ 
tiful eye and he's just a really 
nice horse. Anybody can pick 
out that kind." 

Everybody will have the 
opportunity in October, when 
the reserve champion will be 
part of Fasig-Tipton's Eastern 
Fall Yearling Sale. His dam 
Sultry Rendevous has pro¬ 
duced winners Annapolis, 
Congresionalaffair and Re¬ 
lentless Move. 

Perennial yearling show 
contenders Katy Voss and 
Bob Manfuso won Class II, 
colts and geldings conceived 
outside Maryland, and Class 
III, fillies conceived in Mary¬ 
land, to take a blue ribbon for 
the sixth consecutive year. In 
the former, a chestnut son of 
Dunkirk and the Tiznow mare 
Tizabird bounced his way to 
the victory. With the accura¬ 
cy of a Chris Tillman fastball, 
the colt kicked a fly spray 
bottle off a fence post to start 
his class. In the champion¬ 
ship round, the colt briefly 
got loose but was businesslike 
when it mattered-catching 
McPeek's eye and giving Voss 
and Manfuso some confidence 
for the future. 

"It's a good thing to do," 
said Voss, co-breeder of the 
colt with Manfuso, of the 
show. "They've been walk¬ 
ing, standing, going through 
our sales prep but it's not like 
this." 

Manfuso bred the Class III 
winner solo and the bay filly 
towered over her rivals with 
a graceful walk and a mature 
look. The March foal, by Rock 
Slide out of the Pleasant Tap 
mare Waltz, could be destined 
for a sales ring this fall too. 

"It's kind of like going to 
grade school, particularly if 
you're going to take them to 
the sale," he said.

of a sudden given them an ex¬ 
perience that they've never 
had. They see that many 
horses, see a few people; 
they're walking in, walking 
around, having to stand. I 
think sometimes people miss 
the opportunity. You can see it 
at the sale. The ones that have 


done something like this han¬ 
dle the sale better." 

Each class winner earned 
$500 with another $1,000 bo¬ 
nus to the grand champion 
and $500 to the reserve. Out¬ 
flanker earned the $1,000 prize 
and a leg on the Northview 
Stallion Station Challenge Tro¬ 


phy as the top Maryland sire 
at the show (with the reserve 
champion and two other rib¬ 
bon winners). In addition, the 
exhibitor of every yearling in 
the show is eligible for $40,000 
in premiums based on race¬ 
track earnings at ages 2 and 3. 


The money is a lure, but 
so is the tradition of a show 
dating to 1932 and featuring 
an honor roll of past judges, 
including legends such as 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons in the

Report from the 
— University of Maryland — 

On Summer Break

T he slower days of sum¬ 
mer have finally arrived at 
the University of Maryland 
now that the spring semester 
has drawn to a close. Day¬ 
light Lassie and her colt (barn 
name: Rebel) and Amazin and 
her filly (barn name: Tessie, 
short for Testudo) are lazily 
grazing at our Equine Rota¬ 
tional Grazing Demonstration 
site in Ellicott City. The five- 
acre pasture system with its 
four pastures, two paddocks, 
and stone loafing area sits 
atop a hill on the edge of the 
900-acre farm with woods to 
one side. It's a nice quiet area 
where the mares and foals can 
enjoy the northwest breeze 
while observing the day-to- 
day activity of the dairy, crop¬ 
ping and organic research 
plots. It's a far cry from the 
hustle and bustle of the 4-acre 
campus farm in the middle of 
a developing urban campus 


where the foals were first in¬ 
troduced to life. No matter, 
they thrived in both places 
with the steady mothering of 
their superb dams and the ex¬ 
cellent care from the students 
and staff. 

Things are quiet now, but 
we certainly ended with a 
busy spring. The birth of the 
foals on-campus brought an 
incredible amount of joy, spirit 
and energy to the university. 

Thousands of people par¬ 
ticipated in the contest to 
name the foals for Jockey Club 
registration. Rebel is now of¬ 
ficially known as Diamond- 
back Fire, which sends a nod 
to the shell of our terrapin 
mascot and to the student-run 
newspaper. The Diamondback, 
as well as to his sire, Friesan 
Fire. Diamondback Fire is a 
tall, well balanced, and pow¬ 
erful chestnut colt who ooz¬ 
es character and mischief.

Tessie, the spitting image of 
her dam, Amazin, was aptly 
named Amazin Terp. She's 
sure to grow into a larger and 
more muscular frame like her 
sire Cherokee's Boy, but for 
now, she's all filly. Both foals 
and their student caretakers 
were instant celebrities and 
appeared on television and 
the Internet, including the 
University of Maryland's Terp 
Vision 10: Fearless Foaling 
segment, which can be found 
on youtube.com. 

So far, re-breeding has 
proved successful. Daylight 
Lassie was shipped to Mer- 
ryland Farm to be bred back 
to Friesan Fire. With no teas¬ 
er, we were going on ovarian 
follicle size alone. No matter, 
the Pons family and staff are 
the best at what they do. After 
the second trip, she was con¬ 
firmed in foal May 17. 

Amazin was shipped a 
short ride to Shamrock Farm 
in Woodbine to be bred to Ni- 
canor under the guidance of 
Jim Steele. 

Amazin was bred twice on 
that trip and confirmed preg¬ 
nant a few weeks later. Twins 
were a concern as they always 
are, but only one healthy fetus 
was observed by our veter¬ 
inarian Dr. Michael Tanner. 
Unfortunately, the pregnancy 


check in early July revealed 
that Amazin is not in foal. 

We hope to expand gradu¬ 
ally in the next few years and 
with only one mare in foal 
for next year, the program is 
urgently seeking two in-foal 
mares to be donated in the 
fall. That way we can have 
three pregnant mares for our 
students to foal out during 
our equine reproduction class 
in the spring. 

As for the fall, the plan is to 
wean the foals in late summer 
and then send Diamondback 
Fire and Amazin Terp back to 
campus as weanlings for the 
students in the behavior and 
training class to perform train¬ 
ing and sales preparation. To 
be fair, our summer students 
have already been groom¬ 
ing, fly spraying, and leading 
them daily so the students in 
the fall should have an easier 
time of it. 

We are aiming to send both 
weanlings through the Fasig 
Tipton December Mixed Sale 
with all proceeds going back 
into the breeding program. 

Visits to the mares and 
foals are possible if attend¬ 
ing our pasture management 
training sessions. Our equine 
rotational grazing website has 
a schedule and more details 
(www.ansc.umd.edu/ERG). ^

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Assemblyman Dancer proposes 
instant racing legislation 


A iming to spark interest and generate new 

revenue for horse racing and casino gaming, 
Assemblyman Ronald S. Dancer has proposed 
bringing instant racing wagering to New Jersey. 

Instant racing permits patrons to bet on 
previously run races randomly selected from a video 
bank on special machines installed at casinos or track 
facilities. Bettors would see statistics for the horses 
without any name or other identifying information 
until after the wagering window has closed. 

"Both racetrack and casino patrons want action 
and instant racing will attract new interest in 
horse racing and gaming,” said Dancer, R-Ocean, 
Burlington, Middlesex and Monmouth. "Blending 
historic races with the latest technology will put New 
Jersey on the cutting-edge of the next generation of 
gaming.” 

DanceFs proposal, A-4132, would permit instant 
racing at racetracks, off-track wagering facilities and 
casinos. Any casino interested in the technology 


would be permitted to negotiate a partnership and 
share revenue with a racing facility. 

"We have begun a new era of cooperation between 
horsemen and casinos,” Dancer said. "These two 
industries, which have been important parts of New 
Jersey’s heritage and economy, can find innovative 
ways that will benefit the bottom lines of both.” 

Kentucky, one of the first states to take advantage 
of this cutting-edge method of energizing interest 
in horse racing, has generated $356 million in little 
more than a year. In June, Oregon became the fifth 
state to allow instant racing. 

"We can increase revenue for casinos, horse tracks 
and the state, while exposing a new generation of 
fans to the excitement of horse racing,” Dancer said. 
"The innovative electronic instant racing machines 
are attracting younger, video-oriented people to the 
sport.” 

The proposal has bipartisan support from 
Assembly Regulatory and Gaming Committee vice 
chairman John Burzichelli, D-Gloucester. 


Millionaire Who’s 

O ne of the more popular New Jersey-breds, 
Who’s the Cowboy, has been retired 
after running his last race June 22. The 
millionaire will return home to his birthplace 
at Sleeter Farm in Clementon. A foal of2002 by 
Intensity—Image’s Image, by Better Arbiter, Who’s 
the Cowboy was bred by Carolyn Sleeter and was 
owned for the majority of his 88 starts by Gerald 
Sleeter and trained by Kevin Sleeter. 

Who’s the Cowboy started his career in the fourth 
race at Monmouth Park, July 15, 2004, against 
another New Jersey-bred future millionaire making 
his first start. Park Avenue Ball. The latter won that 
state-bred maiden special weight by 5 lengths and 


the Cowboy retired 

who’s the Cowboy finished second by another 4 
lengths. Both horses went on to become multiple 
stakes winners. 

Who’s the Cowboy earned his first black type 
at age 3 when winning the Rumson Stakes. He 
went on to win seven additional stakes, including a 
memorable run of four consecutive wins as a 4-year- 
old-the Colts Neck Handicap, Teddy Drone Stakes, 
Icecapade Stakes and Friendly Lover Handicap. 

"We are happy to have him home,” said Carolyn 
Sleeter. "He was great to us and we owe it to him to 
bring him back to where he was born and raised. He

always enjoyed his time at our farm during the winter 
months when he was not racing, and it is going to 
be a pleasure for the entire family to see him outside 
grazing in the paddock.” 


Who’s the Cowboy finished his career with 
20 wins in 88 starts, won or placed in stakes six 
consecutive years, and earned $1,138,867, the fifth 
highest for a New Jersey-bred. 


Richiefromshoprite scores in Dan Horn 

J oel Kligman’s Richiefromshoprite took the lead 
early and never looked back when going wire-to- 
wire in the $60,000 Dan Horn Handicap June 
16. The win marked the 55th consecutive year that 
Kligman has won at least one race at Monmouth 
Park. Richiefromshoprite was bred by Kligman and 
Karen Jennings. 

Trained by Stacy Machiz, Richiefromshoprite 
covered the mile over firm turf in 1:35.50. Hop Skip 
and Away, winner of the John J. Reilly Handicap two 
weeks earlier, rallied for second in the field of 14, and 
Fine Friends was moved up to the third spot after 
Javerre was disqualified for interference in the stretch. 

"He broke really sharp coming out of the 
6-furlong race,” said winning jockey Gabriel Saez. 
"When they break that sharp, I just let them do 
whatever is comfortable. I didn’t want to take him 
back after he broke that well. He was just on cruise 
control the whole way around there.” 

A son of New Jersey stallion Iron Deputy out of 
Indian Boot’s, by Indian Charlie, Richiefromshoprite 
has won five of his 23 starts with career earnings of 
$207,598. 



Hop Skip and Away captures John J. Reilly 



I n a move that surprised even his trainer. 

Hop Skip and Away took command early 
in Monmouth Park’s $60,000 John J. Reilly 
Handicap June 1 and never looked back, cruising to a 
2%-length score. 

"When I saw him on the lead, I was screaming 
What are you doing?’” said conditioner Joe Pierce Jr., 
who owns the 8-year-old gelding in partnership with 
Henry C.B. Lindh. "I told Pedro (jockey Cotto) in 
the paddock to use his judgment, but I didn’t expect 
that. Pedro’s judgment sure worked out, though. 
Obviously I’m surprised by the way he won, but 
not that he won. Pedro’s riding as good as he’s ever 
ridden and when you have confidence like he does 
right now, things just go your way.” 

In his previous 56 starts. Hop Skip and Away 
had never been in front through the first quarter- 
mile. The traditional closer, who had won nine races 
coming from the off pace, was first through a quarter 
in :22.20 and went the half in :44.66. He reported 



























home in 1:09.81 for 6 furlongs over a fast main track 
to record his second stakes win. 

"I didn’t want to be so far back,” said the winning 
jockey. “I didn’t expect to be on the lead, though. 
Once we were in front I tried to slow it down as much 
as possible. In the stretch, he just pulled away.” 

A gelded son of Gold Fever from the Gulch mare 
Wingspread bred by Janet Laszlo, Hop Skip and Away 


came back on June 15 to finish second in the Dan 
Horn Handicap. He now has accrued $619,943 in 58 
starts, with 10 wins, 13 seconds and 12 thirds. He has 
won or placed in a dozen stakes. 

The 2013 Reilly was Hop Skip and Awa/s fourth 
try in the sprint staple for New Jersey-bred colts and 
geldings. He ran third in 2010 and 2011 before a 
runner-up finish last year. 


Don’s Peach wins first stakes in Open Mind 


R ising Sun Stable’s Don’s Peach went wire 
to wire to win the $61,800 Open Mind 
Handicap for New Jersey-bred fillies and 
mares at Monmouth Park June 2, earning her first 
career stakes win and becoming the first stakes 
winner for her New Jersey-based sire Don Six. 

Bred by Patricia Generazio out of the Gold 
Legend mare Legendary Peach, Don’s Peach had been 
claimed by her current owner for $6,250 in February 
at Gulfstream Park. She has been first or second in 
her three starts since for trainer Kathy Mongeon. 

In the Open Mind, the dark bay mare took the lead 
shortly after the break and never relinquished it 
as she held off a late run from 1-2 favorite Geeky 
Gorgeous and completed 6 furlongs in 1:09.68. Little 
Stitch was third. 

'It’s a dream come true,” said Mongeon of 
winning a stakes with a claimer. ''You see everybody 
else do it. It feels good to do it ourselves.” 

Don’s Peach, now 5, has won five- of her 22 starts 
and has earnings of $138,998. She is 5-3-1-0 in 2013.

HORSE RACING AND THE YOUTH: 
SECURING THE FUTURE PART II 

by Brooke Ketron 


In last month’s newsletter, we dis¬ 
cussed the decreasing numbers of 
young people both interested and in¬ 
volved in horse racing. Several possible 
causes, like lack of focused marketing, 
were explored. 

The sun hangs low over the horizon and the 
bugle sounds for the horses to make their way to 
the track. Young adults fill the infield at Pimlico; 
for many it is their first time at a horse race. After 
a long day of friends, concerts, and learning the 
nuances of betting, they maneuver for a chance to 
watch the Preakness runners spring from the gate. 
As the horses thunder down the stretch, the crowd 
roars as the Derby winner surges to the front of the 
pack. Suddenly, a day that was all about having 
fun with friends turns into a chance to uAtness his¬ 
tory, and as the horses fiash by the finish, new fans 
find themselves hooked on the thrill of horse racing. 

I nfieldFest on Preakness Day in Maryland 
brings large amounts of young people to 
the track. By providing several sources of en¬ 
tertainment like concerts, food, and wagering 
it gives first time race-goers an opportunity 
to expose themselves to racing in a familiar 
festival-like atmosphere. 

Despite national declining numbers of 
young people attending racetracks, many 
racing industry professionals and fans view 
events like InfieldFest as a promising step in 
the right direction. 

“Pimlico realized the younger people 
were the ones coming to the infield, and they 
revamped how the infield is run, the events. 


and everything about it the past few years,” 
says David May, CEO ofThorostat.com. 

Like Pimlico, tracks everywhere pro¬ 
mote days of racing that draw big crowds. 
Churchill Downs is never busier than on 
Kentucky Derby Day, Laurel Park with 
Maryland Million, Parx Racing with the 
Pennsylvania Derby, and the Breeders’ Cup 
is always a main attraction at the tracks that 
play its host. 

One day out of the year will not solve the 
problem, but it provides good indications of 
what effectively attracts strong youth num¬ 
bers. In fact, many believe a few well-market¬ 
ed ideas can help secure future fans. 

“I think it needs to be sold as an enter¬ 
tainment product,” says Mark Hennig, a New 
York-based trainer. “Most everyone loves 
horses, but getting the product in front of 
them is key.” 

Many tracks have taken to Twitter and 
other social media outlets to garner a young 
following. Parx Racing actively provides 
horse racing trivia contests on its Facebook 
page, giving fans an opportunity to submit an 
answer to win a prize. 

Yet, some say social media would be best 
used to promote and encourage events that 
bring followers directly to the track. A com¬ 
mon idea from fans and professionals suggests 
that tracks offer college night, ladies night or 
other similar events to attract a young audi¬ 
ence. 

“Make it a specific day of the week-have 
night racing to draw the younger people 








out ” suggests May, “Have music, give¬ 
aways, drink specials, food specials and 
whatever else it will take to draw young 
people out.” 

An increase in young race atten¬ 
dants does not come without problems. 
Many are inexperienced horseplayers 
and can often become frustrated with 
learning the ins and outs of simple 
handicapping. 

A quick solution to ease the confu¬ 
sion is to offer brief seminars by expe¬ 
rienced handicappers between races. By 
developing the learning tools for suc¬ 
cess in wagering, it increases the likeli¬ 
hood for new fans to revisit the track. 

Attendance and wagering handles 
are not the only factors to benefit from 
increased youth participation. Horse 
racing is nothing without its horsemen 
and women. Trainers, breeders, owners, 
jockeys, grooms, etc. are the foundation 
of a viable future for horse racing. 


A high volume of young people ex¬ 
posed to the track creates opportunities 
for new individuals to enter the racing 
business. 

Measures are being taken to of^ 
fer positions to young people in the 
Thoroughbred industry. The Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Association (KTA) took 
interest and sponsored the Vision 20/20 
initiative. 

“Vision 20/20 is a group of those 
under 40 who are interested in ca¬ 
reers or leadership positions within the 
Thoroughbred business,” explains Me¬ 
lissa Nolan, KTA Marketing Director. 

Additionally, the Americas Best 
Racing Ambassador s Tour kicked off in 
March. The bus tour aims to increase 
youth interest and makes stops in high 
traffic locations around the nation, like 
college campuses, to attract young peo¬ 
ple to the excitement of live racing. 

“I’ve always thought bus trips and 
tours would be a great idea to get new 


people interested in racing, not just as 
spectators but as owners and breeders,” 
comments Barbara Bickline, owner of 
Xanthus Farms. She also emphasizes it 
as a great way to create new clientele 
and partnerships. 

With a focused, active marketing 
strategy, horse racing can outshine the 
enticing lights of nightclubs, casinos 
and other sporting events 

After all, no other sport boasts the 
title of “Sport of Kings” or offers the 
fastest two minutes in sports. When giv¬ 
en the opportunity, horse racing truly 
sells itself. “It gets in your blood,” ex¬ 
plains Hennig. 

It can be just that simple. Offering 
incentives and the resources for suc¬ 
cess as bait can stir the interest of young 
people and get them to bite. Once 
they are at the track, the horses will do 
the rest, hooking new fans and reeling 
them in with every stride.

Local trainers find 
success at ‘their’ track 


T he leaderboards for the 2013 
meet at Colonial Downs 
have been littered with successes 
by local trainers, including a tri- 
fecta of three women who are, in 
the words of Hanover-based Tara 
Terrace, “going out there and 
kicking their butts.” 

Terrace, along with Ashland- 
based Stephanie Nixon and 
Karen Godsey, has produced an 
impressive strike rate for the meet, 
running small numbers in the 
right spots. Through June, Terrace 
was winning at 44 percent, with 
four wins from nine starts. Nixon 
and Godsey boast similar figures. 
From 16 starts, Godsey s horses 
had finished in the top three eight 
times, with three wins; Nixons 
runners had won two of nine. 
Each had at least $50,000 in purse 
earnings. 

For all three, the feeling 
of bringing a Virginia-bred to 
Colonial and succeeding is the 
satisfaction of winning a high 
school home game. 

“I teU people, of course I love 
when Virginia has the big races 
that the Bafferts and the Lukases 
have horses running in and the 
big riders come in, because the 
non-horse person recognizes 
those names,” Nixon said. “But 
when the Virginia people do 
good, like Karen, that to me 
means more than the big guys 
and ladies coming down and 
doing well. Fm really proud of 
all the Virginia people that have 
done well this summer.” 

In the tight-knit racing 
community of Virginia, no one 
underestimates the value of the 
network. 

“Its awesome,” Terrace said. 
“Karen has been really good to 
me, Stephanie s been really good. 


They’re just great people. If you 
ever needed anything, they’re a 
phone call away. Everyone really 
supports each other around here.” 

Godsey agreed, and likes the 
chance to compete at home. 

“Here, my husband comes to 
all the races, my mom, my dad, 
friends,” she said. “Every time you 
go in the winner’s circle, you have 
a huge group of people there to 
support you. You go to Charles 
Town or Maryland, it’s just you 
and your groom.” 

Nixon, who keeps 10 stalls 
at Colonial, cited a few new 
Virginia clients as the reason 
behind her success. Terrace and 
Godsey both run off the farm, 
with Godsey keeping 20 rotating 
stalls at Colonial and Terrace 
shipping in from her Hanover 
facility, 25 minutes away. Both 
pointed to the farm element as a 
reason behind their success. 

“Every year, I always get a 
bunch of first-time starters, a 
bunch of babies, a bunch of leg- 
ups coming back from injuries,” 
Godsey said. “This year I have one 
first-time starter and everybody 
else was relatively sound and just 
coming off a vacation and ready 
to run.” 

“I tried to run off the 
racetrack, but it’s a lot of money 
going out, and the horses are 
happier to run off the farm,” 
Terrace said. “It’s relaxing for 
them, they enjoy their turnout.” 

Terrace keeps a stallion of her 
own named H C Express (a son 
of Not For Love) and a small 
band of broodmares. She is almost 
reluctant to talk about what it 
means to bring her homebreds to 
Colonial. She drops in words like 
heart and luck when she refers to 
the success of her small band. 


“I’m not good with words, 
but it’s a great feeling to have 
horses from your own mare and 
your own stallion. You wait so 
long, you have to wait three or 
four years until they’re ready to 
do anything, and all the time and 
the hard work you put into them, 
when they run well for you —it’s 
just great,” Terrace said. 

For Godsey, it’s the satisfaction 
of getting her name on the 
leaderboard. 


“When you’re a farm trainer, 
you don’t ever get the credit, 
normally,” Godsey explained. 
“We get the horses pretty far at 
the farm, we can get them pretty 
much race fit coming out of the 
gate, and you ship them off and 
three weeks later, somebody else 
is winning with them. It’s nice to 
be down here, because you get 
some of the fruits of your labor.” 


TRF benefit a success 


O n June 29, Colonial Downs 
and the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation James 
River Second Chances Program 
partnered to put on the “Mr. 
TRF” Second Chance Stakes and 
raise awareness and funding for the 
program. The evening included 
final voting for Mr. TRF, a silent 
auction and a 50/50 drawing to 
benefit James River’s Barn 4 herd. 
The TRF took in $2,500 in online 
donations and at the track, enough 
to care for one horse in the herd 
for a full year. 

In Goochland County, the 
TRF James River Second Chances 
program is one of 10 TRF correc¬ 
tional facility-based programs in 
the country that exchange equine 
care for vocational training for 
non-violent offenders. TRF at 
James River was established in 
2007 and has cared for 56 horses. 
The program focuses on reha¬ 
bilitating and retraining horses 
for adoption, and has successfully 
re-homed 29 horses since 2007. 
Second Chances also provides 
Groom Elite certification as part 
of its stable management voca¬ 
tional training for inmates. More 
than 50 men have participated in 
the program and several have gone 
on to build careers as farriers and 
stable management personnel. 


Anne Tucker, president of the 
TRF at James River, pointed to 
the importance of that $2,500. 

“We can not only support one 
of our horses for a year on the 
money raised, but that horse will 
train two men in the Groom Elite 
curriculum,” she said. 

After thousands of online fan 
votes based on the horses’ person¬ 
alities, handlers and race records, 
three horses traveled to Colonial 
Downs for the final voting on Mr. 
TRF. At the track. Atlas Shrugged, 
Multiple Choice and Dr. Charlie 
paraded for fans as part of a Ladies 
Night hosted by TRF “celebrity” 
Covert Action. Covert Action is 
known by his fans as a great- 
grandson of Secretariat and fre¬ 
quently travels to TRF events to 
raise awareness. Multiple Choice 
emerged the winner, parading 
out to Maroon 5’s “Moves Like 
Jagger” 

“We always enjoy the oppor¬ 
tunity to partner with the 
Thoroughbred Retirement Center 
at James River,” said Darrell Wood, 
director of marketing at Colonial 
Downs. “The ‘Mr. TRF’ Second 
Chance Stakes offered a fun and 
engaging way for fans to partici¬ 
pate online in advance of the pro¬ 
motion itself and at the track that 
night by voting for their favorite.”

T he Virginia HBPA, Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association 
and Colonial Downs sponsored 
their ninth annual golf tour¬ 
nament to benefit Shannon 
Campbell and the national 
Disabled Jockeys’ Fund. Each year 
owners, trainers, and friends of 


Virginia racing come out during 
the Colonial Downs meet for 
a round of golf to raise money 
for permanently disabled jockeys. 
This summer’s tournament was at 
the Brickshire golf course next 
door to the racetrack. Forty play¬ 
ers competed for prizes and brag¬ 


ging rights in weather conditions 
that varied from unseasonably 
mild to monsoon-like. 

Almost $6,000 was raised, all 
of which goes for living and 
medical expenses of disabled 
jockeys throughout the United 
States. Virginia native Campbell 


rode at Colonial Downs and was 
paralyzed from the waist down in 
a race mishap at Charles Town. 
She is one of more than 50 
jockeys in the country who are 
permanently disabled.

badly as his favorite mount. 

"When I came to the top of the 
stretch I knew how tough it would 
be to run down Jax and Jill.

I steered 
the big girl out for clear sailing and 
it was like she glanced back at me 
and said, 'Hold on Matt, I got this.' 
With her ears laid back flat on her 


head Allen was miraculously up in 
time."

Saratoga and Steeplechase Racing: 
A Long-Running 'R’adition at the Spa

Saratoga Race Course will mark its sesquicen- 
tennial on Aug. 3, commemorating the inaugural 
three-day race meet in 1863. Steeplechasing has 
been a part of Saratoga’s rich history from its 
first days, dating no later than the first Saratoga 
Association meeting a year later. 

On the final day of the 1864 race meet on the 
current race course site, Garryowen won a $500 
steeplechase race. 

One of the oldest Saratoga steeplechase races 
with an extensive history was the Beverwyck 
Steeplechase Handicap, first run in 1897. (Bev¬ 
erwyck was the Dutch name for capital city 
Albany, and the horse Beverwyck won Sara¬ 
toga’s North American Handicap Steeplechase 
in 1884.) The Beverwyck and North American 
were followed by the Shillelah Steeplechase in 
1902 and the Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap 
in 1906. 

One of the stars of the World War I era was 
Weldship, a gelding by Seahorse II and out of 
the mare Moon Daisy. He won the Beverwyck 
in 1915 and 1916 after finishing second in the 
previous two years. He returned in 1917 to finish 
third. Weldship also won the Saratoga Steeple¬ 
chase in 1915 and the Shillelah in 1916. He truly 
was a horse for Saratoga’s steeplechase course. 

The Saratoga races also were attracting some 
of the sport’s premier riders from that long-ago 
era. Among the jockeys riding at Saratoga were 
J. Dallet “Dolly” Byers, Rigan McKinney, and 
Robert H. “Specs” Crawford, all members of the 
Hall of Fame at the National Museum of Racing. 

World War II had a dramatic effect on New 
York racing, and the major Saratoga fixtures 
were transferred to Belmont Park beginning in 
1943 to comply with wartime travel restrictions. 
At Saratoga and its temporary location, the jump 
races featured the enormously talented Elkridge, 
whose long, distinguished career earned him a 
place in the Hall of Fame. At age four in 1942, he 
won the North American Steeplechase Handicap 
and finished second in the Saratoga Steeplechase 
at Saratoga. 

He won the North American Steeplechase in 
1943 and the Saratoga Steeplechase and Shille¬ 


lah in 1944 at Behnont. He returned to Saratoga 
Race Course to win the North American in 1946, 
and two years later at age ten he won both the 
Shillelah and the North American Steeplechase 
Handicap within one week. At age 12 in 1950, 
he won the Saratoga Steeplechase for a second 
time. The sport’s champion in 1942 and 1946, 
he was inducted into the Hall of Fame in 1966. 

The New York sport began to change in the 
1950s, with the Greater New York Association 
(later NYRA) consolidating the state’s major 
racing facilities in 1955. That year marked the 
final running of the Shillelah, and the North 
American Steeplechase concluded its long run 
in 1961. The Beverwyck endured to 1967, and 
the Saratoga Steeplechase remained on the 
schedule until 1970. 

The advent of off-track betting limited 
jump racing at Aqueduct and Belmont, but 
steeplechasing maintained a strong presemce 


at Saratoga. The transfer of the New York 
Turf Writers Cup to Saratoga in 1975 marked 
the beginning of a new and exciting era in the 
sport’s Saratoga connection. The winner of 
the 1975 New York Turf Writers was Life’s 
Illusion, the Mystic II filly bred and owned by 
Virginia Guest. Trained by Paul Font, Life’s Il¬ 
lusion was that year’s steeplechase champion, 
and the National Steeplechase Association’s 
filly and mare championship is named for her. 

The following three editions were won 
by Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Happy Intellectual, 
trained by Hall of Fame member D. Michael 
“Mikey” Smithwick. In subsequent years, the 
New York Turf Writers was won by three Hall 
of Fame horses. Zaccio won in 1980 and 1982 
for Hall of Fame trainer W. Burling Cocks, 
and Flatterer won in 1984 for Hall of Fame 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. Lonesome Glory 
took home the trophy in 1995. 
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Steeplechase champions McDynamo and Tus- 
calee will be inducted into the National Museum 
of Racing and Hall of Fame on Friday, Aug. 9, 
and they will be accompanied by two esteemed 
sportsmen—August Belmont II and Paul Mel¬ 
lon—^who were selected as the inaugural Pillars 
of the Turf inductees. Both renowned owners 
and breeders have important connections to 
steeplechase racing. 

Also to be inducted into the Hall of Fame 
are jockey Calvin Borel and champions 
Housebuster, Invasor, and Lure. The induction 
ceremony will be held at the Fasig-Tipton sales 
pavilion at 10:30 a.m. and is open to the public 
at no charge. 

August Belmont II, bom in 1853, joined the 
family banking business of his father, August 
Belmont, and took over August Belmont & Co. 
upon his father’s death in 1890. He bought seven 
of his father’s mares at a dispersal auction and 
continued his father’s practice of raising horses 
at Nursery Stud in Kentucky. Belmont II bred 
more than 100 stakes winners, including the 
legendary Man o’ War. 

Concerned about the direction of racing, he 
was one of the founders of The Jockey Club in 
1894 and served as its chairman from 1895 until 
his death in 1924. He was a founding member of 
the National Steeplechase Association in 1895. 

Paul Mellon, the son of banker and U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Andrew Mellon, was bom 
in Pittsburgh in 1907. He graduated from Yale 
University in 1929 and worked for a while for

Mellon Bank. He began his involvement with 
steeplechase racing in the 1930s under the ban¬ 
ner of Rokeby Stable, and during World War II 
received four Bronze Stars for his service with 
the U.S. Army’s Office of Strategic Services 
in Europe. 

He resumed his involvement with steeple¬ 
chase racing after the war while based in Up- 
perville, Va. Rokeby was the fourth-leading 
owner by purse earnings in 1947 and was the 
sport’s leaing owner the following year, when 
his American Way was the steeplechase cham¬ 
pion. Mellon continued as an active steeplechase 
owner into the late1970s. 

In the 1940s, Mellon became actively in¬ 
volved in flat racing and breeding. In all, his 
horses earned more than $ 30-million, and he 
was voted Eclipse Awards as champion breeder 
in 1971 and 1986. 

Among his many exceptional mnners, Mel¬ 
lon campaigned Hall of Fame members Arts 
and Letters and Fort Marcy. Other standouts 
included Kentucky Derby (Gr. 1) and Travers 
Stakes (Gr. 1) winner Sea Hero, Behnont Stakes 
(Gr. 1) winner Quadrangle, and champions Key

to the Mint and Run the Gantlet. 

Undoubtedly his best, though, was Virginia- 
bred Mill Reef, who won the Epsom Derby and 
Prix de I’Arc de Triomphe, among other Group 
1 events. Mellon is the only individual to win 
the Kentucky Derby, Epsom Derby, and Prix de 
I’Arc de Triomphe. 

Mellon was a tmstee of the National Museum 
of Racing and Hall of Fame and one of only 
six individuals to be named an Exemplar of 
Racing by the museum. He also served as vice 
chairman of The Jockey Club. He died in 1999 
at the age of 91. 

















In Memoriam 


JOSEPH B. HICKEY JR. 


J oseph B. Hickey Jr., 86, whose multi¬ 
faceted career extended from prolific 
writer to racing official to administra¬ 
tive and general manager of Windfields 
Farm during the career of the world’s 
most famous stallion. Northern Dancer, 
died April 30 in Easton, Md. 

Born in Norfolk, Va., Mr. Hickey was 
raised in Baltimore and graduated from 
Polytechnic Institute. A Navy ordnance 
disarmament specialist in World War II 
and an infantryman in Berhn under the 
blockade during the Korean War, he 
began writing “as a mere shp of a boy, 
fresh out of the Navy,” he noted in a 
column on recollections of his hfe that 
appeared in Maryland Horse in June 1989. 

Mr. Hickey had studied equine con¬ 
formation and pedigrees under his men¬ 
tor, noted horseman and Maryland 

Horse editor Humphrey S. Finney, who 
encouraged him to pursue his talent for 
writing. “First I toiled with the maga¬ 
zines,” he wrote, “then as a racing official 
at Pimlico, Charles Town, Timonium 
and Bel Air. My longest stint was the 20 
years in management with Northern 
Dancer and Windfields Farm.” 

He was a regular contributor to The 
Morning Telegraph and Daily Racing Form 
(writing a breeding column for 27 years) 
and The Maryland Horse. His articles and 
essays appeared in The Blood-Horse over a 
span of 50 years. It was while he was an 
associate editor of Tutf and Sport Digestin 
1962 that he was appointed assistant 
director of racing for the Maryland 
Jockey Club. 

He stepped into the role of Pimlico’s 
public relations director when the for¬ 
mer director walked off the job on 
Preakness Day 1965. During Mr. Hickey’s 


tenure, while researching Maryland 
Jockey Club history, he discovered the 
“lost” 1890 running of the Preakness, 
held that year at Morris Park in New 
York. 

Mr. Hickey met Canadian financier 
E.P. Taylor at Pimlico during the spring 
of 1964, when the famed breeder/owner 
was campaigning his Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness champion Northern 
Dancer. Four years later, Allaire du Pont, 
who owned Woodstock Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md., asked Mr. Hickey to join 
her and Taylor in directing the proposed 
“newcapital of the classicThoroughbred” 
venture in Cecil County. Northern 
Dancer was moved from Taylor’s Ontario 
farm to Chesapeake City in 1969. 

“I recall E.P. Taylor with great affec¬ 
tion,” wrote Mr. Hickey. “Though a 
dynamic individual who walked with 
kings and upon occasion gave up his 
house to the Queen Mother and J.F.K., 
he never lost his touch with the common 
man. He was as at ease with the grooms 
of his horses as he was royalty.” 

As manager of the Maryland division 
of Windfields, Mr. Hickey was instru¬ 
mental in the acquisition and subsequent 
syndication of 20 stallions, most of 
whom were classic winners in Europe. 
Champion The Minstrel was syndicated 
for $9 million; Assert, $25 million; El 
Gran Senor, $41 million. Halo was pur¬ 
chased by Windfields as a stallion pros¬ 
pect for $1 million, and was sold 10 years 
later for $36 million. “Maryland lost the 
stallion Halo to Kentucky before we had 
the chance to savor his reign as leading 
sire, but his sale kept Windfield Farm’s 
Maryland operation afloat for four 
years,” noted Mr. Hickey. 


Another notable stallion addition was 
Canadian champion Deputy Minister, 
who became a leading sire after launch¬ 
ing his career in Maryland. 

During Mr. Hickey’s years at 
Windfields, 438 yearlings were prepped 
and sold, for a total of $95,271,700-a 
20-year average of $212,515. “To my 
way of thinking,” he wrote, “the three 
best-looking yearhngs ever to pass 
through Donald Coulter’s hands at 
Windfields were, in order. Imperial 
Falcon, Devil’s Bag and Far North. 
Coulter, however, preferred The Minstrel 
to his brother Far North and placed 
Shareef Dancer at the top of his Ust.” 

Mr. Hickey was named general man¬ 
ager of Windfields after the death of Joe 
Thomas in 1984. That same year he was 
appointed to the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission by Gov. Harry R. Hughes. 

He retired to St. Michaels on the 
Eastern Shore in his early 60s, but con¬ 
tinued to write on occassion and noted in 
his 1989 column: “It was a distinct privi¬ 
lege, gained during the course of writing 
more than a thousand columns and sto¬ 
ries. . . to get to know the legendary 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, Max Hirsch and 
Ben and Jimmy Jones, among others. 
Pressed to the wall. I’d vote for Hirsch 
Jacobs as the best trainer of my time; 
Frank Whiteley wouldn’t be far behind. 
It was my firm conviction that Jacobs, a 
devoted family man who did not smoke, 
drink or curse, beat more so-called blue- 
bloods with run-of-the-mill-breds than 
any man who ever perfected his craft.” 

Mr. Hickey’s wife Arlene, whom he 
met at Pimhco in 1964, died in 1992. He 
is survived by his sons Joseph B. Hickey 
III, Sean Earl Hickey and Ryan Padraic 
Hickey, all of Easton. 


CALEB “MIKE” PASCAL 

Former trainer Caleb “Mike” Pascal, who 
grew up on a family estate in Timonium, 
Md., a portion which is now the Timonium 
Fairgrounds, and sent out numerous 
runners on the old half-miler circuit in 
Maryland, died from complications 
of pneumonia June 18. A resident of 
Monk ton, he was 88. 

Mr. Pascal and his late brother, Edward 
Louis Pascal Jr., both became trainers and 
ran horses in the region for decades, pri¬ 


marily at Timonium, Marlboro and Bel Air. 
Their mother, Frances Colgate Cherbon- 
nier, was a well-known Maryland horse¬ 
woman and it was at her family’s farm that 
Mr. Pascal began his long association with 
horses, taking up riding when he was 4 
years old and participating in horse shows 
as a youngster. 

After serving in the Army Air Force 
during World War II, Mr. Pascal began 
working for famed Maryland trainer 
Mildred “Babe” Saportas in 1949. He was 


later an assistant to B. Frank Christmas, 
who owned the Idle Miss Farm in 
Monkton. 

In an article that appeared in the 
Baltimore Sun in 1957, Mr. Pascal made 
headlines as a trainer by sending out a 
steeplechase winner at Delaware Park, 
Betrayed, who paid $202 for a $2 bet, the 
largest payout at the track that season. 

Survivors include his companion of 40 
years, M. Gillian Fenwick of Monkton; and 
nieces and nephews. 
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Cide’s bid for the Triple 
Crown was thwarted by ‘‘the 
blue-blooded star with the 
world at his feet/’ Juddmonte 
Farm’s Empire Maker. Bobby 
Frankel, trainer of the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes-Gl winner, never 
lost faith in his star. “If Funny 
Cide beats me now,” said Fran- 
kel the day before the classic, 
“aU the more power to him. I’ll 
give him aU the credit in the 
world. Hopefully he’s a great 
horse and everybody thinks 
he’s a great horse and we kick 
his ass. Simple as that, then 
we’U be known as a great 
horse. . . in my heart I think 
we’re going to get him this 
time.” 

B South Carolina was added 
to the coverage of Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. Editor Lucy 
Acton noted: “While South 
Carolina makes no pretense 
about being a center of Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding-the state 
had 72 registered foals in 2001, 
amounting to 0.2 percent of 
the U.S. foal crop-it is, in 
some ways, a hub of Thor¬ 
oughbred activity. 

“No towns are more 
steeped in horse lore than 
Aiken and Camden, S.C., 
which over the years have 
beckoned numerous HaU of 
Fame horsemen and horses to 
their private training grounds.” 

25years ago 

B James P. Ryan, one of 
Maryland’s most successful 
owner/breeders, had con¬ 
signed his entire broodmare 
band, consisting of 51 in-foal 
and barren mares, along with 
26 weanlings, to Keeneland’s 
November Breeding Stock 
sale. Ryan cited “tax consider¬ 
ations and personal reasons” 
for his decision. He planned 
to retain his horses in train¬ 
ing, including major winners 
Homebuilder and Cefis. 

Among the offerings were 
Homebuilder’s dam Smart 
Heiress, in foal to Nijinsky 
II; Cold Hearted, dam of

B At the midway point of 
the season, Pennsylvania-bred, 
European-based Russian 
Rhythm topped the World 
Thoroughbred Rankings, 
created to help determine the 
final fields for the Breeders’ 
Cup World Thoroughbred 
Championships. 

The 3-year-old fiUy, bred 
by Betty Moran’s Brushwood 
Stable, won both her starts 
that season, the classic One 
Thousand Guineas Stakes-Gl 
at Newmarket and the 
Coronation Stakes-Gl at 
Royal Ascot. The Kingmambo 
filly was owned by Cheveley 
Park Stud and trained by Sir 
Michael Stoute. 

B “Before and after slot 
machines. Poverty and pros¬ 
perity,” wrote Bill Finley as he 
explored the impact of slots 
on the backstretches of Dela¬ 
ware Park and Charles Town. 

“In many ways, those two 
tracks, or any others that have 
been blessed with the windfalls 
from slot machines, are eager 
to forget a past that includes 
small purses and stables with 
cheap horses. 

“But backs tretch gentrifica- 
tion comes at a cost. Small¬ 
time trainers who were there 
for a track when times were 
bad may not necessarily be 
rewarded for their loyalty.” 

Overall, the horsemen’s 
associations and racing 
secretaries had been able to 
handle the majority of trainers’ 
requests. But former Charles 
Town HBPA president Randy 
Funkhouser pointed out 
the reality: “With the purses 
available for these cheaper 
claiming races, it has given 
trainers an opportunity to 
upgrade their stock so that 
they can stay competitive. 

If they’re not able to do so 
or haven’t been able to find 
owners with the finances to 
help them, then they won’t 
stay competitive because these 


races are tougher to win all the 
time. 

“It doesn’t happen over¬ 
night, but the downside is that 
some of the people have been 
forced out of the business. It 
can happen to someone who 
just isn’t a good businessman.” 

B The Pennsylvania Senate 
approved enabling legislation 


to allow slot machines at the 
state’s race tracks. The mea¬ 
sure was headed to the House, 
where, according to the Phila¬ 
delphia Inquirer^ it’s passage 
was uncertain. 

B More than 100,000 fans 
braved the cold and rain at 
Belmont Park for a chance to 
witness history, but Funny

Cefis. 

B Ardmore Farm, for many 
years the home of the late HaU 
of Fame trainer Tom Barry, 
was purchased by Allen and 
Audrey Murray, long-estab¬ 
lished owners of Murmur 
Farm. The Murrays were to 
make the move from their cur¬ 
rent location in Aberdeen, 

Md., to the 113-acre Darling¬ 
ton farm by September. 

Barry, who died in the 
spring of 1987, had main¬ 
tained a small band of 
broodmares at the farm. The 
Murrays were set to expand, 
with plans to add a four-stall 
stallion barn and a 30-stall 
broodmare barn. Among the 
new equine residents would be 
young stallion Marine Brass, 
who entered stud at Murmur 
in 1986. 

B Jim and Juanita Cochran, 
the husband and wife team 
who had managed Robert 
MeyerhofFs Fitzhugh Farm 
since 1980, were looking for¬ 
ward to the next season, when 
14 mares carrying foals from 
Broad Brush’s first crop would 
be arriving at the Phoenix, 

Md., farm. The Cochrans were 
present for the delivery of 
Broad Brush at the farm five 
years earlier. 

^We were just tickled to 
death when Broad Brush start¬ 
ed running good,” said Juanita 
Cochran. ‘We were as proud 
as Mr. Meyerhoff. Maybe 
prouder.” 


50years ago 

B Things were happening in 
Cecil County, Md. 

“While heretofore the 
fastest-moving commodity in 
the county seat of Elkton was 
marriage licenses, the time is 
rapidly approaching when the 
Thoroughbred horse could 
become Cecil’s leading prod¬ 
uct,” wrote Joe Hickey. 

“A visit to the Chesapeake 
City area is a revelation, for 
few realize the tremendous 
expansion that has been made 
in so short a time.” 

Hickey noted the breeder 
who pioneered the territory 
was Allaire duPont, whose 
well-appointed Woodstock 
Farm dominated the coun¬ 
tryside. “The mistress of 
Woodstock has the contagious 
form of enthusiasm and it has 
spread freely throughout her 
section of the country.” 

Among those moving 
stables into the region were 
Pittsburgh mining magnate 
Leonard P. Sasso and E.P 
Taylor, who put Canadian rac¬ 
ing on the map and was in the 
process of building a training 
center in Maryland. 

B Mr. and Mrs. Harry W. 
Lunger’s Cyane, among the 
best 2-year-olds of 1961, was 
going to stand his first season 
at his trainer Henry S. Clark’s 
Bowling Brook Farm in Mid- 
dleburg, Md. 

Cyane’s greatest triumph 
came in the 1961 Fumrity, in 
which he defeated Jaipur and 


Sir Gaylord. A week later, the 
son of *Turn-to was side¬ 
lined by a hairhne fracture 
of the right fore ankle. He 
returned to win a stakes at 3 
(the Dwyer), but never quite 
equaled the promise which he 
had shown at 2. 

The announcement was a bit 
premature^ as the next month it 
was noted Cyane would stand at 
Merryland Farm in Hydes, Md. 
But by 1965 he was indeed at 
Bowling Brook, where he stood for 
three seasons before moving to Blue 
Ridge Farm in Upperville, Va. 

Cyane had a long and succesful 
career at stud, siring 48 stakes 
winners (11 percent of his foals). 
His most renowned son was 
$716,426-earner Smarten; his best 
daughter was two-time Delaware 
Handicap winner Obeah, Mrs. 
Lungeds homebred mare who 
produced champion Go for Wand. 

B Two of Maryland’s greatest 
race horses were inducted into 
the National Racing Museum’s 
HaU of Fame. GaUorette, bred 
at the late William L. Brann’s 
Glade Valley Farm, and Saga¬ 
more Farm’s Native Dancer, 
Maryland’s premier staUion, 
were among the four horses 


elected. The others were 
Calumet Farm’s Armed and 
TwiUght Tear. Native Dancer 
received the greatest number 
of votes. 

B Glade Valley Farm stal- 
Uon Martins RuQah was rap¬ 
idly developing into one of 
the nation’s most promising 
freshmen sires. Through early 
August, he had three win¬ 
ners from five starters (from 
15 foals), with the other two 
finishing in the money. The 
8-year-old stallion, who stood 
at the farm in WalkersviUe, 
Md., appeared on the cover of 
The Maryland Horse.

What is your favorite social media network to use? Twitter. 

How do you use social media in the industry? As a consumer, to 
keep up with news, particularly on racing circuits that I don't follow closely or that 
aren't part of my regular beat, and to hear from other racing fans and writers. As 
a reporter/writer, to share news, photos and opinions; to disseminate information 
from the track or from industry meetings (like NYRA board meetings. The Jockey 
Club Round Table, etc.). 

Give us your top three favorite accounts you follow. 

@NYRANews, because it's the main circuit I cover. @RichardDeitsch, for keen 
commentary on sports (and other) media. @HelloRaceFans, for its broad coverage 
of racing, from handicapping to news to features (I also contribute to the Hello 
Race Fans! website). And if I can sneak in a fourth, @DRFGrening, because 
nobody covers New York racing more thoroughly. There are lots of others, too- 
tough to narrow it down to three. 

What is the best thing about social media for horse racing? 

A lot of people don't live near racetracks, and social media can provide a racing 
community for them. On Saturday afternoons, Twitter is a pretty fun place to 
be, with people watching races in person or on TV or online and offering news 
and opinions. It also provides quick access to information that previously was 
inaccessible-for instance, when a horse or jockey is injured, updates can be 
provided within minutes, instead of within hours. 

What are your hopes for social media in the racing industry? 

Social media, like any other type of public discourse, offers a platform to myriad 
people, which can be both good news and bad news. It's good news because there 
are no gatekeepers, and anyone with a keyboard can weigh in on industry issues. It 
can be bad news because incorrect information can get disseminated pretty quickly, 
and it's dismaying to see social media users take shots in ways that can be pretty 
unfair and mean-spirited. I'd love to see social media users recognize that we all have 
a responsibility for creating a civil, lively, vibrant community about the sport we love.
